r j£" l HE Barrack Department . is fo new an Inftitution, that 
Your Committee cannot, by any comparative View of 
the Circumftances of any other official Department, affift 
their Judgment in forming an Opinion on the Scale of this 
Eftablifhment, as compared with the Duty which it is meant 
to difcharge. 

The Relult of the Inquiries which Your Committee has 
made in this Department, may be ftated under the Heads of 
1. Eftablifhment ; 2. Buildings ; and 3. Annual Expence. 

1 . The Barrack Department flands at prefent upon a very 
large and extenfive Eftablifhment*. It was originally formed 
in May 1793-f , and gradually increafed until it was eredted 
into an Eftablifhment, completely diftindt from all others, by 
a Warrant from His Majefty, dated the 24th March 1794 : 
Since that Period it has alfo been further enlarged, owing to 
the additional Number of temporary Barracks and Prilbns, 
which were ordered in the Autumn of 1796. The Eft a- 
blifhment now confifts of, a Barrack Mafter Genera!, with 
Two Clerks under him ; Deputy Barrack Mafter General j 
Affiftant Barrack Mafter General for Supplies, with Two 
Clerks ; Accountant with Five Clerks; Affiftant Barrack 
Mafter General for Infpe&ion of Barracks, and Seven other 
Affiftant Barrack Mafters General for fuperintending and in- 
fpecting Barracks in different Diftridts ; the Seventh appears

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to Have been appointed on the 16th February 1797, in con- 
ference of the procuring and furnilhing the Regimental 
Hofpitals, and of providing General Hofpitals, being placed 
under the Direction of the Barrack Department ; there are 
alfo Six Clerks for the General Bufinefs of the Office : For 
the Building Branch, an Afliftant Barrack Mafter General, 
Checking Clerk, and Six other Clerks ; Two Architects and 
Surveyors, Two Affiftants to Ditto, with Three Clerks ; 
Four Servants in the Office ; an Afliftant Barrack Mafter 
General in North Britain, with Two Affiftants to Ditto, and 
Two Clerks ; one Agent for tlie General Service, and Three 
other Afliftant Barrack Mafters General, for the general 
Service of the Department, to aflift in vihting and infpecting 
occasionally : With Seventy-one Refident Barrack Mafters, 
and Forty-leven Affiftants, at the different Barracks eftablifhed 
in Great Britain, and the Iflands of Guernfey and Jerfey. 

The Bar ack Mafter General and the Deputy Barrack 
Mafter General are appointed, with fixed Salaries, by War- 
rant from the King. The Salaries of all the other Officers 
have, in the Firft Inftance, been fixed by the Secretary at 
War, but they are appointed ar,d their Numbers increaled 
by the Idle Authority of the Barrack Mafter General, who 
appears alio to have a dilcretionary Power of making fuch 
extra Allowance to any of the Officers of the Department, 
beyond their fixtd Salaries, as he fhall think proper; with a 
Control over the whole Department with regard to the 
Appointments, as well as Expenditure, in the Secretary at 
War The Pay of the Refident Barrack Mafters was fixed 
by the Secretary at War, from whom all fuch Appointments 
oiiginate; but leveral of the Perfons holding active Stations 
in the Geneial Department, have oth:r Appointments and 
Avocations, which, as it appears to Your Committee, mud 
recdiarly call them from the Dilcharge of their Duty in the 
Barrack Service, and thereby occafion a greater Number of 
Officers upon the Eflabliihment, and an Increafe of Expencfe

to tl\e Public beyond what might otherwife be neceffary. No 
Officer in the Barrack Department is allowed to receive any 
Fee or Emolument on the Receipt or lliue of the Public 
Money, or any Advantage whatever on the Purchafe or Iffue 
of Stores. 

It is reprefented to Your Committee, by the Barrack 
Mafter General, tliat the Expence of keeping Troops in 
Barracks is leis than keeping them in Quarters*, in Proof 
of which he has laid before Your Committee certain 
Calculations, according to which it appears that there is 
a Saving of 3J. P er Annum on each Man, and of 

£. 4. 75. 1 on each Horfe, which, calculating on 53,852 
Non-commiffioned Officers and Private Men, and 7,387 
Horfes now in Barracks, amounts to ^.40,591. 6s. 6d. 
which he reprefents to be fully fufficient to cover the Expence 
incurred on Account of the Barrack Mafters, the Wear and 
Tear of Bedding, &c. and the Repairs of Building. And 
as the Expence of the Barrack Office it!elf is de. rayed by 
Funds arifing from certain Arrangements made by the Barrack 
Mafter General, which could not otherwile be brought to the 
Credit of the Public, he thinks himlelf juftified in (bating, 
that, taking the Whole of the Expence of the Department, 
it is full as cheap to keep Troops in Barracks as in Quarters. 

2. With regard to the Buildings in this Department, it 
appears to Your Committee, that there w^re Forty-three 
Barracks for the Reception of Troops previous to 1792, 
which confifted partly of Forts and Caftles, and partly of 
Buildings erected at different Periods for the Reception of 
Troops in different Parts of Great Britain, capable of con- 
taining 20,847 Men*}*; thefe uled formerly to be under the 
Direction of Perfons appointed by the Ordnance for the 
Care of their Branch of the Service, of others appointed by 
the War Office to take Charge of the Part under its own 
immediate Direction, and of the Governors of Garrifons who

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alfo had Allowances on fixed Eftablifhtnents out of which 
they found the Soldiers with certain Barrack Horfes ; there 
were in 1792 Twenty-five Refidcnt Barrack Mafters and 
Fourteen Afliftants, whole Salaries amounted together to 

4,5^2 is. 6d. Since 1792 there have been erected 
Thirty-eight permanent Barracks, capable of containing 
10,197 M;n, with an Appointment of Thirty-five Refluent 
Barrark Mafters, whofe Salaries amount together to £. 5,475 : 
And Your Committee are informed from the Barrack Office, 
that the King's Houfe at Winchefter, capable of receiving 
3000 Men, is alfo to be fitted up and continued as a perma- 
nent Barrack : It appears alfo, that there are Forty-nine tem- 
porary Barracks, erected or hired, and fitted up for the Pur- 
pofes of the War, capable of containing 58,431 Men, hav- 
ing Eleven Refident Barrack Mafters and Thirty-three 
Affiftants, whofe Salaries amount together to ,£.4,909. 55. 
making the Total Salaries of all the Refident Barrack Mafters 
and their Affiftants ^.14,936. js. 6d. an Eftablilhment of 
great Expence, exclufive of that which muft accrue to the 
Public for Furniture, Necefiaries, and incidental Repairs of 
fuch large and extenfive Buildings. 

Several of thefe Barracks, in every Clafs, being at prefent 
in an unfinifhed State, Your Committee have annexed an 
Account of all that are fo circumftanced. And as the Mili- 
tary Hofpitals, which have been erected and are now erecting 
are confidered to be within the Barrack Department, Your 
Committee have alfo annexed an Account of fuch of them'as 
are now erecting in Great Britain. The Barrack Mafter fur- 
ther ftates, that the Buildings are ereded according to fettled 
Plans made by the Surveyors of the Office, and that the 
Buildings are paid for by Meafure of fair Valuation, accord- 
ing to the Rates ufually given for fuch Work at or in the 
Vicinity of the Places where the fame is executed. It is 
further reprefented to Your Committee, that the Money for 
carrying on and completing all thefe Buildings, has been al- 
ready provided by Parliament.

As to any Reduction of the Appointments in this Depart- 
ment, Your Committee beg Leave to obferve, that this muft 
neceffarily depend on the Extent to which the Barrack Service 
may be carried upon a Peace Eftablilhment ; Your Com- 
mittee have alfo to obferve upon this Head, that a confider- 
able Part of the prefent Eftablifhment appears to have been 
created for the exprefs Purpofe of directing the Execution 
and checking the Expenditure in carrying on thefe extenfive 
Works, which it has been thought expedient to erect in 
different Parts of the Kingdom ; a Branch of Expence which 
muft necefTarily be only of a temporary Nature : And the 
Barrack Mailer General himfelf ftates to Your Committee, 
that it has been his invariable Practice to oppofe the Idea, 
that the Barrack Office, as it now ftands, was to be confidered 
as a fettled Eftablilhment ; as, in his Opinion, the forming 
it into an Eflablifliment, as well as the Extent to which that 
Eftablifhment may in future be carried, muft depend upon the 
Circumftances of the Country, and the future Arrangement 
and Regulation of the Army.

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An ACCOUNT of the Duties. Salaries, and Emoluments of 
the Barrack Department. 

BARRACK MASTER GENERAL, 

Major General Oliver De Lancev, 40s. per Diem, on the Effa- 
Milhment, and 40J extra ; with his actual Expences for Con- 
tingencies and on Account of Travelling. 

THE Office of Barrack Mailer General is eftablifhed for the 
Purpofe of enforcing and preferving a regular and uniform 
Syftem in all Matters relating to Barracks for the Ufe of the 
Forces employed, or to be employed, in His Majefty's Service. 

He is to ereft and keep in Repair all Ba.racks for the Army not 
in fortified Places, and to keep in Repair all Barracks in fortified 
Places. All Furniture, Bedding, Utenfils, Coals, Candles, Beer, 
Forage, and other Stoies, are fupplied to the Troops under his 
immediate Direction, and all Officers and Barrack Mafters are, in 
Matters relative to the Accomodation, Difpofitton, and Supply of 
the Troops, placed under his Orders and Controul. 

It is his Duty to fee that, in all Cafes, the Supplies for the 
Ufe of the Troops are of good and fufficient Quality, and are 
provided on the bed and mofl realonable Terms ; and that the 
I flues thereof be made in ftrift Conformity to His Majeftv's War- 
rant for the Regulation of Barracks ; and that all Officers and 
others conform thereto. 

He alfo has the Care of erefting and providing Hofpitals, and 
furnifhing the fame with Utenfils, Fuel, &c. 

In the Office of Barrack Mailer General is combined Duties 
that were before performed by various Dt-partments, fo that the 
Troops in Barracks had to look to different Officers tor the feveral 
Supplies neceflarv for their Ufe, and frequently, from Want of 
Knowledge of official Diftinclions, were deprived ol many Com- 
forts and neceflarv Conveniencies, and were fubjefcted to Difficulties 
and Delays, which they are not liable to experience under a 
Perfon appointed exprefsly for the immediate Care of their Accom- 
modation, Dilpofition, and Supply. 

It is the Duty of the Barrack Mafter General to infpe£t. into the 
Conduftof all Officers and Barrack Matters, of all Bnildeisandothers 
employed in the Barrack Department, and to examine into the 
jiiitiu fs, Accuracy, and Propriety of their Accounts and Expendi- 
tures, and to adjuft and fettle the fame ; to fee that the Tranfmiffiort 
of Returns, the Infpcftion and Care of Barracks, the Receipt and 

I flue 
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IfTue of Stores, and all other Matters comprised in the Regulations 
for the Government of Barracks, arc perfectly regular and correft ; 
that no Frauds are committed. Public Stores embezzled, falfe 
Returns or improper Iffues made, or any Advantage taken under 
the Pretence of Fees, Perquifites, Gratuities, or Emoluments, or 
any Aft performed or done injurious to the Public Intereft, but 
that all Monev appropriated for the Service of the Barrack 
Department, for which he is refponfible, be paid, without any 
Deduction whatfoever, directly by the Perfon receiving it from 
the Public Treafury, into the Hands of the Perfons performing the 
Services.

The Duty of the Deputy Barrack Mafter General is, to affift 
the Barrack Mafter General in the general Bufinefs of the De- 
partment. He daily diftributes to the feveral Perfons concerned 
fuch Letters and Papers as appear to belong to the refpe&ive 
Branches entrufted to them ; he receives from them all Reports, 
Drafts of Letters, and Papprs in Reply thereto, which he lays 
before the Barrack Mafter General, when prefent, and afts upon 
them in Conformity to the Inftruclions given, or according to the 
eftablifhed Regulation of the Department ; he fees that the feveral 
Branches of the Bufinefs are conduced with Diligence and Pro- 
priety ; he occafitmaUy vifits the Barracks in different Parts of the 
Kingdom, and, in the Abfence of the Barrack Mafter General, 
direcls the general Conduft of the Bufinefs of the Department.

The Duty of the Affiftant Barrack Mafter General for Supplies 
is, to keep Ai counts of all Articles of Bedding, Furniture, 
Utenfils, and other Stores in the Pofleffion of the feveral Barrack 
Matters and others, and to ftate the fame from Time to Time to 
the Barrack Mafter General ; to prepare the necefTary Orders for 
fuch Articles as it may be requifite to provide, and fend to the 
feveral Barracks, in order to keep up the Eddblifhment of Stores 
for the fame, or in confequence of Requifitions made for extraor- 
dinary Supplies ; to examine and make Returns of the Number ef 
each Corps occupying the different Barracks ; to examine the 
Returns of Bedding, Furniture, Utenfils, and Stores, at the 

different 
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different Periods at which they are required to be tranfmittcd, in 
Conformity to the King's Regulations, and to fee that the Receipts 
and Iflties agree, and are correct ; to receive and arrange all Re- 
turns of Troops marching into, or out of Barracks, in order to 
furnifh fufficient Checks upon the Accounts of Supplies and Ex- 
penditures ; to receive and arrange all Returns of Damages and 
Deficiencies by the Troops in Barracks, and to prepare Letters and 
Orders connected therewith, in Conformity to the King's Regu- 
lations. In the Abfence of the Barrack Mailer General and Deputy 
Barrack Matter General, to take the General Arrangement of the 
Duties of the Office, to diftribute to the feveral Perfons concerned, 
fuch Matters as relate to the refpeftive Branches entrufled to 
them, to receive the Reports of the feveral Afliftant Brrrack 
Mafters General, fuperintending Diftrifts, and to prepare fuch 
Orders and Direftions as may be necefTary thereon, and to aft in 
all Matters in fuch Manner as the Exigency of the Service may 
require.

The Duty of the Afliftant Barrack Mafter General for the general 
Infpettion of Barracks is, when ordered by the Barrack Mafter 
General, to vifit the feveral Barracks in Great Britain; to fee that 
the Affiffant Barrack Mailers General for the Infpection and Su- 
perintendance of Barracks in the different Diftricls, the different 
Barrack Mailers, and others, are attentive and diligent in the Per- 
formance of their feveral Duties ; that due Care is taken of the 
Buildings and Stores, and that no Injury or Wade is committed. 
He is, with the Architects and Surveyors of the Office, to examine 
upon the Spot the Accounts of all Builders for erecting and re- 
pairing Barracks ; to fee that the feveral Works have been executed 
in a workmanlike and fubftantial Manner, in Conforminty to the 
Contracts or Agreements, and that nothing unneceffary has been 
done, and to procure Proof (from refpectable Perfons refiding in 
the Country) that the Prices charged by them are fuch only as are 
paid for fimilar Work, in the Places where the Buildings are 
erected ; he is to report to the Barrack Mafter General any Obser- 
vations that may be necefTary, on the Manner in which the Sup- 
plies are furnifhed, and whether the fame can be provided on more 
reafonable Terms, confiflently with the Comfort of the Troops ; 
he is to examine^ the Books and Papers of all Perfons connected 
with the Barrack Department, at the feveral Places he may vifit, 
and report the Manner in which the Bufinefs appears to be con- 
dueled. When not employed in the Country, he examines the 
Reports of Infpeftors, the Accounts of Builders, and affifts in 
executing fuch other Bufinefs as may be required in the Barrack 
Office.

It is the Duty of the Officers appointed to fuperintend and in- 
fpedt the eftablifhed and temporary Barracks in the feveral Parts of 
England, Guernfey, and Jerfey, &c. to attend in the particular

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DittricT: allotted to each, to receive the Requifitions of the Genera! 
Officers commanding therein, and report the fame to the Barrack 
Mafter General, with ail Matters neceffary for his Information, 
and to fee that whatever relates to the Department is conducted with 
Propriety, Accuracy, and Integrity. 

To enquire into the Quality of fuch Articles as the Barrack 
Matters have been authorized to purchafe, and to afcertain whether 
the fame have been procured upon the beft and moll reafonable 
Terms; whether the Articles purchafed are from Perfons living 
upon the Spot, and if not, to enquire into the Caufe ; whether the 
Supplies of Beer and Forage are regular, the Returns correct, and 
the Iffues made in Conformity to the Regulations, and that no 
Watte or Abufe is committed ; if Coals and Candles, and other 
Stores, are fupplied by the Barrack Mafter, whether they are pro- 
vided upon the bed Terms, or if fupplied under the Orders of the 
Barrack Office, whether purchafed on the Spot, of whom, and at 
what Rate ; to examine whether the Returns are made in ftridl 
Conformity to the Forms annexed to ihe King's Warrant for the 
Regulation of Barrack*, and are regularly tranfmitted, and that no 
improper IfTues are made ; if any Errors have crept in, to prevent 
a Repetition of them ; to examine the Books of the Barrack 
Matters, to fee if all Contrails, Letters, and Returns, are regularly 
entered ; whether the Half Yearly Accounts are properly inferted, 
and have been tranfmitted in due Time ; to fee that Accounts are 
regularly made out, and that Receipts on proper Stamps have been 
taken for all Monies paid, and that in each Perfon's Account, the 
Quantity of each Article, as to Weight or Meafure, is properly 
ftated; to enquire into the Caufe of any extraordinary Charges, 
and to report the fame, with fuch Obfervations as may be neceffary, 
to enable the Bariock Mafter General to aft thereon. 

Where Barrack Stores are reported to have become ufelefs, to 
hold a Survey on the fame, in Conformity to the eftablifhed Mode 
and to report the Refult to the Barrack Mafler General ; to fee

which any Service is executing, and whether a Ariel Attention is 
given thereto; to examine the Books of the Clerks of the Works, 
to fee that all necefldiy Repoits and Accounts are entered therein]

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in Conformity to the Inftructions on that Head, and that the Re- 
ports agree with the actual Situation of the Bufinefs ; to fee that 
no Money is uaneceffarily paid for Rents of temporary Barracks, 
or other Buildings, that the Accounts for Lodging Money are 
accurately kept, and that no more is charged in them, than is in 
ftiift Conformity to the Regulations, and ftrongly to imprefs on 
the Minds of the Barrack Mailers and others concerned, that no 
Fees are to be taken, or any Emolument required from Tradefmen 
or others, furniihing Supplies for the Ufe of the Barracks, under 
Pretence of Compliment or Perquifite. Thefe Officers report to

An ACCOUNT of the Date of the Eflablifhment of the Barrack 
Office, and by what Authority the different Officers there, and 
their refpeeTive Salaries, were appointed and fixed; and alfo of 
all other Employments held under Government by any Officer in 
the Barrack Office. 

IN the Summer of the Year 1792, feveral Barracks (in addition 
to thofe exifting) were ordered to be erecled in different Places in 

the 
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the Kingdom ; but no Eftablifhment of the Barrack Department 
then took place. In the Beginning of the Year 1793, many tem- 
porary Barracks were provided, and the Care of them, and the 
Barracks erefting, were put under Major General De Lancey, as 
Superintendant General of fundry Barracks, under a Warrant from 
the King, dated lft May 1793 ; but no Perfons were appointed in 
the Barrack Office, except Two Clerks. In the Courfe of the 
Year 1793, feveral rnore Barracks were ordered to be erefted, and 
the Number of temporary Barracks were fb very confiderably in. 
creafed. that, at the Beginning of the Year 1794, it became necef. 
fary to form a general Syftem for the Government thereof • and 
Major General De Lancey was appointed Barrack Mafter General 
by a King's Commiffion, and alfo under the Authority of a King's 
Warrant, dated 30th May 1794 ; but which Authority was limited 
Part of the Bufinefs of Barracks ftill remaining with the Board of 
Ordnance. This may be confidered, in Facl, as the Creation of 
the Barrack Department under its prefent Form. 

In the Year 1794, the particular Circumftances of the War 
rendered it neceffary to provide for a very large Bodv of Troops 
on the Coaft, and more temporary Barracks were then ordered • 
but confiderable Inconveniences having arifen from the Bufinefs 
being divided between different Departments, it was judged expe- 
dient to put the Whole under the Direction of the Barrack Mafter 
General, which took place in the Year 1795, in confequence of a 
Warrant from the King, dated 24th March in that Year. 

It will therefore appear that, previous to 1794, there was no 
Office of the Barrack Mafter General ; and that, except the Bar- 
rack Mafter General and Deputy Barrack Mafter General, there 
cannot be faid to be any regular Eftablifhment. The Officers have 
been appointed from Time to Time, as the Nature of the Service 
rendered Affiftance abfolutely neceffary : That even fo late as the 
Autumn of 1796, additional temporary Barracks and Prifons for 
near 30,000 Men were ordered, which rendered additional Affift- 
ance indifpenfably requifite. 

It has, therefore, been the invariable Practice with the Barrack 
Mafter General, always to oppofe the Idea, that the Barrack 
Office, as it now ftands, was an Eftablifhment; on the contrary, 
that the forming it into an Eltablifhmem mil depend upon the 
Circumftances of the Country, and the future Arrangement and 
Regulation of the Army. 

The Officers appointed immediately under the Barrack Mafter 
General, being for the Purpofe ot aftifting him to execute the va- 
rious Duties entrufted to him, and he being refponfible for their 
Condudr, as well as for the Monies and Stores entrufted to 
them, it will of courfe appear juft, that the Nomination fhould 

proceed 
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proceed from him perfonally ; the Number alfo which muft 
depend on the State of the Bufinefs of the Department, mufl 
be increafed or diminifhed according to his Suggeftion, he being 
refponfible tor the juft and neceffary Expenditure of the Money 
imprelled to him ; but the Controul of the Whole Department, 
with regard to Appointments, as well as Expenditure, is veiled in 
the Secretary at War, and no Charge can be allowed without his 
Sanction. 

When the Firft Arrangement was made, the Pay of a Barrack 
Matter was fixed with a View to the Rate of Pay given to Officers 
having a fimilar kind of Duty and Refponfibility in the Army, 
namelv, the Barrack Mafters of large Barracks at ios. a Day as 
Captains : Thofe of fmaller Barracks 5s. a Day as Subalterns. 
Thefe Rates were fixed by the Secretary at War, from whom all 
fuch Appointments originate. 

The Pay of the Barrack Mafter General was fixed by the King, 
and alfo the Pay of his Deputy. The Pay of the other Officers 
of the Department was eftabliftied by the Secretary at War, ac- 
cording to the Rates at which they flood till the Year 1796 ; when 
the Barrack Mafter General ftated, that the Infpeftors of Diftri£ts 
being placed as a Check upon the Barrack Mailers, and being fub- 
jefted to very great Expence from their unfcttled Situation, as well 
as from other Confiderations, were, he thought (upon the Principle 
of Rank on which the original Pay ot Barrack Mafter was founded) 
entitled to the Pay of Field Officers; and it was then fixed that 
they fhould have that of the loweft ot the feveral Ranks of Field 
Officers, namely, of Major of Infantry ; at which they now 
(land. 

It will appear, in a few Inftances, that extra Pay is allowed to 
certain Officers : this has been done froiri the very great Increafe 
of Bufinefs thrown on the Officer to whom fuch Allowance is 
made, in order to avoid any new Appointments, and is given as an 
extraordinary Allowance, that it may be reduced whenever the 
Service may return to what it was when their Pay was eftabliflu-d. 

The Committee, in confitlering the Defcription of Perfons em- 
ployed in the Barrack Office, the Salaries they receive, the Na- 
ture and Extent ot the Trull repofed in them, and that thev have 
no Fee or Emolument on the Receipt or lime of the Public 
Money, or any Advantage whatever in the Purchafe or Iflhe of 
Stores, will find that the Expence of the Public on this Head has 
been kept as low as polhblc.

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EXAMINATION of Major General De Lancev, Barrack 
Mafter General; 20th June 1797. 

QUESTION. Were there any Barrack Mafters for the feveral 
Barracks eftablifhed in Great Britain, previous to the Year 1792 ; 
or any Perfons employed to perform Services fimilar to thofe of 
the prefent Barrack Mafters at thofe Barracks, and what was the 
Expence to the Public of employing thofe Perfons ? — Anfwer. 
The Bufinefs relative to Barracks, previous to the Eftablifh- 
ment of the Barrack Department, was conducted, in part, by 
Board of Ordnance, partly by the War Office, and alfo by 
the Governors of Garrifons. There were Perfons appointed 
bv the Board of Ordnance, under the Name of Barrack Mafters, 
to take Care of that Part under its immediate Direction, who re- 
ceived a Salary, and had alfo other Emoluments. The War Office 
had alfo Perfons to take Charge of the Part under its Direction, 
who were paid as Barrack Mafters, or had Contrails that were 
beneficial to them ; and the Governors of Garrifons had Allow- 
ances on fixed Eftablifhments, out of which they found the Soldiers 
with certain Barrack Stores. The Barrack Mafter General is not 
acquainted with the Extent of the Salaries and Allowances of the 
feveral Perfons before-mentioned, not having any Documents in 
his Office to afcertain the fame ; but he imagines, when the Sala- 
ries allowed under the Board of Ordnance, and the Mode of Pay- 
ment, are confidered, and alfo the Manner in which the Bufinefs 
was conduced under the War Office, together with the Advan- 
tages derived by Governors from the Allowances granted to them, 
it will probably appear that the Expence of the Public was then 
fully as great as it can be now under the prefent Syftem. 

0. When was the Seventh Affiftant Barrack Mafter General ap- 
pointed ? — A. The Care of procuring and furnifhing Regimental 
Hofpitals, and alfo of providing General Hofpitals, being placed 
under the Direction of the Barrack Department, and being obliged 
to provide Accommodation for Prifoners of War, to a very great 
Extent, the Bufinefs of the Department was increafed in fo great 
a Degree, as to render it neceffary for the Barrack Mafter General 
to have an additional Affiftant for the Care of Hofpitals and Prifons, 
and the Seventh Affiftant was therefore appointed on the 16th 
February 1797. 

Q. Is the Expence of keeping Troops in Barracks greater or 
lefs than keeping them in Quarters ? — A. The following Calcula- 
tion will fhew the Difference of Expence in Keeping a Man and a 
Horfe in Quarters, and in Barracks :

By tbe foregoing Statement it appears, that there is a Saving of 
%s. o^d. per Annum, on each Man; and of 4/. ys. n$d. on each 
Horfe; which, calculating on 53,852 Non-commifTioned Officers 
and Private Men, and 7,387 Horfes, now in Barracks, amounts to 
40,591/. 6s. 6d. which is conceived to be fully fufficient to cover 

the 
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the Expence of the Barrack Mutters, the Wear and Tear of Bed- 
ding, and the Repairs of Buildings ; and as the Exvence of the 
Barrack Office is defrayed by Funds arifing from Arrangements 
made bv the Barrack Matter General, which could not otherwife 
be brought to the Credit of the Public ; he thinks himfelt juftified 
in ftating, that, taking the Whole of the Expence of il.e epart- 
ment, it is full as cheap to keep Troops in Bana.ks as in 
Quarters. 

Thefe Calculations are made on a Suppofition that every Soldier 
receives his full Allowance of each Article, according to the 
Quantities ftated in the King's Regulations which enables the 
Barrack Matter General, when Troops fhall be placed in Bar- 
racks, which from their Conftruftion do not require the Whole 
of the feveral Articles, to direct the IfTue in fuch Proportions as 
fhall appear to him to be fufficient for the Comtort and Conveni- 
ence ot the Troops ; in conlequence of which, a very great Saving 
has been made in the Articles of Coals and Candles ; but which it 
would require too much Time to afcertain with fufficient Accuracy, 
to be added to this Statement. 

g. What is the Mode of fupplying the Troops in Barracks, 
with the neceflary Barrack Stores ? — A. The feveral Barrack Stores 
furnifhed under the Direction of the Barrack Matter General, con- 
fift of Coals and Candles, Beer, Forage, Bedding, Furniture and 
Utenfils. 

Coals and Candles are in all Inftances provided on the Spot, 
wherever it is found they can be purchafed cheaper ihan they could 
be furnifhed from anv general Market. In all Cafes, a Competi- 
tion between the Dealers is encouraged, and the loweft Terms ac- 
cepted. When the Articles can be had at a cheaper Rate than any 
Offer is made to furnifh them at the Place where the Barrack is 
fituated, the Supply is fent from the cheapeft Market, and the 
Rate afcertained by Certificates from refpeftable Perfons converfant 
in the Bufineis, that the fame is at the Market Price at the Time ; 
and by the perfonal Inveftigation and Controul of the Officers of 
the Department. The Payments are made on Certificates from the 
Barrack Matter, of the Quantity aftually delivered into his Store, 
and he is charged with the fame. He difcharges himfelf therefrom 
by IfTues according to the Rates fixed by the King's Regulations, a 
Copy of which is fubmitted to the Committee ; and the Forms of 
the Weekly and General Returns, by which the fame are checked, 
are annexed thereto. 

Beer is fuppliedby Agreement with Perfons refiding in or near 
the Places where the Barracks are fituated, in conlequence of pub- 
lic Notice being given for Propofals for furnifhing the fame- The

Price of Small Beer is not in any Inftance allowed to exceed 
is. ad. per Barrel, of 36 Gallons, of which the Soldier is allowed 
Five Pints per Diem, as in Quarters: But as the Troops are fre- 
quently defirous of receiving Beer of a better Quality than can be 
furnifhed at that Price, a Claufe is inferted in each Agreement, 
allowing the Brewer, on the Rcquifition of the Commanding 
Officer, to furnifh them with Three Pints of Beer at 12s. per Bar- 
rel, which does not increafe the Expence to the Public. The 
Brewer is bound by a Claufe in his Agreement, to fupply the Beer 
fubjeft to the Approbation or Difapprobation of the Officer com- 
manding the Corps, who is, in cafe of Failure on the Part of the 
Brewer, authorized to purchafe Beer of a proper Quality, at his 
Expence. 

The upply of Beer is made in confequence of Requifitions from 
the Commanding Officer to the Barrack Mailer, who directs the 
Brewer to lurnilh the Quantity fpecified, and the Iffue is checked 
by Weekly Returns, tranfmitted by the Commanding Officer, 
through the Barrack Mailer, to the Barrack Office, and by general 
Returns, tranfmitted in the fame Manner, at the End of every 
Three Months ; to which general Return is annexed a Certificate 
from the Commanding Officer, ftating upon his Honour, that it is 
a juft and true Return of the Quantity of Beer iffued to the Non- 
commiffioned Officers and Privates ot the Regiment, and that the 
Numbeis fpecified were effective, and aftually prefent in the Bar- 
racks, during the Period mentioned therein. Upon Receipt of the 
above General Return and Certificate, it is checked by the Weekly 
Returns, and when found Right or corrcfted, the Brewer is au- 
authorized to draw upon the Barrack Mailer General, for the 
Amount of the Beer actually fupplied by him, not exceeding the 
Quantity fpecified in the laid General Return. Forms of the 
Weekly and General Returns, with the Certificate, are annexed 
to the King's Warrant. 

For AC f. is fupplied by Agreement, in confequence of Adver- 
tifements publifhed Annually at the proper Seafon, and the Propofals 
fubmitted to the Barrack Mailer General, who in all Cafes accepts 
of thofe mod favourable to the Public. 

Tiie Supply is made by Requifitions from the Commanding 
OfFi er to the Barrack Mailer, in the fame Manner as in the Cafe 
of Beer, and the Hfues are checked by Weekly and General 
Returns, with Certificates, from the Commanding Officers, Hating 
upon Honour that the Horfes charged were effective during the 
Periods therein fpecified. In fome few Places it has been found, 
that the Commanding Officers have been able to purchafe Forage 
upon lower Terms than were offered by any other Perfon, in which

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Cafes, the Certificates fpecify in Addition, that the Forage was 
actually given according to the Rates and Prices charged, and that 
due Care was taken to obtain the feveral Articles at .the loweft: 
Prices, and in oft reafonable Terms. By the Eftabliftiment of the 
Army, an Allowance is made for each Horfe, of %{d. per Diem, 
for the Amount of which, the Commanding Officer gives th& 
Perfon fupplying the Forage, Drafts upon the Agent of his Regi- 
ment, and for the Difference between that Sum and the aflual Coft 
of the Forage, he gives Drafts on the Barrack Mafter General. — 
Forms of the Weekly and General Returns, with the Certificate, 
are annexed to the King's Regulations. 

The Ration of Forage to the Cavalry, is at prefent i2lbs. of 
Hay, lolbs. of Oats, and tolbs. of Straw, for each effective Horfe 
actually in Barracks, which are confined to the Number for each 
Perfon, as fpecified in the King's Regulations. 

Bedding, Furnituke, and Utensils. — The Supply of 
thefe Articles are had on the loweft Terms from the wholefale 
Dealers, as the Service requires. The Barrack Mafters at the 
feveral Barracks, give Receipts for whatever Quantity is delivered 
to them, by Orders from the Barrack Office, and thefe Receipts 
are the Vouchers on which Payment is made, and the Barrack 
Mafter, from the Time he receives the Articles, ftands charged 
with the fame, and he accounts for the Delivery and Confumption, 
l>y Quarterly Returns. 

The Furniture and Utenfils, which confift of coarfe and cheap 
Articles, are provided as much as poffible in the Towns where the 
Barracks are fituated. The Charges for Bedding, Furniture, &c 
are checked by Certificates of refpeclable Perfons, that they do 
not exceed the Prices in the Market at the Time ; and alfo, by the 
perfonal Invefligation and Controul of the Officers of the De- 
partment. 

The 1 flues of thefe Articles are made in Quantities fixed by the 
Kings's Regulations, and when any of them are rendered unfer- 
viceable, the Barrack Mafter is not relieved from the Charge, until 
a Survey, by proper Officers, is held thereon. 

0. What has been the Mode adopted for conducting the Building 
Department, and checking the Expenditure ?— A. When any 
Building is ordered to be erected, Plans, Particulars, and Eftimates 
of the fame, are made out by the Office Surveyors, and laid before 
the Barrack Mafter General for his Confideration ; when his Ap- 
probation is received, and when a proper Perfon is found capable 
of executing the Bufinefs, an Agreement is drawn out and executed; 
by the Parties concerned ; the principal Conditions of which bind 
the Builders to ufe Materials of every Kind of the bell Quality^ 

Appendix. E and 
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and to perform every Part of the Work in a good and fubftantial 
Manner, according to the Plans and Particulars furnifhed him from 
the Barrack Office ; and in order to make the Builder punctually 
conform to thofe Conditions, a Clerk of Works is appointed to 
fuperintend the Erection of the Building, who is informed of the 
Particulars of the Agreement, and is furnifhed with Inftructions 
for the Regulation of his Conduct . He tranfmits Weekly Reports 
of the Number of Workmen employed, of the Progrefs of the 
Building, and of any other Matters he may judge necefTary for 
the Information of the Barrack Mafter General. And as a further 
Check, Surveyors are from Time to Time fent from the Barrack 
Office to infpect into the Materials and the Workmanfhip of the 
Building, as well as to fee that the Clerk of Works ftrictly attends 
to his Duty, and keeps regular Accounts refpecting every Part of 
the Building. 

It is agreed, that the Building fhall be paid for by Meafurement 
and fair valuation, according to the Rales ufually given for fuch 
Work at or in the Vicinity of the Place where the fame is erected, 
to be afcertained and fettled by fuch Perfons as the Barrack Mafter 
General fhall appoint for the Purpofe on the Part of the Public : 
And in order to enable the Builder the better to proceed with the 
Work, at flipulated Periods, when the Building is erected to certain 
given Degrees, Payments are made to him on Account, referving 
always £.20 per Cent, upon the Value of the Work then done ; 
which is withheld until the Whole of the Bufinefs is completed, 
and the Accounts are finally adjufted in the Barrack Office. And 
in Order to prevent any unjuft Demand for Money on Account, 
no Claim for (he fame is admitted without the Certificate of the 
Clerk of the Works upon the Spot, or of a Surveyor belonging 
to the Office appointed to infpeft the Building, flatingthe Progrefs 
and Execution is fuch, as by the Conditions of the Agreement to 
warrant a Payment on Account. The fame is then examined bf 
the proper Officers in the Building Department, and if the Claim 
is juftj they certify it to the Accountant of the Barrack Office; 
which Certificate is laid before the Barrack Mafter General, who, 
if he thinks proper, authorizes the Payment ; and during the 
Execution of the Building, and when the fame is completed, Mea- 
furements are taken, and the Quantities adjufted by Surveyors on 
the Part of the Office, and on that of the Tradefman ; from which 
ho makes out his Accounts, and tranfmits them to the Barrack 
Office ; when they are examined in the Building Department, and 
laid before the Barrack Mafter General, with fuch Obfervations as 
are requifitc for the further Arrangement thereof, previous to their 
final Settlement ; but in order to prevent, as much as poflible, any 
improper Charges being allowed, or unncceflary Expence incurred, 
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the Accounts are then put into the Hands of Three Officers of tlie 
Department, namely, the Affiftant Barrack Mailer General for the 
general Infpefction of Barracks, and the Two principal Architects 
and Surveyors, who are directed to repair to the Place where the 
Building has been erected, for the Purpofe of examining into the 
Execution of the Work, invefligating the Dimenfions of the 
feveral Parts thereof, and colletling upon the Spot the prime Cofls 
of the different Kinds of Materials made Ufe of in the Building, 
fo as to enable them to judge of the Prices charged by the Builders 
and to correct the Accounts : They alfo fee that the necefiary 
Vouchers for all Charges are produced, and obtain from resectable 
Builders in each Town, and alfo from private Perfons for whom 
large Buildings have been executed, Certificates, that the Prices 
charged are fuch as are cuftomarily paid by Individuals in the Town 
and Neighbourhood where the Building has been executed. This 
Arrangement has been productive of very eon Inferable Advantages 
to the Public, as large Difallowances have been made in feveral 
Builders Accounts, in confequence of improper and unreafonable 
Charges. 

All Accounts for Buildings come under their Infpeftion, and 
are fubmitted by them to the Barrack Mailer General for his Con- 
fideration ; and on the Balance being certified by them on the 
Face of the Accounts, the Barrack Mailer General clofes the fame, 
and makes the final Payment to the Builders. 

Whenever Repairs are required to be executed at any Barracks, 
or other Buildings under the Direction of the Barrack Department, 
the following Mode is obferved ; viz. an Agreement is made by 
the Barrack Mafter General, with l'ome refpectable Tradefmen, to 
undertake the Repairs of the fame, according to the Rates of 
fimilar Work in the Place, to be fettled and valued by fuch Sur- 
veyors as (hall be appointed by the Barrack Mailer General. The 
Builder to produce his prime Coft Account, with a Certificate 
from fome refpectable Perfon of the Place, that the Price is fuch 
as was paid there at the Time. 

When Repairs are wanted, the Barrack Ma Her flates the fame 
in Wiiting to the Officer commanding the Troops, who, if they 
appear necefiary, gives a Certificate to the Barrack Mafler thereof, 
and he then calls upon the Tradefmen above-m ntioned, toexamine 
the Building, and make an Eftimate of the Expence, which is 
transmitted to the Barrack Office for Authority to proceed : But 
if the Repair fhould be of fuch a Nature as not to admit of Delay, 
then, upon the Certificate of fuch Circumftance from the Com- 
manding Officer and Tradefmen, the Barrack Mafter orders the 
Work to be immediately done ; but he fends a Copy of the Efti- 
mate and Certificate at the fame Time to the Barrack Office. — 

E 2 When 
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When any Day Work is requlfite, and there is no Clerk of the 
Works prefent, the Barrack Mafler keeps a regular Account of 
the Number of Men, and the Carts and Horfes employed therein, 
and the daily Rates at which they are paid ; and he fends up a 
Weekly Report thereof to the Barrack Office ; and when the 
Builders Accounts are delivered in, he checks the fame by his own 
Accounts, for the Regularity and Accuracy whereof he is ref- 
ponfible ; and he takes particular Care that the Tradefmen do not 
employ more Perfons and Carts, &c. than are abfolutely neceflary 
for the Execution of the Work ; and all Pay Bills for Work are 
figned by the. Work People, according to the Form prefcribed, 
and no Charge is admitted withoutTuch Voucher. 

In all Cafes where. Services have been executed, or Supplies 
furnifhed, the Perfon or Perfons performing the fame, are ordered 
to draw upon the Barrack Mafler General for the Amount of the 
Sums due to them, fo. that the Money goes, without any Deduction, 
direftly from the Hands of the Perfon receiving it from the Public 
Treafury, into thofe of the Perfons entitled to it ; by which Means 
the Detention of any Part in the Hands of intermediate Perfons, 
under the Pretence of Perquifite, is entirely prevented.

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When there are a fufHclent Number of Rooms in a Barrack, to 
allow of One to a Subaltern of Infantry, a full Allowance of Fuel 
and Candles may be iffued for the fame. 

The Weekly Deliveries of Coals and Candles for every Room 
occupied as above, are not to exceed the following Quantities ; 
viz. Three Bufhels One Quarter Coals, and Two Pounds and a 
Half of Candles, to the Cavalrv, in November, December, Janu- 
ary, February, and March. The fame Quantity of Coals, and 
One Pound and One Quarter of Candles to the Infantry for the 
fame Time. 

Two Bufhels One Half of Coals, and Two Pounds of Candles, 
in April, September, and October, to the Cavalry. The fame 
Quantity of Coals, and One Pound of Candles to the Infantry for 
the fame Time. 

One Bufhel Three Quarters of Coals, and One Pound and a 
Half of Candles, in May, June, July, and Auguft, to the Cavalry. 
The like Quantity of Coals, and Three Quarters ot a Pound of 
Candles to the Infantry, for the fame Time. 

A Commiffioned Officer's Guard, Seven Bufhels of Coals, and 
Four Pounds of Candles, from iff September to iff May. A Non- 
commiflioned Officer's Guard, Half thofe Quantities of Coals and 
Candles for the fame Time. 

N. B. When Sea Coal is not ufed, One Cwt. of Coal is confi- 
dered as equal to a Bufhel. 

When it is found neceffary to have Lights in the Paffages and 
Galleries in the feveral Barracks, One Pound of Candles will be 
allowed per Week for each Lanthorn from the ill of September to 
the iff of May. 

The Barrack Mafter General is to fupply the Non-commiffioned 
Officers and Private Men in Barracks, with Straw for each Paillafle 
every Three Months, and the fame for the PaillafTes of the Officers 
Servants, to whom the fame Quantity of Bedding is allowed as to 
a Private Soldier.

IT belongs to the Office of Ordnance, to fupply all Mili* 
tary Stores for the Army and Navy, to defray the Expence 
of the Corps of Artillery, Corps of Engineers, and other 
Military Corps attached to the Ordnance Service ; and alfo 
the Charge of repairing and building Fortifications, at Home 
and Abroad ; excepting Field Works Abroad, and excepting 
alfo thofe Fortifications which Commanders in Chief may 
deem it expedient to erect without previous Inftruclions from 
Home ; in which two Cafes the Bills are paid by the Treafury 
and placed to Account in the Extraordinaries of the Army; 
All contingent Expences attending Ordnance Stores, as well 
as Camp Equipage for the Artillery, and the Article of Tents 
for the Privates of the whole Army, are included in the 
Payments of the Ordnance *. 

The Hire of Veflels for the Tranfportation of Ordnance 
for Foreign Service, has, fince the Eftablifhment of the 
Tranfport Board, been transferred to that Office ; and the 
Building of Barracks belongs now to the Barrack Department, 
except when Barracks are ordered to be built within a Forti- 
fication. The Total Expence incurred under the Ordnance 
Department in the prefent War, has been very confiderable, 
the Sums voted in the Years 1794, 1795, 1796, and 1797, 
amounting to about £.9,234,000 ; from whkh, if on Ac- 
count of a fuppofed Peace Eftablifhment for thofe Yea^s, 
the Sums of £.375,000 per Annum (being the Sum eftimaied 
by the Finance Committee of 1786) and of £.50,000 per 
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Annum on Account of the Sum voted Annually in Peace fof 
the Ordnance Ufe, under the Head of Naval Service, and 
alfo of £.100,000 per Annum for Extraordinary Services, 
not included in the Eftimate, are deducted, the War 
Expences of the Ordnance already voted will be about 
£.6,709,000. The Total War Expences of the Ordnance 
in the American War, from 1776 to 1785, each inclufive, 
will be found to have amounted to about £".8,054,000, fup- 
pofing £.310,000 per Annum to be deducted for the Peace 
Eftablilhment, from the Sums voted in Parliament (that 
being the Average Ordnance Expence of the Six Years of 
Peace preceding) and fuppofing £. 50,000 per Annum to be 
alio deducted, as in the Cafe of the prefent War. 

Although the Payment of a chief Part of the Ordnance 
Tranfport Service, and alfo of the Barrack Service (the latter 
of which was in the former War very inconfiderable) has been 
recently transferred to other Departments, the Annual Ex- 
pence of the Ordnance could not fail in this War very greatly 
to increafe, both on Account of the more enlarged Scale of 
the general Military Operations (not to mention the increafed 
Price of almoft all Kinds of Articles) and alfo through the 
peculiar Demands for Stores, which have been made in the 
prefent War on the Board of Ordnance, and the very confider- 
able Enlargement which has taken place in its own Military 
Eftablilhment. , 

Your Committee are informed, that the greateft Number 
of Artillery Men in Britifh Service during the American 
War, paid by the Ordnance, was 5,356 ; and that the prefent 
Number is 6,464, befides a Horfe Brigade, confuting of 
1,199 Men, an Irilh Corps of 500, a French Corps of about 
500, and a Dutch Corps of 339 Men*. 

An Extraordinary Charge on the Board of Ordnance, has, 
in this War, arifen from the Acquilition of new Foreign 
Eftablifhments j and the Value alfo of the Ordnance Stores 
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captured in thefe, has, by virtue of a recent Act of Parlia- , 
ment, been paid to the Army and Navy, whenever they have 
been jointly the Captors. The Sums voted in the Ordnance 
Eftimates on this Account, amount to about £. 1 50,000. 
A new Expence has alfo been incurred by fupplying our 
Subfidiary Troops with Ammunition and Ordnance Stores, 
which in the former War was no Part of our Engagements. 

Your Committee have thought it proper to make thefe 
preliminary Obfervations, becaufe they have conceived that 
the unprecedented Magnitude of the prefent Annual Scale 
ot Ordnance Expenditure, and the recent Extenlion which 
they fhall have to ftate in the Civil Eftablilhment of the 
Office, might otherwife pofTibly create a Prefumption of a 
Want of Vigilance and CEconomy in this Department. 

§ 1. IN examining the feveral Regulations and Checks 
which have been applied to controul the Public Expenditure 
in this Department, Your Committee beg Leave to fubmit 
their Obfervations under the following Heads, viz, 1. The 
Mafter General and Board of Ordnance. 1. Contracts. 3. 
Old Stores. 4. Debenture Payments. 5. Checks on the 
Receipt of Stores. 6. Storekeepers. 7. Treafuren .8. For* 
tirications and Services. 9. Eftimates. 

1. The Mafter General and Board of Ordnance. 

The Mafter G.neral, who, in his Military Character, is 
Commander in Chief over the Artillery and Engineers, has, 
in his Civil Capacity, the- entire Control over the whole 
Ordnance Department : " He can alone do any Act, which 
" can otherwife, if he docs not interpofe, be done by the 
" Board ■„ he can order the Ifliie of Money, but that Order 
" muft be executed in ufual Mode, by Three Board 
Officers." 

The Lieutenant General, who is Second in Command 
over the Artillery and Engineers, is, in his Civil Capacity, 
the Firft in Rank among the Members of the Board ; which. 
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comprehends Four other principal Officers, the Surveyo 
General, the Clerk of the Ordnance, the Storekeeper, and 
the Clerk of Deliveries. During the Abfence of the Matter 
General, or the Vacancy of the Office, the whole Executive 
Power devolves on the Board, and it belongs to them, 
though they are lubject to the Interpofition of the Mailer 
General, to make Contracts for Stores, and for Performance 
of Services, and to direct the Iflue of Stores and of Money. 
The Signatures of Three Members of the Board, of whom 
the Clerk of the Ordnance muft be one, are neceflary for the 
Payment of Money. 

2. Contracts *. 

Under this Head, Your Committee have adverted to the 
Mode of contracting, and the Terms upon which Horfes, 
Ordnance, and Powder have been provided. 

ift. The CommifTioners of Accounts have reported, "that 
" they confider the Principle of advertifing for the different 
" Articles wanted in every Branch of this Service, which had 
" been adopted by the Board of Ordnance a fliort Time be- 
" fore the Date of their Report, as having produced Advan- 
tage to the Public ;" and the Board of Ordnance have in- 
formed Your Committee, that, "from the Year 1782, the 
" Period alluded to by the CommifTioners, to the Beginning 
" of the Year 1795, the Rule of advertifing has been gene- 
" rally attended to in Cafes where it could be adopted with 
"Advantage to the Public Service; and that, fince 1795, 
" it has been (as they exprefs it) invariably purl'ued ; the 
" Mafter General and Board being perfuaded, that the Plan 
" of obtaining the Supplies of Ordnance Stores through the 
" Channel of Advertifements, is the moft beneficial °to the 
" Public." It appears by the Examination of Mr. Nettle- 
fhip, the Deputy Clerk of the Ordnance, " that, in fome 
" Cafes, Ten or Twelve principal Dealers in the Article 
" wanted, have been requefted, by Letter, to fend in Pro- 
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" pofals the loweft Offer from whom has always been 
accepted. 

The Price at which the Contracts of the Ordnance are 
taken, though not ftudioufly concealed, appear not to be 
made publicly known. Your Committee have thought pro- 
per to call for a Specification of the Terms o 1 which feveral 
of the principal Contracts of the Board of Ordnance have 
been lately made. 

adly. It appears that in general, Ordnance Horfes in this 
War have not been hired as in former Wars, but purchafed ; 
and that the Price has been limited to 18 Guineas for Bat 
Horfes, 23 Guineas for Train Horfes, and 26 Guineas for 
Horfes for the Horfe Artillery ; the Commiffion paid on the 
Purchafe, being 2d. in the Pound. The Mode of obtain- 
ing them by Purchafe is likely, in the early Part of the War, 
to have anfwered much better than that of hiring; the Pur- 
chafe Money of each Horfe having been equal to not quite 
Two Years Hire, and the Forage having been paid by 
Government equally in both Cales. This will appear from 
the Rate of Hire for Horfes for the Train of Artillery, 
agreed to by a Contract dated 25th January 1793, of which 
the general Terms were the following : " For Horfes on Full 
" Pay, the Ordnance was to pay 51. per Week, for thofe on 
" Half Pay js," the Contractor engaging to find Forage for 
the Horfes on full Pay, and the Ordnance for thofe on Half 
Pay. The Price for the Conductors on Full Pay was 3s. 
per Day, on Half Pay is. 6d. per Day. For Drivers on 
Full Pay, is. 3d. per Day; on Half Pay, *j\d. per Day. 
For every Horle killed in nction, taken or hurt in the Ser- 
vice, the Contractor was to be allowed £. 15. l$s. 

By a later Contract, dated April 8th 1795, made for 27 
Months, the Manner of contracting for Horfes was in lome 
Degree varied. The Rate for them when at Picket being 
fettled at 17s. 6d. per Week; not at Picket 145. affuming 
them in both Cafes to be on Full Pay, and if on Half Pay, 
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at per Week, as before. The Contractor agreed by this 
Contract, to find, in every Cafe, Rations of Forage, 
the fame as is allowed to the King's Horfes, the Con- 
fideration paid for Forage appears therefore to have been gs. 
per Week. 

The above-mentioned Hire for Horfes paid in this War, 
Very materially exceeds that in the American War. The 
Commiflionjrs of Accounts ftate, in 1782, the Full Pay for 
an Ordnance Hone was reduced is. o\ct. per Day, or 75. 
t^d. per Week, the Contractor (iupplying the Return at the 
Peace) paid by Government. They alfo ftate the Terms of 
a Contract made in an earlier Part of the American War, 
which was not quite fo favourable to the Public j the Full 
Pay to Conductors was by that Contract p. per Day, and to 
Drivers, 8s. a Week. 

gdly, Iron Ordnance was contracted for in the American 
War at £.18 per Ton ; in the prefent, at £ . 16. All Brafs 
Ordnance is manufactured by the Board of Ordnance itfelf. 

The Price of Mufquets appears during the prefent War to 
have been gradually riling ; and though the Quantity now in 
Store is very confiderable, the Difficulty of obtaining them is 
ftated to have been extremely great, In the prefent Year, 
Advantages in point of prompt Payment, as well as in Price, 
have been in fome Cafes given to the Gun-makers. Mufquets 
fomewhat inferior to thole commonly bought by the Ord- 
nance, have alfo been purchafed both from the India Com- 
pany and from Abroad. The Price paid for the beft Short- 
land Mufquets, has rifen from £''.{. 12s. 8rf. lo about 
£. 1. 165. 6d. The ioweft Price paid for Foreign Mufquets 
has been £. 1. zs. 

4thly. The Price paid in this War to the Powder Makers 
for the manufacturing of Powder, has been 40J. per Barrel; 
in the American War it was 30J. The Quality, however 
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is now greatly fuperior, the Proof required being much more 
Uriel than formerly. 

It appears by the Votes of the Houfe in the Year 1788, 
that the Sum of about £. io,ooff"vvas then di reded to be 
applied to the Purchafe of additional Powder Mills at Walt- 
ham Abbey ; and Your Committee have had the Satisfaction 
of learning, that the manufacturing of Powder by Govern ■ 
ment, which is now carried on to a confiderable Extent, both 
at that Place and at Feverlham, is found to anfwer ; fince it 
is ftated to your Committee, that not only the Powder made 
by Government cofts lefs by about One-fifth Part of the 
manufacturing Expences, than that which has been juft 
{rated to be contracted for; but the Experiments made by the 
Ordnance have alfo led to a general Improvement in the 
Manufacture of this Article. The further Advantage of 
having always a Stock of Powder in Poffeffion, arifes from 
having a Manufacture of it in the Hands of Government. 

3. Old Stores. 

"When Old Stores are fent Home on Account of their 
being deemed unferviceable by the Officers who return them, 
an Infpe&ion of them by the Officers of the Board of 
Ordnance takes place at Home ; and if they are again pro* 
nounced unfit for Service, they are ordered to be fold by 
Public Auction fo foon as a fufficient Quantity has been col- 
lected. Very few Ordnance Stores aredifpofed of Abroad as 
unferviceable, thofe of any Magnitude being ufually fent 
Home, and the Tower is the Place where in general they 
accumulate. The Public Sales for unferviceable Ordnance 
Stores are numeroufly attended, and by many bona fide Pur- 
chafers ; though a Combination among them has been fome- 
times fufpected, and a Part of the Sale poftponcd in confe- 
quence. The Treafurer of the Ordnance receives the Value 
of the Stores fold, and accounts for them to the Exchequer 
by what is termed his Voluntary Charge. 



3. Debenture 
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4. Debenture Payments. 

The Payments of the Board of Ordnance for the larger 
Services at Home, are made by Debentures ; and the known 
and accuftomed Practice for ibme late Years has been to make 
thofe Payments which are laid to be in Courfe of Office, at a 
Period which is always fomewhat more than Three Months 
after the Date of each Debenture, and which can never ex- 
ceed Six ; to pay, for Inftance, at once, for the Three Months 
of January, February, and March, as early as poffible after 
the 30th of June. 

The Mafter General and Board were able to follow this 
Rule from the iff. July 1785 to the 31ft March 1795; but 
fince that Time the Payments of Debentures has not been 
effected until about Seven to Ten Months after their Date j 
which Irregularity is ftated not to be owing to any Ineffici- 
ency of the Funds voted by Parliament to defray the whole 
current Demands of the Ordnance with Punctuality, but to 
have ariien from the 1 Supplies of Money actually obtained from 
the Exchequer having been infufficient. The Periods of the 
Payments of Debentures had, in fome Cafes, been fettled by 
Agreement, in others not ; and an Intereftof 5 per Cent, 
has been allowed in fome Cafes on the Failure of Payment at 
the accuftomed Period. 

5. Checks on the Receipt of Stores. 

The Receipt of Stores is certified by the Receiving Offi- 
cers, who are fometimes Two and fometimes Three. The 
great Receipt is at the Tower, where Three certify the 
Ordnance. The Ordnance Receiving Officers are, in many 
Cafes, the Judges of the Quality as well as Quantity of Stores 
received ; but whenever technical Knowledge is required, a 
competent Perfon is called in to judge of the Article, and the 
certifying Clerks then certify their own Receipt and his 
Opinion. The Perfon callecf in is not always the fame, and 
the Seller is fuppofed to be not likely to know for a Certainty

who will be the Individual called. It is ftated, that either 
the receiving or demanding of a Fee by an Oificer of the 
Board or Ordnance, would in all the Cafes in which Fee- are 
prohibited, be followed by Dilmiffion ; and an Inftance is 
mentioned of One Perfon having been difmiffed for endea- 
vouring to exact a Fee. 

6. Storekeepers. 

The principal Storekeeper at the Tower, who is alfo a 
Board Officer, has the Cuftody of the Stores delivered in 
there ; and the Storekeepers at the Outports and Garrifons 
have in like Manner the Charge of the Stores iffued to them. 
In general, a Storekeeper and his Securities are confidered as 
perfonally liable to pay for any Deficiency in their Stores. 
At the Appointment of every new Storekeeper at the Out- 
port, it is the Practice of Office to take an Account ( or a 
Remain as it is termed) of the Stores left by the Prede- 
ceffor. The Quantity reported by the Officer employed in 
taking the Remains to be actually delivered over, is compared 
by the Ledger Keeper with the Quantity which it appears by 
the Ledgers of Articles formed from the Journals of Receipts 
and Iffues, that the Predeceffor ought to have had in his Pof- 
feffion ; and in Cafe a Deficiency arifes, which cannot be 
fatisfa&orily accounted for, it is ordered by the Board to be 
made good by the Predeceflbr or his Representatives. Re- 
mains of Stores are ordered to be taken in like Manner at all 
Places at Home, once in Seven Years, as alfo at the Expi- 
ration of a War. In Foreign Parts, a Remain is taken only 
on the Appointment of a new Storekeeper. The Storekeepers 
Abroad fend Home Annual Accounts of their Receipts and 
Iffues. When an Expedition takes place, a Commiffary is 
lpecially appointed to take the Charge of Ordnance Stores, 
who is liable himfelf, or by his Securities, to make good any 
Deficiency in the fame Manner as a Storekeeper. In the 
Event of the Capture of Ordnance Stores by the Enemy, 
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the Commanding Officer's Certificate of the Quantity cap- 
tured, is the Voucher, on the Faith of which alone the 
Board of Ordnance are accuftomed to give Credit to the- 
CommilTary. 

With relpect to the principal Storekeeper, it appears, that 
no regular Remain of the Stores committed to him, was 
taken at the Time of his entering into Office, which was a 
few Years fince. This Omiflion is ftated to have happened 
partly through the Difficulty of taking, at the great Depo- 
sitory at the Tower, any regular Remain at all, and more 
efpecially at the Period in queftion, which was a Period of 
War ; and partly through another Difficulty which is faid to 
exift, that of making up the Ledger accurately, and of 
ftating with Certainty the Remains of all the numerous Ba- 
lances upon it. Some Attempt, however, has been made by 
the prefent Storekeeper, through his own Clerks, to fupply 
the Want of that regular Remain, which ought, upon his 
Appointment to have been taken, if practicable, by the 
Office. 

The Confequence of having omitted to take a Remain on 
the Nomination of a new Storekeeper, may prove very detri- 
mental to the Service; for if at a fubfequent Period, a Defi- 
ciency fhould appear on the taking or a Remain, it would 
probably be impoffible to know whether the Storekeeper who 
is come into Office, or his PredeceiTor, ought to be charged 
with it. The lateft Remain taken at the Tower, was taken 
ibme Years fince, and it appears to have been done incorrectly, 
as were alio the preceding ones ; for Mr. Nettle [hip has ftated, 
that there has not been, ever in his Memory, any Inftance 
of a Ledger fo accurately ftated, and of a Remain fo exactly 
taken at the Tower, as to authorize a Demand on the prin- 
cipal St<nckeeper, fuppofing a Deficiency to appear; and 
alfo that he never knew of any Demand on the principal 
Storekeeper for a Deficiency taking place. There is another 
Occafion, in which there is Reafon to fuppofe that the taking 
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ot a Remain has, through the Difficulty of the Cafe, been 
fometimes omitted *, and that is, where the Commiffary of 
Ordnance Stores attending an Expedition ha^ died. 

Your Committee think, it proper under this Head to notice, 
that a Robbery, to no very inconfiderable Extent, happened 
not long fince, at One of the Stores of the Tower -f. It ap- 
pears to have been not uriufual, antecedently to this Time, 
to let the Store be open when no Clerk was prefent ; but ftrict 
Orders have fince been given, that whenever any Bufinefs, 
either of Receipt or Iffue, is going forward, the Clerk fhall 
perfonally attend, and that lie ihall be prelent at the Opening 
of the Store early in the Morning. 

7. Treasurer. 

Your Committee do not think it material to detail the 
Mode of making up and pafllng the Accounts of the Trea- 
furer of the Ordnance, fince it is fully explained by theCom- 
miflioners of Accounts in the Beginning of the Twelfth 
Report. His Calh is now kept at the Bank. Neither do 
they judge it necefTary to defcribe the Manner of fettling the 
Accounts of the Military Corps attacned to the Board of 
Ordnance ; the Practice in this Re'pecl appearing to be much 
the fame as that adopted in the Army. 

8. Fortifications and Services. 

Fortifications are erected by the Commanding Engi- 
neer, puiluunt to an Order from the Mafter General, for 
carrying a Project into Execution, according to an approved 
Plan and Eftimate. The Eftimate is ufually formed in the 
firft Place'by the Engineer, who is afterwards to execute the 
Work j and its Accuracy is examined into by a Committee 
of Engineers at Home, the Expediency of the Mcafure 
being fjbmitted to the Mafter General. All Fortifications, 
Woikb, and Repairs, have been carried on, fince the Dace of 
the Twelfth Report of theCommiflionersof Accounts, in the 
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Manner recommended by them, namely, by Meafurement 
and by Contract, except where the Soldiers of the Corp of 
Royal Military Artificers have been employed, and even in 
fuch Cafes the Materials worked up by the Soldiers have been 
fuppliediby Contract. 

It belongs to the Storekeeper at the Place where the Forti- 
fication is carried on, to make the Payments. Money is im- 
prefted to him for this Purpofe on Account, in confequence 
of a Letter from the Engineer to the Board, in which he 
mentions the particular Service. The Storekeeper having 
been made Debtor for the Sums imprefted, is afterwards dii- 
charged by producing Vouchers for his Difburfements, which 
confift of the Receipt of the Perfon receiving the Money, 
together, with the Signature of either One or Two Witneffes, 
who are ufually Perfons in the Ordnance Service. The 
Storekeeper's own Affidavit of the Payment is alfo required. 
In refpect to the Payment of thofe Services which are not 
under the Direction of the Engineer, but under that of the 
Storekeeper, the Clerk of the Survey, and the Clerk of the 
Cheque of the Place, who are called " the Refpective 
!pj5rF cers '" a j Q ' n * Application is made by them to the Board. 
It appears that Money is not ufually advanced or imprefted 
on Account for the larger Payments, and that the Practice of 
doing this has been of late Years much limited In the Cafe 
of the Works or Services Abroad, the Payment is made by 
the Means of Bills drawn on the Board of Ordnance by the 
Storekeepers of the regular Eftablifhments, and by the Com- 
miflary and Faymaftcr (who are ufually the fame Perfon ) at- 
tending the Detachment of Artillery, which is with His 
Majefty's Forces. Thofe who draw are made Debtors for 
their Drafts, and account afterwards in the fame Manner, 
and are fubject to the fame Checks as a Storekeeper at Home. 
It is further required of every Accountant Abroad who draws 
Bills, that he mould take an Oath that he has made public 
Advertifements of his Intention to draw the Sum which he 
had in Contemplation, and that he has accepted the loweft 
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Propofal offered to him, and that he has not, either dire&ly 
or indireclly, received any Fee or Gratuity for drawing the 
Bills. 

It does not appear that the Large nefs of the Excefs of the 
Drafts from any Place above the eftimated Sum for that 
Pla^e, is coiifidered by the Board as a fufficient Ground for 
refufing Acceptance of the Drafts, provided they are clearly 
drawn in the Profecution of a Service which the Board had 
given Authority to undertake; neither 'is it ufual for the 
Storekeeper and other RcfpecYive Officers Abroad, ever to 
refufe a Supply of Money to the Engineer, becaufe the Sums 
which they muft draw in order to furnifh the Supply is 
known to be a large Exceeding of the Eftimate. It is there- 
fore on jthe Engineer alone that the Limitation of the Ex- 
pences feems to depend ; though for the Proofs of the Pay- 
ment of the Money the Dependence is on other Perfons. 
The Engineer having himfelf, in the firfr. Inftance, made the 
Eftimate, and being alio ordered by his general InftrudUons 
not to exceed it, undoubtedly may confider both his Repu- 
tation and his Dutv to recmire, that he Ihould not extrava- 
gantly or unneceflarily do lb. An Explanation is afterwards 
required if the Eftimate has been much exceeded ; and En- 
gineers have been cenfured on this Account in more than ' 
One Inftance. 

Your Committee are informed; that in the regular Works 
at Home, the Exceed ings of the Eftimates in late Years 
have been very fmall ; and in particular that the Eftimates 
of the Expence of fortifying Portfmouth and Plymouth, 
laid before Parliament and agreed to in 1786, are either not 
likely to be exceeded at all, or only in a very fmall Degree. 

When any Bill drawn from Abroad is evidently improper, 
the Acceptance is refufed ; but the Bill is accepted on the 
Credit of the Drawer, in order, as it is obvious, to fave the 
Charges attending its Return. The Drawer on entering his 
Office, having given Security for the faithful Difcharge of it, 
it is aflumed that if a Bill accepted on his Credit ihould be 
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afterwards difallowed on Account of the Sen-ice being on 
Invert igation deemed improper, the Money is to be recovered 
from him or his Securities. 

Your Committee have difcovered, in the Courfe of their 
Inquiries, that fome Years fince very ftrong Sufpicions arofe 
of the Commiflion of Frauds on the Boaid of Ordnance by 
their Servants in the Weft Indies and that a Commiiiion, at 
the Head of which was the Surveyor General of the Ord- 
nance, was fent to the Weft Indies for the Invefligation of 
this Subjeft. Mr Crew, Secretary to the Board of Ordnance, 
has ftated, that there was found to have been a Difobedience 
to the Inflruftions of the Board, among their Servants, in 
Two, if not in Three, of the Iilands, in moft Branches of 
Duty* ; that alio a great Variety of Frauds was difcovered, 
in the Hire of Artificers, in the Convcrfion of Materials to 
private Purpofes, and in charging them at a higher Rate than 
that at which they might have been purchafed, and in 
charging Articles under a fictitious Head, which it was 
thought would be diiputed if ftated under the real Head. 
Frauds of all thefe Defcriptions were detected at Grenada 
and St. Chriftopher's ; in which all the Three Refpedive 
Officers of the Ordnance, together with the Engineer him- 
felf, and probably fome other Refidents on thofe Iilands, 
muft have combined. At Antigua there was a very ftrong 
Sufpicion of the fame Frauds, but it could not be eftablifhed 
by living Proof. At Barbadoes, the utmoft Regularity was 
found to have prevailed ; and at Dominica and St. Vincent's, 
notning more was difcovered than fome trifling Irregularities 
in keeping the Accounts. The principal Frauds were brought 
to light through a private Quarrel among fome of the 
Reipective Officers, by which one of them was induced to 
inform againft the reft. The Meaiures which the Board of 
Ordnance took to prevent the Return of the fame Evils, 
were, to diihufs all the Officers ; to inftitute Profecutions in 
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England againft fome of them ; and to renew the Injunctions 
to obey ftrictly the general Inftructions previoufly given. 

Your Committee having obferved that Sums to a confidera- 
ble Amount were voted in the Years 1788, 1789, and 1790, 
for the Execution of a Plan which, with the Concurrence of 
His Majefly, had been propofed by the Committee of Engi- 
neers at the Tower, as a permanent Defence of the Weft 
India Iflands, have thought it their Duty to enquire into the 
prefent State of the projected Works. They understand, 
that only a Part of that intended Sum was expended in the 
direct pursuance of the Plan ; but that the Works which 
were begun, were finifhed as far as was practicable. That 
the fame Gentlemen who went out to inveftigate the Frauds 
in the Weft Indies, were charged with the Duty of examin- 
ing into the State of Fortifications alfo, and of propofing 
Plans for the future Defence of thofe Iflands. That they 
formed, in confequence of thefe Instructions, a Plan, the 
whole Expence of the Execution of which, was computed at 
fomewhat more than £. 300,000, exclufive of the Sum which 
had been already lpent. It appears, however, that at the 
Commencement ot the War, Colonel Pringle was fent out 
with Authority to execute immediately a more limited Plan 
for the temporary Defence of the Weft India Iflands, which 
was to coft about £. 80,000, and which, as is Hated in the 
Inftructions to Colonel Pringle, was to correfpond, as far as 
Circumftances would permit, with the permanent Works 
propofed by the Board of Officers, and to tend ultimately to 
facilitate the Completion of their Plans. Several Parts of 
this Sum of £. 80,000, as far as Your Committee have col- 
lected, were voted from Year to Year, under the Head of 
" Services unprovided for," as the Expence was incurred, 
and not as the Part of any regular Plan of Defence*. Your 
Committee underftand, that it is not in the Contemplation 
of the prefent Mafter General and Board of Ordnance, to 
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propofc to Pari lament the Expenditure even of what remains 
of the £. 80,000 ; but that if any frefli Works are proje&ed, 
it will be after a new Confederation of the Subject. 

9. Eftimates. 

The Mode of forming the Eftimates of the Ordnance, is 
ftated, by the Commifiioners of Accounts, to have been, at 
the Time of making their Report, " fundamentally defec- 
tive." They obferve, " that the Defign of an Eftimate is 
" to inform the Houie of Commons what Sum will probably 
" be required for any Service in the enfuing Year, in order 
" that the Legiflature may, out of the Public Revenue, pro- 
" vide and appropriate a Portion adequate to that Service ■> 
" that, every Eftimate ought, therefore, to be as complete 
" and comprehensive as poffible ; but that neverthelefs, ever 
" fince the Year 1780, every Annual Eftimate for the Ord- 
" nance Service had been attended with an Account of Ser- 
" vices performed, and not provided for, and fometimes to 
" an Amount exceeding the Eftimate ; that moft of the 
" Services in thefe Accounts alio were luch as might have 
" been, and many fuch as actually had been foreleen, but 
" that the Uiage of Office warranted the Omiflion of them." 
It appears that the Duke of Richmond had, about Two 
Years before the Date of thefe Obfervations of the Com- 
milfioners (namely, in the Beginning of the Year 1783) 
diavn up and prefented to Parliament a Report on this 
Subject, to which was annexed the Plan of a new Eftimate , 
and this Plan has been adhered to in every fucceeding Year. 
Although in many Refpeds the Plan fuggefted by the Duke 
ot Richmond was undoubtedly a material Improvement on 
the old one, yet the Evil principally comp ained of, both by 
the Commifiioners and by the Duke of Richmond himtelf, 
namely, the Practice of applying to Parliament for Sums to 
be voted under the Head of " Services unprovided for," and 
often to a confiderable Extent, has not been by any Means 
effe&ually prevented. 

The 
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The Period antecedent to the Date of the Duke of Rich- 
mond's Report, had been a Period of War, and in feveralof 
thofe Years the Sums voted under the Head of *f Unpro- 
" vided." had been (as was dated by his Grace) even greater 
than thofe voted on Eftimate. The Period in which the 
Report was formed, together with the accompanying Efti- 
mate, was that of the Commencement of Peace, in which, 
judging even from the Practice antecedent to the American 
War, it might be expected that the Sum afked for under the 
Head of " Unprovided," would bear a comparatively finall 
Proportion to the Sums voted on Eftimate, to what it would 
bear in Time of War. The Time of propofing a new Efti- 
mate was alio one at which confiderable Care would undoubt- 
edly be taken to include all probable Expences within the 
Eftimate. Accordingly it happened in the Year 1786, 1787, 
1788, no Sum was voted in Parliament under the Head of 
" Unprovided Ordnance Services." Certain Sums, however s 
were voted in the Two former of thofe Years, for Special 
Works and Services, and for a fmall Armament. In the 
Year 1789, a very fmall Sum was voted under the fame 
Head, which had accrued for the Service of 1788, and 
which was much more confiderable, being chiefly on Account 
of Exceedings in Works in the Weft Indies, and the blowing 
up of a Powder Magazine in Jamaica. In 1791, 1792, and 
1793, though thefe were Years of Peace, the Sums of about 
£. 62 oco, £. 44,000, and £. 54,000, were voted under the 
Head of " Services unprovided for," which are even larger 
Sums than thofe which had been Annually voted under the 
fame Head in the Six Years of Peace preceding the War 
with America. A very fmall Part only of the Three Sums 
laft mentioned was occafioned by the Preparation for War in 
1790 ; the chief Part having been for the Exceedings in the 
Expence of Fortifications in the Weft Indies, projected in 
Time of Peace ; and moft of the Remainder for other acci- 
dental Calls belonging to a Time of Peace, but not meant 
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to be included in the Duke of Richmond's Plan of regular 
Eftimate. During the prefent War, the whole Sum voted 
under the Head of " Ordnance Services unprovided for," 
appears to be about £. 3,349,000, exclufive of what has 
been voted under the fame Head to fupply the Deficiency of 
the Sums appropriated to Ordnance Ufe from the Naval 
Service. And the Whole Ordnance War Expences of this 
War have been about £. 6,709,000. In the Whole of the 
American War, the Sums voted under the fame Head, with 
the fame Exception, amounted to about £. 4,300,000, ex- 
clufive of about £. 957,000 of Ordnance Debt funded at 
the End of the War, which ought, in this View of the 
Subject, to be added to it, making about £. 5,257,000, 
and the whole Ordnance War Expences were about 
/. 8,054,000. The Sums voted as unprovided for, were 
therefore, under the old Eftimate, rather more than Five- 
eighths, and under the new they have been juft about One- 
half of the War Expences in this Department. 

Your Committee obferving how ftrongly the Duty of en- 
deavouring to reduce, as much as poflible, the Sums to be 
voted under the Head of " Services unprovided for," has 
been urged on various Occafions, and knowing alfo how much 
the general Subject of the Manner of formi;<g Eftimates has 
occafionally attracted the Attention of Parliament, have 
thought it proper to beftow a confiderable Degree of Atten- 
tion to it in the prefent Inftance. They have therefore very 
fully examined Mr. Nettlefhipp, to whom the immediate 
Duty of forming the Ordnance Eftimates belongs, and who 
has been Thirty-five Years in Office*. 

The Sums voted for the Ordnance (as appears by his Evi- 
dence) confifts of the Three following Heads: lft, The 
Ordinary, which comprehends the Provilion for the Ordinary 
Eftablifiiment, Civil and Military, fi, r the Year enfuing; 
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Secondly, The Extraordinary, which comprehends every 
Service, known beforehand, of a temporary and contingent 
Nature, being a Provilion for the cnfuiug Year alfo; and 
Thirdly, The Services unprovided for, confiftmg of Services 
which either have been actually paid in the palt Year (as is 
generally the Cafe) or which are luppoicd to have been paid, 
but which were not forefeen when the Eftimate for the paft 
Year wa> made up. Among thefe unforefeen Expences are 
included various Exceedings, which have happened in the 
individual Services voted in the pad Year's Ordnance Efti- 
mates ; to which are added, fuch Sums as may be neceffary 
to make up the Deficiency of the Sum directed to the Ord- 
nance Ufe from the Naval Service. 

Your Committee, before they proceed further to invefti- 
gate this Subject, have, in the Firft Place, to remark, that 
it appears from Mr. Nettlefhipp's Evidence, that the Sums 
voted Annually in Parliament, according to the prefent Plan 
of voting them, have of late invariably proved, in Point of 
Fact, fully adequate to the current W ants of the Ordnance, 
for he has exprti'sly Hated, that although in the American 
War the Ordnance was not able to pay punctually their Debts, 
through the Inlufficiency of the Funds voted for their Ufe 
in Parliament ; yet, in the prefent War, the Sums allotted 
to the Ordnance would have been in all Cafes fufficient, if 
the Iffues from the Exchequer could have been duly made to 
them. And he has even added, that if the Balance dui. to 
the Ordnance at the End of 1795, had been paid to them 
early in 1796, they might, in his Opinion, (fuppofing the 
Grants of 1796 to have been iffued regularly alfo have 
avoided all that Irregularity which in the Year 1796, firft 
happened in their Payments. 

This Point having been thus clearly eftablifhed, Your 
Committee thought it proper, in the next Place, to enquire 
from what particular Caufes it has happened, that the Ord- 
nance have fo conftantly found themfelves able to advance 
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thofe large Sums, for which they are continually called upon 
on Account of Services unprovided in the Year before they 
receive the fame from Parliament. It is obvious indeed at 
firft View, from this Ability of the Ordnance to difcharge by 
prompt Payments very confiderable Claims, apparently un- 
provided for, and without failing in their Punctuality in other 
Quarters, that the Sums voted in Parliament on Eftimate, 
inuft be confiderably more than lufficient for their propofed 
Object. 

It is plain, that they are in Fact a Provifion, and it may 
be prefumed, that they are even intended as fuch by the 
Board of Ordnance, not only for the Services which are 
eftimated and voted, but for all others which are expected 
to occur in the coming Year, and which are not yet either 
voted, or reduced to Eftimates. 

The Caufes of this over Calculation of the Sums voted on 
Eftimate, appear, from the fame Evidence, chiefly to be the 
following: It is ufual for the Ordnance in forming their 
Eftimate, to calculate rather the Debts likely to be incurred 
in the coming Year under the feveral Heads of Service, than 
the Sums expected actually to be paid within the Twelve- 
month. If for Inftance, under the Head of Extraordina- 
ries, the Expence of a projected Expedition, requiring a 
great Quantity of Ordnance Stores, is eftimated, the whole 
Expence of the Stores is inferred in the Eftimate ; but the 
Ordnance purchafe Part of them poflibly on fuch a Credit, 
that the Payment does not take place till the fucceeding 
Year ; or they fuppfy the Stores (which is a ftSS more com- 
mon Cafe) from their o.wn exifting Stock, and afterwards re- 
place them at fome little Diftance of Time ; the Period of 
paying for them being prolonged to a ftill greater Diftance. 
In the fame Manner it often happens, that the Expence of 
Services Abroad, though incurred in the Year, is not actually 
paid by the falling Due of the Bills in England till the Year 
after. It appears from a Paper laid before Parliament in 
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J 7 94, fpecifying the Manner of appropriating the Sums voted 
for Ordnance Ufe, that of the Sums which had been voted, 
for Stores, there was in that Year about £.200,000 unex- 
pended ; and that in all about £. 600,000 which had been 
voted, remained unexpended ; the Balance due to the Ord- 
nance from the Exchequer, was then about £. 160,000; the 
Difference therefore being about £. 440,000, was of courfe 
the Sum, or nearly the Sum, which the Ordnance had ap- 
plied to Unprovided Services, to be voted in a future Year 
by Parliament. It may be proper to ftate here, a further 
Circumftance, which feems neceilary to be known in order 
to poflefs a juft Idea of the real Nature of Ordnance Etti- 
mates. It is obvious, that no Efiimate of the Ordnance 
which conlifts, as the prelent Eftimates always do, of many 
individual Items, is likely to be very accurate in each Item. 
In order to produce tolerable accuracy on the Whole, the 
Exceeding of lbme Services mutt be allowed to be fet agaihft 
the Errors of a contrary Kind which occur in others. 

It is the Cuftom, however, of the Ordnance, not altoge- 
ther to proceed on this Principle. If for Infiance, an indi- 
vidual Sum voted on Eftimate for a Service in 1786, lhould 
have proved inadequate, and another Sum, voted in like 
Manner on Eftimate for the fame Year, mould have proved 
exadtly in the fame Degree too great, it is the Cuftom, Co 
far as the Form of keeping and prefenting Accounts is con- 
cerned, not to let the one Sum always cancel the other, and 
to confider the Eftimate of 1786 as having been fo correct, 
and therefore to introduce neither the Deficiency nor the 
Excefs any more to Parliament ; but on the contrary, it is 
the Cuftom to carry forward, in various Cafes, the Two 
Sums into the next Year, that is, to deduct the one from 
what would otherwife have been the Eftimate of 1787, and 
to add the other to what would otherwife have been the 
Unprovided, voted in 1787 ; a Mode of Proceeding which 
may poffibly be very proper as well as convenient to Office, 
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but which evidently tends unduly to fwell the Sums which 
are voted as Unprovided, and as unduly to leflen thofe voted 
on Eftimate, and thus to give an Appearance of permitting 
larger Sums to be paid without Authority of Parliament, 
than is permitted in Fact. This Cuftom of deducting the 
Exceedings from the next Year's Eftimate, and of adding 
the Sums deficient in Items of the fame Clafs with the Ex- 
ceedings to the next Year's Unprovided, does not extend to 
all Cafes i indeed if it did, it would preclude all Probability 
of ever avoiding entirely a Vote under the Head of Unpro- 
vided. It appears, that when a Service, Part of the Sum 
voted for which has been unexpended, happens to be one 
which in the next Year is difcontinued, which there is no 
Occafion therefore to mention to Parliament, and of which 
the Account is no longer to be kept open in the Office, the 
unexpended Sum is in that Cafe, and in that Cafe only, 
applied to the Reduction of the Deficiencies in other Items ; 
and it was in fome Degree by applying unexpended Sums of 
this Clafs to the Extinction of the various Deficiencies which 
arofe, that a Vote for Unprovided Services was prevented in 
the Thiec Years fucceeding the Institution of the new M®dc 
of Eftimate by the Duke of Richmond. A further Caufe 
of the Largenefs of the Sums voted under the Head of Un- 
provided, is (as has been already intimated) that the Sum of 
/•5 per Cent, on the Vote for the Pay of Seamen, which it 
is the Cuftom to direct to the Ordnance Service, is infuffi- 
cient for the intended Object of providing Ordnance for the 
Navy, eipecially in Time of War. In the Year 1793, the 
Exceedings on this Head were £.55, 707 ; in 1794, £.100,3 87 ; 

1 795> jC-i 77,25 1 ; and in 1796, although no Proviiion 
for them has been made in Eftimate, it is known that they 
are likely to be confiderable. This general Purfe of the 
Ordnance is, for the Reafons already ftated, prefumed to be 
able puctually to pay this Charge. 
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On the Whole of this Subject, Your Committee think, 
proper to ftate, That the prefent Cuftomof Annually voting 
Sums under the Head of " Services unprovided for," and to 
a large Extent in Time of War, is a Confequence which ne- 
celfarily remits from the prefent Mode of forming Ordnance 
Eftimates. 

The moft correct Mode of voting Sums for Ordnance Ufe, 
fo far as Parliament is concerned, would obvioufly be to vote 
on Eftimate for the next Year the Sums which are eftimated 
to be likely to be paid within the next Year, and not the 
Debts likely to be incurred in it, as is now done ; fince the 
Eftimate laid before Parliament profeffes to be an Eftimate 
of Payments expected to be made, and not of Expences to 
be incurred ; and in that Cafe alfo to vote profeffedly for 
Services not capable of being forefeen, fuch general Sums a5 
may be thought fufficient for them, on the beft Calculation 
that can be formed, and with all the Specification of Parti- 
culars that is poffible. This laft-mentioned Sum would 
a nouttt, in Time of War, to a large Proportion of the Sum 
now voted for ** Services unprovided for," but by no Means 
to the Wnole of it ; in Particular, the Sum now voted for 
the Naval Service of the Ordnance, under the Head of 
* Services unprovided for," might, as far as it can be efti- 
mated, be transferred to the regular Eftimate, and there afked 
on Account ; a Point, which Your Committee, even in the 
prefent Plan, fubmit the Propriety of doing. Perhaps, 
indeed, it may be advifeable to leave, altogether, to the 
Navy this Allowance to the Ordnance of £.$ per Cent, on 
the Sum voted for Seamen, fince it would render the Sums 
voted on Eftimate, in the Naval Service, lefs inadequate to 
the Wants of the Navy than they are known now to be, and 
it might be a Meafure more particularly proper and conve- 
nient, at a Time when the Pay of Seamen has been increafed, 
In fuch Cafe, the whole probable Expence of the Naval 
Service of the Ordnance, would be to be voted in Ordnance 
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Eftimates, and would appear plainly to Parliament, and umlef 
its proper Head. The Mode which your Committee have 
fuggefted, of eftimating the Sums likely to be actually paid 
in the Year of the known Services, and of alfo eftimating, as 
nearly as poffible, in the fame Manner, the Sum likely to be 
wanted for Services not foreieen, and of voting them on fuch 
Eftimates, befides being in Aj pearance the molt natural and 
fimple Mode, and by much the moft intelligible to Parlia- 
ment, is alfo one which feems more like to provide fuitably 
for the Wants of the Ordnance in the coming Year, than the 
Mode now in Ufe ; for, by the prefent Plan it is aflumed as 
a general Principal, that the general Excels of the Provifion 
for the Eftimated Services (an Excefs arifing from the Caufes 
which have been for the moft Part detailed; is precifely that 
Provifion which ought, in all Periods, to be made for un- 
foreieen Services of the coming Year. The Eftimates, as is 
ftated in the Evidence, are not at all calculated with a View 
to meet thofe unforefeen Services, and yet they feem to be 
expected to be juft the proper Provifion for them, both in 
Peace and in War, and equally proper whether the War be 
more Naval or more Military, and whether it be of a more 
limited or more extended Nature. 

Your Committee, however, being aware of the Difficulties 
which may attend any Alteration in the eftablifhed Syftem, 
which they underftand to be one which is onfidered as very 
convenient to the Office, merely fubmit to the Houfe what 
they have ftated on this Subject, as leeming to deferve fur- 
ther Confideration. 

They cannot, however, avoid obferving, that fuppofing 
the prefent Plan to continue, they conceive it may become 
neceftary in iome Cafes that may arife, in order to prevent 
the Mifchief of poltponing the Ordnance Payments, to vote 
a Sum beforehand for " Ordnance unprovided Services." 
The only Means of counteracting effectually, and in all 
Cafes the peculiar Irregularity which arifes out of the prefent 
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Syftem, appears to be, on the one Hand, often to forbear 
trom calling for the whole Sum at the Exchequer which has 
been voted for the Ordnance Ufe, and on the other, to make 
fometimes an additional Provision for extraordinary Cafes. 
A Vote ot Credit was taken, at the Defire of the Ordnance 
itfelf, once in the American War ; and this Mode alfo was 
adopted in order to provide for Part of the Expence of the 
Spanifh Armament ; and it feems obvious, that either a 
Vote of Credit, or a Vote on Account of Services not fully 
fpecified, or a Departure of fome Sort from the prefent 
Cuftom of Office, muft be reforted to, whenever the Nature 
and Circumftances of the, Service appear to be fuch as to be 
likely to call for peculiarly large ready Money Payments ; and 
perhaps alfo, whenever the Eftimates are prefented before 
Chriftmas, fince in that Cafe the Eftimate ufually includes 
fewer Heads of Service, and alfo in other Refpects provides 
lefs amply for the following Year, than when it is prefented 
in the Spring, and fince in that Cafe alfo it may prove to be 
a Supply for fome Months more than a Year, the Parliament 
poflibly not again meeting till after the Chriftmas following. 

§ 2. In order to fhew more diftinctly the Nature of the 
jnereafe or Diminution which has taken place fince the Year 
1782, in the Eilablilhment of this Office, Your Committee 
proceed next to ftate the Details of which the prefent Efta- 
blifhment confifts. 

The Salaries of the Mafter General and Board are as fol- 
low : The Mafter General, in his Civil Capacity, receives 
£. 1,500 per Annum, befides a Sum for Patent Salary about 
£. 180 a Year, and a Military Pay of 26s. a Day as Captain 
General of the Company of Gentlemen Cadets. The Lieu- 
tenant General, including jf. 100 for Houfe Rent, receives 
£. 800, befides a fmall Sum, in like Manner, for Patent 
Salary. The Surveyor General, including £. 100 for Rent, 
receives £. 800. The Clerk of the Ordnance, including 
£".ioo for Rent, receives £.600, and for Fees in 1796, 
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£. Cog. 35. 6d. making the whole Profits of his Appointment 
amount to £.1,209. 3 J - ms ^ ees * n '79 2 amounted only 
to j 88. 3s. 6d. The Storekeeper, including £. 100 for 
Houfe Rent, receives £. 500, and in 1796 for Fees, £. 438. 
195. gd. making in the whole £.938- 1 9s. gd. The Clerk, 
of the .Deliveries, including £ 100 tor Houfe Rent, receives 
^.500. and in 1796 for Fees £ 433. 12s. making together 
£.933. 12s. The Fees of the Clerk of Deliveries amounted 
in 1792, to £.79. 14s. It appears, from Mr. Nettlefliipp's 
Evidence, that the Salary of the Board Officen has been 
eftablifhed at their prefcnt Rate for a very considerable Num- 
ber of Years, with the Exception of £.100 a Year which, 
has been added to the Office of Surveyor General, of £'ioo 
a Year to the Storekeeper, and £.60 to the Clerk of Deliveries. 

The Board commonly meet about Three Times a Week 
in Winter, and in Summer Twice, at ti e Ordnance Office 
in Welhninftcr*. Three Officers conftitute a Board. The 
Matter Genera] and Lieutenant General feldom fail to attend, 
except when abfent on Military Duty. Some of the other 
Officers take alternate Months of Attendance, and there is 
no One of them who is not frequent in his Attendance at the 
Board. The Board Officers have no regular Hours and 
Places of Attendance on the Duties of their own individual 
Office, but interfere at their Option, and as far as each of 
them may judge neceflary, in the Regulation of their res- 
pective Departments at the Tower, where their Chief Clerks 
refide. ( 

The Treafurer receives, including £.60 for Houfe Rent, 
£.560 ; the Secretary to the Matter General receives, inc] ti- 
ding £.100 for Houfe Rent, £.300, and in 1796 for Fees, 
£.453. 155. making together £.753. 1-5*, His Fees in 1792 
amounted only to £.136. The Secretary of the Board re- 
ceives £. 510. ; the Solicitor, in lieu of his Attendance, and. 
for conducting Caufes, £.300. Your Committee refer to 
the Supplement for the Detail of the Salaries of all the other 
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Various Offices. The general Hours of Attendance of the 
Clerks in the Ordnance Offices, are from Ten to Four, be- 
fides other Hours if neceflary. They are promoted ufually 
by Rotation, entering, ft for the moft Part, as Junior Clerks 
at £.70 per Annum. All Salaries of Clerks in the Ordnance, 
of above £.100 per Annum, are fubjedl to a Deduction of 
15. 6d. in the Pound, and all from £.50 to £. 100 to a 
Deduction of 6d. The Land Tax Duty, to which thefe 
Salaries would otherwile be liable, is defrayed, by particular 
Order, at the Expence of the Public ; which Order is faid to 
have been made many Years ago» in Consideration of the 
Lownel's of the Salaries. 

All Fees are exprelsly prohibited, except thofe taken by 
the Clerk of the Ordnance, the principal Storekeeper, and 
the Clerk of Deliveries, already mentioned. Officers of the 
Ordnance are prohibited from holding a Share in Ordnance 
Contracts or Agencies, with the Exception of Agencies to 
any Officer of Artillery or Engineers. There are no Sinecure 
Places under the Board of Ordnance; nor is it conceived that 
there are any Perfons in the Ordnance Service who hold other 
Offices under Government. 

There is no regular Fund for Superanuated Officers under 
this Eftablilhment ; but the Expence of that Head of Service 
is Annually provided for by Parliament in the Ordinary of the 
Ordnance, under the Heads of Superannuated and Difabled 
Men, Half Pay of Reduced Officers, Widows Penfions, 
and Allowances to Officers for good Services ; the Whole of 
which amounted, in 1797, to £. 19,610. iy. 2d, The 
greateft Rate of Allowance lately given to the Civil Servants, 
for the greateft Length of Service, has been Two Thirds of 
the Amount of the Salary ; a Rate which appears to be very 
generally adopted in other Departments. 

Your Committee obferve, that a Sum of £. 2,324. 1 2 s. 2d. 
is ftated in the annexed Account of the Eftabhihme:,t to be 
paid in the Shape of Gratuities to fundry Officers at London 
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and the Out-ports, in Confideration of their Length of Ser* 
vice for 1796, by Order of the Mafter General and Board, 
dated 24th Januaiy and 23d February 1797. This Sum, 
though with certain Variations, is to be confidered as an 
Annual Charge on the Eftablilhment. It was a temporary 
Addition made to the Annual Emoluments of the Officers, 
in confequence of Petitions, ftating the Difficulty of fubfift- 
ing on their former Incomes, through the increafed Price of 
the Neceffaries of Life ; no permanent Regulations on the 
Subject of Salaries appear to be intended. 

The whole Amount of the Ettabliihment of the Office of 
Ordnance, as it flood at Chriftmas 1796, was £.51,618. 
ioj. id. befides certain Allowances for Houfe Rent, Coals, 
and Candles ; befides alio a per Cewtage on the Remittance of 
Money to Storekeepers of 255. per Cent, in fome Cafes 10s. 
and ioj. in others, but in general of 2d. in the Pound. 
The whole Eftablifhment in 1782, amounted to £.38,084. 4^. 
The Additions confift, ift. Of new Offices in London, and 
alfo at Guernfey, Jerfey, New Brunfwick, and the Weft In- 
dia Iflands, and fome other Places, of which the Salaries 
amount to £.12,296. ioj. A Sum of about £. 700 appears 
to be on Account of a new Appointment of Officers at the 
Powder Mills ; 2dly, Of an Increafe of the exifting Salaries 
and of Allowances, amounting to £. 5,531. n;. id. making 
together £. 18,498. is. %d. From which, however, is to be 
deduced, on Account of Diminutions in the Eftablilhment 
fince 1782, the Sum of £.4,293 2s 6d. making the actual 
Increafe, on a Comparifon of the Two Eftablifhments, to be 
£. 14,204. i%s. 8^. 

§ 3. WITH regard to any further Meafures to be adopted 
for reducing the Expenditure of this Department, Your 
Committee having already ftated what occurred to them on 
the Subject of an Alteration in the Mode of forming Ordnance 
Eftimates, will in like Manner fuggeft to the Confideration of 
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the Houfe, fome other Points which obvioufly refult from the 
Information already given. 

f. The Difficulty which is faid to exift in taking a Remain 
of the numerous Ordnance Stores at the Tower, appears to 
Your Committee to claim ferious Attention. The principal 
Storekeeper is rendered, by this Circumftance, in a confider- 
able Degree, irrefponfible, and his Deputy alfo. An Inftance 
of apparent Negligence in the Storekeeper's Office, and of 
the confequent Pillage of fome Public Stores, has recently 
occurred at the Tower ; and if Inftances of this Sort Ihould 
occur again, either from fimilar or from new Caufes, and to 
ever lb large an Extent, there will be no Method of ever 
arriving at a certain Knowledge of the Exiftence of a Defici- 
ency, except that of taking a Remain, and comparing it 
with Books accurately made up. 

It appears to Your Committee, that it Ihould be more 
clearly underftood that the principal Storekeeper is anfwerable 
for the Stores committed to him, on the fame general prin- 
ciple as thofe at the Out Ports ; that a Remain fliould, as 
foon as it is practicable, be very carefully taken, and that after 
that Period, in the Event of any future Deficiency being 
difcovered, by taking a Remain, the Queltion whether the 
principal Storekeeper Ihould be charged with it, or not, 
fliould come before the Board to be determined by them, 
though certainly not without due Confideration of all the 
Circumftames of the Cafe of a principal Storekeeper. 

Your Committee are much ftrengthened in this Opinion, 
by obferving that the Commiflioners of Enquiry have, in their 
Report on Dock Yard Stores, entered fully into a Queftion 
very fimilar to the prefent ; have replied to the Objections 
commonly made to the taking of Remains of an extenfive 
Nature ; and have propofed, as a Model, a Plan which they 
have found to have been for fome Time fuccefsfully put in 
Practice in the Dock Yards at Portfmouth. They clofe their 
Report on this Subjed by faying, that the Method which 
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they recommend ,{ will afford at lead tolerably fatisfactory 
Evidence of the Remain of all the principal Articles, which 
at prefent is taken on Truft. They remark, that every 
Officer and Clerk will be more exact, every Storekeeper more 
vigilant, when they know fuch a Survey is to be taken, and 
that from the prefent Arrangements of the Storehoufes and 
Stores, they do not forefee the infurmountable Difficulties 
which have been reprefented ; and that they have the 
Sanction of Two very intelligent and diligent Officers, namely, 
the Storekeepers both at Woolwich and Portfmouth, for this 
their Opinion, who have both informed them of their having 
purfued this Mode for their own Satisfaction, and generally 
found the Remains pretty correct. They add that they are 
the more earneft on this Subject, having very early perceived 
the Defects, felt the Confequence, and determined, by perr 
fonal Inflection and Enquiry on the Spot, to endeavour at a 
Remedy." 

2. Another Point to which your Committee think it may 
become them to draw the Attention of the Houfe, is, the 
Subject of Fortifications and Works Abroad, and elpecially 
in the Weft Indies. 

It has already been fhewn, that the Eftimates for Works 
Abroad have been much oftener exceeded than thole at 
Home $ that the Frauds are more numerous ; that the Dif- 
ficulties of prolecuting there, are confidered as greater ; that 
additional Precautions to prevent Impofition in the Drawing 
of Bills are neceffary ; and that the taking of a periodical 
Remain, as is done at Home, is there omitted. The enor- 
mous Frauds practifed by fo many Servants, in various Weft 
India Iflands, while the Vouchers fent Home continued to 
be fair and regular, create a rcafonable Jealoufy and Sus- 
picion, in refpect to the Manner of conducting this Branch 
of the Public Service in thofe Poffeffions in general which are 
diftantj and the Money afked for Extraordinary Services in 
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thofe Parts, fhould obvioufly therefore, be voted only after 
having given due Confideration to the Cafe in queftion, and 
full Explanation of the Extent of the proje&ed Service, 

3. On the Subjett of the Eftablifhment of the Office of 
Ordnance, and of the Salaries as well as Duties of its Ser- 
vants, Your Committee can offer little elfe than general 
Obfervation. It appears obvious, from many Things whicfi 
have been ftated, that it is not fo much on any general Regu- 
lations or Inftrudions, however ftrict and prudently framed, 
that Parliament muft depend for the proper Application of 
the Money voted for Ordnance Service, as on the Difpolition 
ftriftly to execute thofe Orders ; on the proper Choice of the 
inferior Servants, and the careful Superintendence of them ; 
on the Integrity, Vigilance, and Knowledge of Bufinefs of 
the principal Officers of the Board of Ordnance ; and more 
particularly of the Mafter General, in whofe Hands almoft 
all the Patronage, and ultimately all the Power are placed. 

The Salaries of the inferior Officers appear to your Com- 
mittee, on the general View of them, to be not too great } 
and they think there is a reafonable Preiumption, that the 
Increafe of the Eftablifhment, the greater Part of which took 
place either at the Beginning of the War, or during the 
Progrefs of it, may have been warranted by the Increafe of 
Bufinefs which has refulted from the War, and from the 
peculiar Demands on the Board of Ordnance, which were 
ftated in the Opening of this Report. Much the greater 
Part of that Portion of the Increafe which took place before 
the War, appears to have coniifted in new Eftabliihments 
in feveral Weft India Iflands, where, Your Committee pre- 
fume, that new Fortifications were carrying on. 

Your Committee, on Account of the Short nefs of the 
Time allotted to them for the Inveftigation of the various 
Offices which have come under their Confideration, are pre- 
cluded 
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eluded from entering into any further Details upon this 
particular Department ; and they are under the Neceffity of 
leaving the Houle to form its own Judgment on many 
Topics of considerable Moment, arifing out of the Fafts 
which they have ftated, and the Evidence which they have 
annexed,

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EXAMINATION of Mr. William Nettleshipp. 

Q. T^7"HAT are the Branches of Expenditure which are to be con- 
* * fidered as immediately fubjecl to the Board of Ordnance ? — 
A. It belongs to the Ordnance to fupply all Military Stores, both 
for the Army and Navy ; to defray the Expence of the Corps of 
Artillery, Corps of Engineers, and other Military Corps attached 
to the Ordnance Service ; alfo the Expence of building Fortifica- 
tions, and of their Repairs at Home and Abroad, with the 
Exception of Field Works Abroad ; and alfo of fuch Fortifications 
as Commanders in Chief may deem it expedient to ereft, without 
previous Inftruftions from Home, as in that Cafe the Expence is 
drawn for on the Treafury, and is paid for in the Extraordinaries 
of the Army. It includes alfo all Expences belonging to the De- 
tachments of Artillery attending his Majefty's Forces in all Parts 
of the World, and all Contingent Expences attending Ordnance 
Stores in the different Settlements at Home and Abroad. 

The Hire of VefTels for the Tranfportation of Ordnance for 
Foreign Service is, fince the Eftablifhment of the Tranfport Hoard, 
defrayed by that Office; and the building of Barracks, which was 
foimerly within the Ordnance Department, is now transferred to 
the Barrack Department, except when Barracks are ordered to be 
built within a Fortification. Camp Equipage tor the Artillery is 
furnifhed by the Board of Ordnance, and Tents for the whole 
Army, except for the Officers. 

Q. What is the Difference in the Number of Corps of Artillery 
in the prefent and in the former War ? — A. The greateft Number 
of Artillery Men, in the American War, was 5,3,56; the prefent 
Number is 6,464; and there is now a Horfe Brigade befides of 
1,199; befides which there is a Corps of Irifh, confifting of 500 
Men, a Corps of French of about 500 Men, and a Corps of Dutch 
Artillery of 339. 

Q. Are there any other Circumftances which lead materially to 
an Increafe in the Civil Eftablifhment of the Ordnance, in the 
prefent War, above that of the Amer ican W<ht?—A. In the pre- 
fent War, the Bufinefs has been, in many Refpe&s, much more 
extenfive ; befides the great Increafe of the Military Corps, there 
has been an Increafe ot Foreign Eftablifhments Ammunition and 
Stores have alfo been fupplied to our Subfidiary Troops in the 
prefent War, which was not done in the former War on the 
Continent. 

CONTRACTS. 

Q. ARE the Purchases 01 the Ordnance made urnverfally in 
confequence of Advertifement, and with the lowefl Bidder ? — A. 

In 
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In general they are ; but in fome Cafes, a Lift of Ten or a Do^efi 
principal Dealers in the Article wanted have been requefted bv 
Letter to fend in Propofals, and the loweft of thefe has always 
been taken. 

Q. How are thcfe Propofals fent in to the Board, in thofe Cafes 
in which Advertifements have been made? — A. They are delivered 
at the Board on the Day and Hour mentioned in the Advertifement. 

Q. Do thofe who make Propofals attend in the fame Room?— ^ 
A. If dcfired to attend they do 

Q. Are they commonly defired to attend? — -A. Of late they have 
not; but have been requefted only to fend in their Propofals, and 
Notice is given to the Perfon whofe Propofal is the loweft. 

Q. Is the Price at which the Contracts are taken made publicly 
known I'—A. It is not concealed. 

0. Has it ever been in the Contemplation of the Board of 
Ordnance to publifh News-papers, or in any Manner to make 
known the Price of the la fl preceding Contract, at the Time when 
another Contraft for the fame Article is about to made ? — A. I do 
not recollect, that it has. 

Q. What has been the Mode of providing Horfes in this War? 
— A. They have been purchafed as far as there was Opportunity. 

Q. At what Commiffion, and at what Price? — A. The Com- 
miffion has been 2d. in the Pound ; the Price of Bat Horfes has 
not exceeded 18 Guineas; Train Horfes, 23 Guineas; and the 
Horfe Artillery, 26 Guineas. 

0. Lo you conceive that the Purchafe of Horfes has proved 
more advantageous than the Hire of them would have been ? — I 
have underftood that it has anfwered very well. 

Q. Has there been any Difficulty in obtaining a fufheient Supply 
of Mufquets, and at reafonable Rates ? — A. The Difficulty has 
been very great. The Quantity now is very confiderable. 

Q. What is the prefent Price paid for the manufacturing of 
Powder ? — A. Forty Shillings per Barrel is paid to the Powder-makers. 

Q. What was the Price in the American War ? — A. Thirty 
Shillings. 

Q. Is the Quality the fame ? — A. I apprehend it is greatly fupe- 
rior, the Proof being much more ftrifl than formerly. 

0. Does the Powder made by the Board of Ordnance themfelves 
coft more or lefs than that contracted for with the Powder-makers? 
— A. I believe it cofts lefs. Colonel Congreve can more particu- 
larly anfwer that Quellion. 

Q. Has the Manufactory of Powder been improved, in confe- 
quencc of the Purchafe of the Works at Waltham Abbey, and of 
the Manulactory of Powder carried on there? — A. The Quality of 
the Powder made, both at Waltham Abbey and at Feverlham, has 
ipuch improved, and I believe the Coll has leffened alfo. The 
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general Manufactory of Powder has alio improved, on account of 
the new Regulations which the Board of Ordnance have impofed 
on the Powder-makers, with refpeft both to the Manufacture and 
Proof, in confequence of their own Experience in the Manufacture 
of the Article. 

At what Price has Iron Ordnance been contracted for ? — ■ 
A. Sixteen Pounds per Ton. 

Q. What has been the Price paid per Day for Ordnance Horfes, 
Conductors, and Drivers, hired during the prefent War ? — A On 
25th January 1793, a Contract was entered into with Thomas 
Steele, to furnifh Draught Horfes for the Train of Artillery for 
One Year, at the following Rates : 

on Full Pay - - 51. per Week, 
on Hall Pay - - ys. Ditto, 
on Full Pay - - %s. per Day. 
on Half Pay - - is. 6d. Ditto, 
on Full Pay - - is. $d. Ditto, 
on Half Pay - - j\d.

Mi. Steele to find Horfe Shoes, and the Ordnance to find all 
Forage for the Horfes when on Full Pay, as alfo Bread, Wood, 
Tents, and Straw for the Conductors and Drivers, when in Camp, 
and likewife Caps, Whips, Frocks, &c. in Camp, or in Quarters. 
Mr. Steele to find Forage for Horfes when on Half Pay. For 
every Horfe killed in Action, taken by the Enemv, or hurt in the 
Ordnance Service, the Contractor to be allowed /\ 15. tgs. 

On 25th March 1793, a Contract was entered into with Hem- 
ming and Smith, for One Year, to furnifh Horfes on the fame 
Terms as the preceding Contract with Mr. Steele. 

On 6th June 1794, a Contract was entered into with Hemming 
and Smith, for Thirty-fix Calendar Months, for furnifhing Horfes 
on the fame Terms as the Contracts abovementioned. 

On the 2d April 1795, a Contract was entered into for Twenty- 
feven Calendar Months, between the Board and the above- 
mentioned Hemming and Smith, whereby it was agreed to vary 
the Terms of the preceding Contract, and to make MefTrs. Willans 
Parties with faid Hemming and Smith. The Terms agreed upon 
are as follow :

CONTRACTS, fee 

Q. Can you flate how far the Manufactory of Powder by tin 
Ordnance has anfwered ? — A. It appears by a Statement laid before 
the Houfe of Commons, in 1788, that a Saving of near One Fifth 
Part of the Expence charged by the Merchants for manufacturing 
it was at that Time faved, after allowing for Intereft of the Pur- 
chafe Money, and all Charges. 

0. Do you ftippofe the Quality in each Cafe the fame ?-— A. No: 
the Quality was better even then. 

Q. What 
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Q. What do you underftand to have been the Succefs fince that 
rime? — A. We ftill have the Advantage in point of Price as well 
as Quality, but the Manufacturers have certainly made better Powder 
in this War than the laft ; and occafionallv in Trials of Powder of the 
fame Defcription manufactured by the King and the Merchants, the 
latter have had the Advantage. I believe the fame Savings in point 
of Price ftill exifts. A large Stock of Powder is alfo kept in Pof- 
feflion, by the Ordnance having Mills of their own.

DEBENTURE PAYMENTS. 

Q. WHAT is the Credit which the Orel nance takes in any Con- 
tracts which they may be now making ?' — A. Onr ufual Payments 
in what is called Courfe of Office, is to pay One Three Months 
when another is due ; that is, to pay for the Months of January, 
February, and March, as early as poffible after the 30th June, and 
To every fucceedtrtg Three Months; and in fome late Agreements, 
in confequence of our Payments not having been fo punctual as 
formerly, we have agreed to allow an Interefr of £. 5 per Cent, 
in cafe of Failure of Payment at the ufual Time before mentioned; 
but in our late Agreements for Small Arms, in order to induce the 
Manufacturers to make great Exertions, wc have agreed to pay for 
all the Supplies made in each Month, in One Month from the End 
of the Month in which the Supply is made. 

Q. Do you mean, when you fay that the ufual Courfe of Office 
has been to pay after Three Months, that it has been merely the 
Cuftom of Office to pay after Three Months, or that any exprefs 
Engagement has been entered into to pay after that Time, or any 
Expectation of it given by written Documents? — A. In fome 
Cafes the Time has been fettled by Agreement, in others not; 
where no Agreement has been entered into, the Perfons dealing 
with the Ordnance have depended merely on the accuftomed 
Practice of Office for the Time of Payment. 

Q. Do you conceive it would be for the Advantage of the 
Ordnance Service to engage to give £.5 per Cent. Intereff, in all 
Cafes, for the Period exceeding Three Months, for which Ord- 
nance Payments might be delayed ? — A. I do not conceive that it 
is in general neceffary in the prefent State of the Office, but in 
Cafes where it has been deemed fo, it has been done. 

K » SALE/ 
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SALE OF OLD STORES. 

0. To what Ufe is it cuftomary to convert the Ordnance Stores 
which are unferviceable, and what is the Nature of the Certificate 
of their being fo ? — A. In general they are brought from aftual 
Service as unferviceable, being fo confidered by thofe who return 
them, and they then undergo the Infpeftion of the Officers under 
the Board of Ordnance, to whom they are returned. They are rn 
general fent to the Tower, where they accumulate in fufficient 
Quantity to be fold by public Auction. 

Q_. In what Manner is the Money received for old Stores ac 
counted for, and by what Officer ? — A. The Treafurer of the 
Ordnance, who receives the Money, is made Debtor for the Sum, 
under the Head of Voluntary Account, by which Means he becomes 
accountable for the Sum in the Exchequer. 

(2- Are the public Sales for unferviceable Ordnance Stores nu- 
meroufly attended ? — A. In general they are. 

Are the bona Jide Purchafers of fuch Articles underftood to be 
many ? — A. They certainly are. 

Q. Have you any Reafon to fufpecl Combinations among the 
Buyers ? — A. It has fomctimcs happened, when there have been 
many Lots of the fame Article, that a Sale of a Part of the Lots 
has been poftponed on account of a Sufpicion of this Sort. 

0. How are Ordnance Stores difpofed of which are judged 
unferviceable Abroad ? — A. Stores of Magnitude adequate to the 
Expence are always fent Home. 

RECEIPT of STORES. 

Q. What Check takes place before a Debenture for the larger 
Payments is granted ? — A. If Stores are fupplied, the Receipt of 
them is certified by the receiving Officers, who are fometimes 
Two and fometimes Three. The great Receipt is at at the Tower, 
where Three always certify. 

Q. Are the receiving Officers the Judges of the Quality as well 
as Quantity of Stores received ?— A. They are in many Cafes. 
Where technical Knowledge is required, a competent Perfoji is 
employed to judge ot the Article, and the certifying Clerks cer- 
tify the Receipt on his Opinion. 

Q. Is the Perlon who is called to judge of the Article always the 
fame Pcrfon ? — No. 

Q. Has the Perfon who fells the Article to the Ordnance any 
Means of knowing who will be the Individual that will be called 
in to judge of its Quality ? —A. I think he cannot know for a 
Certainty who will be the Individual. 

0. Ha 
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0. Has any Inflance occurred of a Servant of the Ordnance being 
difmifled for receiving a Fee '; and do you think he would be dif- 
mifTed for endeavouring to cxadt one ? — A. One Inftance has 
occurred of a Pcrfon being difmiffed, who endeavoured to exaft a 
Fee. I apprehend that the receiving, afking, or endeavouring to 
exaft a Fee would in all Cafes be followed by Difmiflion. 

STORE KEEPER. 

Q. Is every Store-keeper perfonally liable to pay for any De- 
ficiency in his Stores ? — A. He and his Securities certainly are. 

Q. Is it the Cuflom periodically to take an Account of the Stores 
in his PofTeffion ? — A. At the Appointment of every new Store- 
keeper it is always done ; and it is the Praftice of Office to have 
Remains of Stores taken at all Places at Home Once in Seven 
Years, and alfo at the Expiration of a War. 

0. Is it the Cuftom to take any Remains of Stores Abroad at the 
fame Intervals or Periods ? — A. No it is not ; it is merely at the 
Appointment of a new Storekeeper ; but Annual Accounts of the 
Receipts and Iffues of Stores are fent Home. 

Q. Is the Commiffary, who has the Charge of Ordnance Stores 
attending an Expedition, perfonally liable by himfelt and his Se- 
curities to pay for any Deficiency in his Stores, in the fame Manner 
as a Storekeeper ? — //. He is. 

Q. In Cafe of the Capture of Part of the Ordnance Stores by the 
Enemy, what is the Nature of the Certificate of the Amount of 
the Stores captured, in Confideration of which the Commiffary has 
Credit in Account for that Amount? — A. It muft be on the Cer- 
tificate of his Commanding Officer ; the Board of Ordnance give 
him Credit on the Faith of fuch Voucher. 

Q, When a Remain of Stores is taken at an Out Port on account 
of a Storekeeper's Death, is it the Cuftom to compare the Quantity 
of Stores actually found to be remaining with the Quantity which 
it appears by the Journals of Receipts and Iffues, or by the Ledgers 
of Articles formed from thofe Journals, that he ought to have had 
in his Poffeffion ? — A. It is done in the Ledger Keeper's Office, 
but not by the People who take the Remain. 

Q. In cafe of a Deficiency, is the Reprefentative of the Deceafed 
charged with it? — A. He is, unlefs he can give fufficient Reafons 
why he Ihould not. 

g. Does the Cafe come before the Board ? — A. Yes. 

(£. In the Cafe of a Remain of Stores taken after Seven Years, ■ 
or after a War, does the fame Practice in every refpeel obtain ? — . 
A. Yes ; and there is always a new Ledger opened, the Remain 

Q. Has 
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Q. Has the principal Storekeeper, who is alfo a Member of the 
Board, the immediate Charge of any particular Stores ? — A. He 
has the immediate Charge of all the Stores received into the Tower. 

In cafe of a Remain at the Tower, is the Charge made exactly 
in the fame Manner ?— A. It is ; but the Account has been fo great, 
that I do not know that it can be fo accurately checked as at the 
Out Ports ; and during the Hurry and great Bufinefs of this War, 
it has not been found practicable to take a regular Remain fo as to 
make a regular Charge againft the Storekeeper, and fo as to be able 
to examine his Account, as at the Out Ports. The prefent Store- 
keeper has ordered his own Clerks to take a Remain, fo as to enable 
him to adjufthis Accounts of Stores as accurately aspoffible. 

Q. Was any Remain made at the Tower when the prefent Store- 
keeper entered ? — A. No. 

0. How did the Vacancy arife ? — A. The late Storekeeper, 
Mr. Aldridge, died during the War. 

Q. When was the laft Remain taken at the Tower ? — I cannot 
recollect exactly, but it was fome Years fince. 

Q. Can you ftate whether there was any Deficiency in the Stores ? 
A. I cannot. 

Q. In cafe of fuch Deficiency, do you conceive that the prin- 
cipal Storekeeper, or his Deputy, or either of them, has ufually 
been required, as in the Cafe of a Deficiency at the Out Ports, to 
make it good ? — A. I have never known any Inflance of any 
Demand on the principal Storekeeper or his Deputy being made; 
nor has there been in my Memory any Inftance of a Remain being 
fo accurately made, and of the Ledger alfo being fo accurately ftated, 
as to authorize any Demand on the Storekeeper by the Board. 

Q. In cafe that, either through the War or any other Caufe, the 
Board fhould have failed to require a Remain to be taken at the 
Appointment of a new Storekeeper, cither at the Tower or the Out 
Ports, will it not neceffarily happen that in cafe, at a fubfequent 
Time, a Remain fhould be taken (the new Storekeeper continuing in 
Office* and in cafe alfo a Deficiency Ihould arife, it will be impoffible 
to know whether to charge that Deficiency on the new Storekeeper 
or on his Predeceffor ? — A. I think it would. 

0. Does it often happen that the Board fail to order a Remain to 
be taken at the Death of a Storekeeper ? — A. It is always done at 
the Out Ports 

Q. Is it always done Abroad?— ,4. It is. 

(A Is a Remain taken in cafe of the Death of a Commiffary 
Abroad ? — A. It is regular and proper that it fhould be done, but I 
Cannot fay whether it has been done. 

Q. Can you fay what happened in this refpedl at St. Domingo ?-*« 
A. The Commilfary who went out with that Expedition is ftill 
living. 

Q. Were 
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0 Were there not recently fome Frauds committed at the Store- 
keeper's Office ? — A. There were; many Articles were llolen out 
of the Storehoufes, and the Perfons concerned were profecuted, 
and one ot them tranfported. 

0- Were any Officers ot the Ordnance concerned in the Fraud ? — 
It is fuppofed that fome of the Labourers were ; the confidential 
Cleric of the Army Packer, who is not a Servant of the Ordnance, 
was the chief Perfon concerned, and it was he that was tranfported, 
the Goods being found in his PoffefTion. 

0. Of wh,it Value were they ? — A. They were eftimated at fome- 
thing more than £ . 200. 

Q Was any Clerk of the Storekeeper's Office attending on Duty 
at the Time ? — A. I mould think not ; he certainly was not fufpe&ed 
of any privity or Knowledge of the Bufmefs. 

0. Is it cuftomary to let the Storehoufe be open when no Clerk 
is prefent ? — A. It was underftood that at that Time it might fome- 
times be left to the Charge of Labourers only ; but fince, I believe, 
ftri£f Orders have been given, that whenever any Bufmefs, either 
of Receipt or Iffue, is going forward, the Clerk {hall bona jidt 
attend. 

0. Does the Clerk attend early in the Morning ? — A. I believe 
he is required to do fo by the late Order, at the Opening ot the 
Store, which is, at this Time of the Year, at Six o'Clock. 

FORTIFICATIONS and SERVICE 3. 

Q. In what Manner are Services in England paid for? — A. For 
Stores fupplied, and the larger Services performed, Bills are made 
out, and allowed by the Surveyor General, on which Debentures 
are made out, and afterw ards paid by the Trcafurer, either by Lifts 
or Letters, figned by the Bo..rd, authorifing him fo to do ; the 
imaller Services, fuch as Daily Pay of Labourers and Workmen at 
the feveral Out Ports and Garrifons, are paid on the Spot by the 
Storekeeper, to whom Money is advanced by Way of Impreft for 
that Purpofe. 

Q. On what Authority are Sums imprefled, or advanced to the 
Storekeeper, for Ready Money Payments ? — A. For the Services 
immediately under the Infpeclion of the refpefclive Officers, viz. 
The Storekeeper, Clerk of Survey, and Cheque, the Money is 
iirued on their joint Application to the Board. For Services under 
the Direction of the Engineer, the Application is made by Letter 
from the Engineer, in which he mentions the particular Service 
for which the Money is wanted, and requefts that the Money may 
be advanced to the Storekeeper for that Purpofe. 

Q. Is the Storekeeper made Debtor for thefe Advances ? — He is. 

£j. How does he obtain his Difcharge ? — A. He is difcharged 

by 
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by producing his Difburfemcnts under each particular Head of 
Service, which are vouched by the Receipt of thePerfon receiving 
the Money, and the Signature of either One or Two Witneffes. 
The Storekeeper's Affidavit of the Payment is alfo necefTary. The 
Witnefs (if there is one in the Place) is an Officer of the Board 
of Ordnance 

Q Is Money advanced or imprefled on Account for the larger 
Service ? — A It is in very few Inftances. The Practice has of late 
Years been much limited. 

Q. Are the Checks on the Ordnance Expenditure Abroad the 
fame as thofe at Home ? — A. The Accounts are checked in the 
fame Way. There is alfo an Oath required from every Accountant 
Abroad, that he has made public Advertifcment of his Intention of 
drawing the Sum he had in Contemplation to draw ; and that he 
has taken the lowefl Propofal offered to him ; and that he has not 
received any Fee or Gratuity, either direclly or indirectly, for 
drawing the faid Bills, beyond what he has ftated in his Account 
Current with the Board. 

Q. Who draws the Bills from Abroad ? — A. The Storekeeper, 
in the regular Eftablifhments ; and the CommifTary and Paymafter 
(who are generallv the fame Perl on) who may be with any De- 
tachment of Artillery attending His Majcfty's Forces in different 
Parts of the World, draws for Ordnance Service under his De- 
partment. Thofe who draw are made Debtors for their Drafts, and 
account afterwards in the fame Manner as the Storekeepers at Home. 

0. In cafe a Queftion arifes, whether the Service for which the 
Draft is drawn is a Service that ought to be allowed, is it the 
Cuftom to refufe Acceptance and Payment of the Bills ? — A. If it 
is evidently improper, the Bill is refufed; but if it is only a Service 
which may want Explanation, the Bill is then accepted on the 
Credit of the Drawer, who on entering into his Office, gives Se- 
curity for the faithful Difcharge of it ; if on future Inveftigation, 
the Service is deemed improper, the Sum isdifallowcd in Account. 

Q. Is the Largenefs of the Excefs of the Drafts from any Place, 
above the Sum eftimated to be wanted in that Place, often or ever 
a Ground for fufpending Acceptance of the Draft ? — A. No, not 
if. it is a Continuance of the Service authorized to be performed. 

g. Is not the Eltimate, which is fent to Parliament, of the Ex- 
penses of every Place, fo far as refpecls the Works to be carried on 
at that Place, founded principally on an Eff imate fent Home by the 
Commanding Engineer ? — A. Yes, it is : it is then fubmitted, as 
to its Accuiacy, to the Committee of Engineers, and as to its 
Expediency, to the Maftcr General, who, II he approves it, gives 
Orders lor the Execution. 

Q. Sup- 
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Q. Suppofing then; that the Engineer expends a much larger 
Sum in Woiks, than either his own Eftimate, or the Eftimate fub- 
mitted to Parliament, and approved and authorized bv the Mailer 
General amounted to, do the Storekeeper and Glerk of the Cheque 
and Survey confider themfelves to be fo far under the Authority of 
the Engineer as to be obliged to draw Bills for the Whole of the 
Excefs, and do the Board alfo confidei themfelves as bound to pav 
them ? — A. In general they do ; but an Explanation is required 
from the Engineer, and by his general Inftruclions he is required 
not to do fo. 

Q. Does any Cenfure attach in fuch Cafes ? — A. It has in more 
than one Inftance. 

Q. Does the Engineer confider his Reputation concerned in his 
not materially exceeding the Eftimate ? — A. I conceive that every 
Engineer thinks himfelf bound to form his Eftimate on Principles 
as accurate as he can. 

Q. Is there not very often a cor.fiderable Exceeding of the 
Eftimate? — A. There fometimes is; but in the regular Works at 
Home the Exceffes in late Years have been very fmall. 

Q. Can you fay, whether the Eftimate of the Expence of for- 
tifying Portfmouth and Plymouth, laid before Parliament, and 
agreed to in 1786, is likely to be exceeded ? — A. I apprehend that 
it is not, or at leaft in a very fmall Degree. 

0. Have any extraordinary Means been ever taken, in order to 
examine into the Validity of the Vouchers and Receipts for Ser- 
vices performed, or Stores expended Abroad ? — A- It was one of 
the Objecls of the Commifiion fent to 1 he Weft Indies fome Years 
fince, at the Head oi which w«s the Sur\eyor General of the 
Ordnance, Frauds were fufpefled, and, no Doubt, had been com- 
mitted before that Time. 

Q. Of what Species were thofe Frauds fuppofed to be ? — A. 
Principally in the Purchafe of Stores, and of Materials for Building, 
Were the Vouchers fuppofed to be falfe in that Cafe ?— 
A. They were fuppofed to be fo.

FORTIFICATIONS and SERVICES PERFORMED. 

Q. WHAT is the Nature of the Frauds which happened in the 
Weft Indies, and in what Iflands did they take Place ? — A. There 
was a Difobedrence of the Board's Inftru&ions, in moft Parts of 

Appendix, L. their 
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their Duty ; and a Variety of Frauds in the Hire of Artificers, and 
in the Converfion of Mater'als to their own private Purpofes ; in 
charging Articles under a fictitious Head, which it was thought 
would be difputed if ftated under the real Head ; and in charging 
Materials at a higher Rate than they might have been procured at : 
Thefe Frauds were all of them found to have been carried on at 
Grenada and St. Chriflophers. At Antigua, there was a ftrong 
Sufpicion, but it could not be eftablifhed by living Proof. At 
Barbadoes the utmoft Regularity prevailed ; and at Dominica and 
St. Vincent's only trifling Irregularities in keeping the Accounts 
were difcovered. 

0 Mull not the Three refpeftive Officers have been all con- 
cerned in the Frauds, as well as the Engineers ? — A. Undoubtedly; 
and Two Officers of Engineers were broke in confequence of the 
Enquiries inftituted. 

Q. Had all thefe Officers been long on the fame Station together? 
A. Moft of them, except the Engineers. 

Were many of them Natives of the Iflands, or were they, 
moil of them, fent from hence ? — A. Moft of them had been fent 
from hence. 

■ j^. Had thofe in one Ifland any Connection with thofe in ano- 
ther ?■ — A. There is no Reafon to fuppofe they had. 

"Were many Natives or Refidents in the Iflands fnppofed tn 
be concerned with them ? — A. It is hardly pofllble they could 
carrv on the Frauds without. 

How were the Frauds firft found out ? — A. They were ori- 
ginally difcovered by a Clerk of the Cheque, in the Ordnance 
Service, who had a private Quarrel with the other refpeftive 
Officers, and impeached the reft. Information rcfpecling the 
fuppofed Frauds at Antigua was given by Mr. Wilkinfon, from 
Zeal, as is believed, , for the Public Service, and he has been re- 
warded by the Naval Board for the Abufcs he difcovered in their 
Department. 

& Were Abufes difcovered in other Departments ? — A. Not 
that I know of, except at the Naval Board at Antigua. 

j|>. Was it in the general Service of trie Ordnance, or chiefly or 
cxclufive in the Fortifications, that the Frauds were committed ? 
A. In both, but chiefly in the Fortifications. 

4>. What profpcfclive Mv<ifures have been taken to prevent fuch 
Frauds and Abufes there in future ?— A. The general Inftructions 
previoufly given to the lefpeftive Officers were renewed, and a 
rigid Obedien; e to them enjoined; all Olficers at all fufpefled 
were alfo difchcirged the Service ; they are now moft of them dead. 

4}. Had they been long in the regular Ordnance Service before 
they went out ?-r-A. They had. 

0. Was 
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£K Was their Pay infufficient to their Support ? — A. The 
Emoluments are of the fame Clafs as in England ; the Amount of 
thofe of the Storekeeper muft vary in Proportion as the Expen- 
diture of the Ordnance varies ; the other Officers have the fame 
Salary as thofe in England. 

j^. Were there not feveral Sums voted in 1788, 1789, and 
*790y on Account of Fortifications in the Weft Indies, being Part 
of a large Plan of Defence; and how much of the Sum at which 
that Plan was calculated has been expended ? — A. By no Means 
the Whole, but I cannot fpecify the Amount. It has been con- 
founded in fome Meafure with Works of other Defcriptions. 

j^. Are thofe Works now unfinifhed ? — A. Thofe which have 
been begun have been finifhed as far as practicable. The fame 
Gentlemen who went out to examine into the Frauds were charged 
with the Examination of the State of Fortifications, and were 
ordered to form Plans for the future Defence of the lflands. 

J^. Did they form any Plan of Fortifications in confequence, 
and to what Amount ? — A. The Plan which they formed in con- 
fequence amounted to above ^.300,000, beyond what had been 
then fpeni ; but in the Year 1793, Colonel Pringle was fent out 
with Authority to carry into Execution a Plan for the temporary 
Defence of the Weft India lflands, the Amount of which was to 
be about £'.80,000, and was intended to form a Part of the Plart 
for the £.300,000, which was propofed by the Board who went 
out. 

0. Was the Plan of /~.3oo,ooo ever Hated to Parliament ? — A, 
No, not fo as to be voted. 

0 . Do you know whether it was dated ? — A. I believe it was 
never debated nor mentioned. 

Q. Was the /\8o,ooo voted on Account, as Part of a Plan ?— 
A. Nd, it was voted from Year to Year, after the Expence had 
been incurred, in the Unprovided. 

Q. Was the whole f.So^ooj ftated at once to Parliament? — < 
A. I believe Money was only afkedon Account for general Works. 

Q. How do you know, that the £ . 80,000 was intended to form 
a Part of the Plan of £.300,000 ? — ■ — A. From what is inTerted in 
the InftrucVions to Colonel Pringle, who was ordered to carry (hat 
Plan into Execution, in which Inllruclions it is mentioned, that the 
Plan which he was to undertake was to correfpond, as far as Cir- 
cumftances would permit, with the permanent Works propofed by 
the Board of Officers, and to tend ultimately to facilitate the Corn? 
pletion of their Plans. 

Q. Was the whole/\8o,coo expended ? — A- No ; I cannot fepa- 
rate it precifely becaufe the Charge for Works of all Defcriptions 
are blended together, and charged to Parliament in one Sum. 

8 La Q. Is 
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Q. Is it in the Contemplation of the prefent Matter General and 
Board of Ordnance to propofe to expend what may remain of the 
^.80,000? — A. Bv no Means, unlefs on a revifed Confideration 
of the Subject of Fortifications in the Well Indies, it fhould be 
thought advifeable to propofe the Adoption of the Plan of the 
Board of Officers, or to undertake any frefh Works. 
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Further EXAMINATION of Mr. Nettleshipp. 
TREASURY and MILITARY CORPS. 

Q. IS the Mode of making up and pa fling the Accounts of the 
Treafurer of the Ordnance the fame now, which it was at the Time 
when the Commifhoners of Accounts made their Report on the 
Subjecl; of the Ordnance? — A. It is. 

0. Is the Cafh of the Treafurer kept at the Bank ? — A. 1 under- 
ftand that it is. 

0. Are the Modes of fettling the Accounts of the Military 
Corps, attached to the Ordnance, fimilar to thofe in the Army? — ■ 
A. I believe they arc nearly fo ; the Arrears to our Corps are paid 
much fooner than in the Army, being feldom delayed beyond Six 
Months after the Expiration of the Year, and generally paid 
earlier. 

ESTIMATES. 

Q. How long have you been in the Office of Ordnance ? — A. 
Thirty-five Years. 

Q. Does it fall within your Province to make up the Eftimates 
of the Ordnance ? — A. Wholly. 

Does not the Board in fome Meafurc affift ? — //. The Whole 
is lubmitted to them, and they make fuch Alterations as they think 
fit, which are frequently very confiderable. 

(7. What do you confider the Ordinary of the Ordnance to 
confift of ? — A. Of a Provifton for the ordinary Eftablifhment, 
both Civil and Military, which are of a permanent Nature. 

Q. Do you confider that the Ordinary may be expe&ed to be 
reduced in Time of Peace ? — A. It always has been, as to the 
Military Part, but not the Civil, unlefs for fome fpecial Caufe. 

Q. What do you confider the Extraordinaries to confift of ? — 
A. Every Thing that is known of before Hand, and is of a tem- 
porary or contingent Nature. 

g. Does 
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Q. Does the Sum voted for the Extraordinaries commonly prove 
to be fufficient for the Services voted under tbat Head ? — A. In 
thofe Settlements which happen not to be the Seat of War, the 
Sums voted for extraordinary Services arc commonly fufficient, 
but not otherways. 

Q. What do you confider the Services which are voted under 
the Unprovided to confift of? — A. Thofe Services which were 
not forefeen when the Eftimate was made, and the Excefs upon, 
any Service for which Money was voted under former Eftimates. 

0. By not forefeen, do you mean not capable for the mod Part 
of being forefeen ?— A. I mean, in general, not capable of being 
forefeen, but alfo fuch as being in Fail forefeen, the Extent of 
the Expence could not be ascertained, 

0. Is it not the Cuftom, in forming the Ordna'ice Eftimates, to 
1 call for a larger Sum, under the general Head ot Extraordinaries, 
than is known to be likely to be aftually expended under that 
general Head, in the Year for which the Eftimate is formed ? — 
A. In general it is fo. We make a general Purfc, but keep and 
arrange our Accounts diflinftly, under their fepaiate Heads. 

0- Is it not the Cuftom to ftate in the Eftimate the Expences 
which will be incurred in the Year for which the Eftimate is 
formed ; which Expences it is expeeled will not, in that Year, be 
aclually paid ?-~A. It is, particularly in the Article of Stores, 
which, from the Credit given in the Purchafe, may not be payable 
till the next Year. 

Q. In Cafe of mod Expeditions, is it not ufual to ftipply the 
Stores from the Stock ot Stores in Poffeffion of the Ordnance, 
and afterwards to replace them by ordering an equal Quantity to 
be fent in ? — A. It is, fo far as it is deemed neceffary to reinftata 
the Stock. 

In that Cafe, does it not often happen, that though the 
Expence of the Expedition is charged in the Eftimate of the 
Year, yet a great Part of the Money is paid in the Year after ? — 
A. In many Inftauces it muft neceffarily be fo, on Account of 
the Credit. Thefe are the Means which fupply the Ordnance 
with a Fund to go on, in cafe Parliament does not meet at an 
early Period. 

Q. Are not thefe alfo, in Part, the Means by which the Ord- 
nance is enabled to pay thofe Expences which have not been 
diftinftly forefeen, and which it is neceffary to pay by a prompt 
Payment, and which will be voted in the Year alter they have 
been paid, under the Head of Unprovided Services ?— A. Certainly. 

0. Is it cuftomary to ftate any known Head of Service higher 
than it is expected to prove, by way of providing the more amply 
for a large Amount of unforefeen Expences, that is, of Expences

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of which the exacl: Items are not forefeen ? — A. Nq, it is not ?i 
Principle to afk more than is thought likely to be adequate to the 
Service. 

0. Is it not then affumed as a general Principle, that the unex. 
pended Sums on the eftimated Services will be a proper Provifion 
For the untorefeen Services which will occur, and which it will 
be neceffary to defray in the Year ? — A. They are certainly fo 
applied, and are generally found fufficient to go on with, the Ser- 
vice during the Prorogation of Parliament. 

Q. Is not the Sum of £.§ per Cent, on the £ .\ per Month per 
Man voted in the Naval Service, found inadequate to f'upply the 
Naval Expences of the Ordnance in Time of War ? — A. It is. 

0. Can the Charge likely to come on the Ordnance on this 
Account be calculated before Hand ? — A. From the Nature of the 
Service, which depends fo much on the Chance of War, it cannot 
be afcertained with any great Degree of Accuracy. 

Q. Can you ftate, what have been the Exceedings on this Head, 
in each Year of the prefent W?.r ? £. s. d.

0- Is it not the Cuftom to vote thefe Sums under the Head of 
Unprovided Services ? — A. It is, but I fee rio Reafon why a Sum 
might not be afked under the Head of Extraordinaries, on Account 
of the Exceedings which may arifeon the aftual Vote for the Year. 

0. Can you ftate what has been the Amount ol Money due from 
the Exchequer to the Ordnance, at the End of the Years 1703,

Q. Is it the Practice, in cafe the Eftimates of the Ordnance are 
prefented to Parliament in the Spring of the Year, to include in 
them a larger Sum than if they were prefented in the Autumn ? — 
A- The Sum would certainly be larger, and perhaps confiderably fo 
in Time of War, if prefented in the Spring, as many Articles 
would in that Cafe be included, which would not have been f'orefeen 
in the Autumn. It is mv Practice to bring to Account all the Bills 
of Exchange, on every Head of Service, to the neareft polfible 
Time of prefenting the Eilimate, fo that not only more would be 
likely to be included in Eltimate, but more would be added to the 
Sums unprovided for alfo. 

0- Has it ever been the Practice to vote any Sum in the Way of 
Credit, on Account of Ordnance Service ? — A. I remember one 
Inftance in the American War, of a Vote of Credit for £. 100,000, 
which was in confequence of an Application to the Minifter ; and 
in confequence of the Armament in the Year 1790, the Ordnance 
was included in a Vote of Credit, to the Amount of £.

Q. Is it ever the Cullom of the Treafury to grant to the Oidnance 
a larger Sum than that voted by Parliament ? — A, I recollect no 
Inftance of this Sort. 

<2- Is it often the Cuftom of the Treafury to grant lefs ? — The 
Ordnance alwavs get the Whole, but not always at the particular 
Periods at which they afk it. 

Q. Have they always got the whole within the Year ? — A. 
Sometimes they do not want the Whole within the Year : Since 
about the Middle of the Year 1795, the Ilfues from the Exchequer 
have not been made agreeably to our Applications for Money on 
the Votes by Parliament ; until about that Period, Money has been 
regularly iffued to us, agreeably to our Applications.

0. How often is it ufual for the Board to meet? — A. At prefent, 
ufually Two Days in the Week, but oftener when Bufinefs re- 
quires it. 

(J. Has the Salary of the Board Officers been eftablifhed at the 
prefent Rate for any confiderable Number of Years ? — A. With 
the Exception of 100 a Year added to the Office of Surveyor 
General, of £.100 a Year to the Storekeeper, and £.60 to the 
Clerk of Deliveries, they have been eftablilhed for a very great 
Number of Years. 

0. Who has the Appointment of the Officers termed inferior 
Officers? — A. The Mafter General has the Appointment of all 
Officers, except thofe attached to the immediate Department of 
each Board Officer, who are appointed by their refpective Board 
Officers. 

0. Is 
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Q. Is it cuflomary*, in cafe of a Change in the Board, or in any 
of the Board Officers, for all, or any of the interior Officers, to 
be changed ?— A No, it is .not. 

0. Has it been the Cullora for the Clerks in general to rife by 
Rotation ? — A. They ufually do. 

0. In what Capacity do tliey enter ? — A. Ufjally as Junior 
Clerks. 

Q. What Deductions are made from the -Salaries of the Officers 
and Clerks in the Ordnance Service? — A. All Salaries above 
£.100 a Year are fubjecf. to a Deduction of is. 6d. in the Pound; 
and all from £.50 to £. 100 to 6d. in the Pound. The Land-Tax 
Duty, to which ihefe Salaries would otherwife be liable, is defrayed 
by a particular Order, which 1 believe is a King's Warrant, at the 
Expence of the Public. I underftand this was done in confidera- 
tion of the Lowncis of the Salaries a great many Years ago. 

Q. Are all Fees exprefsly prohibited, except thofe taken by the 
Clerk of Deliveries, the Principal Storekeeper, and Clerks of the 
Ordnance ? — A. They are. 

0. Are the Offices of the Ordnance prohibited from holding a 
Share in Ordnance Contracts, or Agencies ? — A. They are, with 
the Inception of Agency to anv Officer of Artillery or Engineers. 

Q. Wlfat are the general Hours of Aitendance ol Clerks in the 
feveral Offices? — A. Ufually from Ten till Four, and at all other 
Hours when necellary. 

Has the Phvlician to the Artillery and Engineers much per- 
ianal Duty to execute ? — A. He has not, and la ely the whole 
Direction and Management of the Hofpitals, and all other Medical 
Duty, is tiamferrcd to the Surgeon General, who receives an ad- 
ditional Ten Shillings a Day. The Pay of the Pbyfician General, 
who is very old, is continued Tor the prefent, but it is intended, 
in the Event of his Death, to take the King's Pleafure refpecting 
the Abolition of the Office, as appears by a late Minute of the 
Mailer General. 

£). Docs the medical Supcrintendant for the Care of Artillery 
Hoiles, or his Affiftant, devote his whole Time to the Service of 
the Ordnance ? — A. The Snperintendant himfeif attends once a 
Week, he is the I'rofefTor ol the Veterinary College; his Affiftant 
was educated at the College, and is refident at Woolwich. 

Q. Do the Artillery Men work in the Royal Laboratory, and at 
what extra Pay ? — A. Many of them do, in making up the Am- 
munition, and other Services there, for which they have the 
additional Pay of gd. per Day. 

(J. Is the Altrononiical Oblervator in the immediate Service of 
the Ordnance ? — A. No, he is not ; he receives the Part of his 
Salary, which he draws from the Office of Ordnance, on the 
Authority ol his Majefty's Warrant. 

£. Is 
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Q. Is the Article, entitled, " Gratuities, paid to fundry Officers 
at the Tower and Out Ports, &c " in confideration of their 
Length of Service, for the Year 1796, to be confidcied as an Annual 
Charge on the Eftablifhment ? — A. I apprehend it is, though with 
fome Variations as to Sum. I underftand it is meant to continue 
Until it is thought expedient to revife the Eftablifhment, and to give 
Salaries adequate to the Service. 

Q. Was this Addition to the Emoluments of the Officers made 
in confequence of Applications to the Board ? — A. It was in coii- 
Fequence of a Petition from the Clerks to the Mafter General, 
Hating the Difficulty of fubfiftingon their prefent Incomes, through 
the Increafed Price of every Neceffary of Life. 

0. Is there any Fund for fuperannuated Officers of the Efta- 
blifhment of the Board of Ordnance ? — A. There is no regular 
Fund, but the Expence of that Head of Service is provided tor 
under the Head of the Ordinary of the Office every Year. 

Q. What is the Rate of Allowance ufually made to Servants of 
the Ordnance incapable of further Duty ? — //. There is no certain 
Rule : Allowances have been ufually made, Regard being had to 
the Services of the particular Perfon ; and lately the greateft Al- 
lowances given for the greateft Length of Service has been at the 
Rate of Two Thirds of the Amount of the Salary.

Q. WHAT is the Number of Board Officers that conftittites a 
Board ? — A. Three. 

(). How often does the Board commonly meet ? — A. In Summer, 
about Twice a Week; ordinarily Three Times a Week; feldoin 
or never lefs frequently than Twice. 

Q. What Number generally attend ? — A. Generally Three, ex- 
clufive of the Mafter or Lieutenaut General ; often all the Board 
during the Selfion of Parliament. 

Q. Does the Mafter General often or always attend ? — A. Always 
when in Town, which is generally the Cafe. 1 believe the preient 
Mafter General has been feldom abfent, except on his own Military 
Duty. 

0. Does the Lieutenant General often or always attend ? — A. He- 
is a conftant Attendant, except when employed on Military Duty*. 
appendix M Q- Are 
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Q. Are the other Officers, all of them, frequent in their At- 
tendance ? — A. There is none of them that I can point out that is 
not fo ; fome of them take alternate Months of Attendance. 

0- Have the Board Officers regular Hours and Places of At- 
tendance on the Duties of their particular Office ? — A. No ; it is 
confidered to be quite optional with them. 

0. Is the Bufinefs of their feveral Offices done by them at the 
Tower, or at the Meeting of the Board ? — A. The authenticating 
of Papers in their individual Capacity is done by them at the Board. 
What is neceffary to be done at the Tower confifts of interior 
Regulations of their refpeftive Departments. They attend, when 
it is neceffary, at the Sale of old Stores by Auftion. 

Q. Are not many of the Chief Clerks prefent at the Meetings of 
the Board ? — A. They always are in Attendance at the Board Days, 
but only Mr. Nettlefhip attends ufually in the Board Room. 

Q. To whom are .the Appointments of Cadets, to be educated at 
the Academy at Woolwich, ufuallv given? — A. The Sons of Mi- 
litary and Naval Officers, or of diftreifed Perfons, are ufually pre- 
ferred. The general Rules have been formed by a Mafter General, 
and confirmed by the King, but the Appointments are left to the 
Difcretion of the Mafter General. 

Q. Are there any Sinecure Places under the Board of Ordnance ? 
— A No, none. 

Q. Do any Perfons in the Ordnance Service hold other Offices 
under Government? — A. None that I know of. It has been a 
Rule with the Board of Ordnance to difcountenance it. 

Q. Has the Mafter General anv other Emoluments, befides his 
£. 1,500 a Year as Head of the Civil Eftablifhment ? — A. He has 
alfo for Patent Salary about /\i8o per Annum, and a Military Pay 
a6s. a Day, as Captain General of Gentlemen Cadets. 

Q. Has the Lieutenant General any other Pay, befides his/~.8oo 
per Annum from the Civil Eftablifhment ? — A. He has a fmall Sum 
for Patent Salary alfo, but nothing elfe. 

Q. By whom was the Phyfician General appointed ? — A. It was 
through the late Mafter General's Recommendation. 

g. Did he ever attend ? — A. Heufetl to attend at Woolwich. 
Q. By whom was the Duty transferee! to the Surgeon General? 
— A. 1 do not confider it as transtered, but that Dr. Brockefby is 
ftill liable to be called on. 
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AUDITING the ACCOUNTS of the PUBLIC RECEIPT and 

EXPENDITURE. 

HPHE Accounts of the Receipt and Expenditure of Public 
Monies are Audited under various Authorities, and in 
various Departments. 

The principal Department eftabhfhed for this Purpofe is 
the King's Exchequer ; and the Officers intruded with the 
Difcharge of its mod important Duties are, I. The Auditors 
of England and Wales — II. The Auditor of the Receipt — and, 
III. The CommiJJioners for Auditing the Public Accounts ; which 
latter Officers execute the Duties of the ancient Auditors of 
the Imprest : Connected with thefe Offices are many others of 
fubordinate Rank, but of great Antiquity, and Variety of 
Employment, in the different Branches of the Exchequer • 
And befides thefe, there exift alio for fimilar Purpofes many 
Officers of more modern Infiitution, who Audit the Accounts 
of particular Departments ; thus, the Accounts of the Ex- 
cite are Audited by an Officer belonging to its own Eftablith- 
ment, and fubjecT: to the Controul of no other Jurlfdiction j 
and the Comptrollers of the Accounts of the Army have the

Almoft every Defcription and Degree of Office employed 
in Audni, g the Public Accounts appears to have been iuc- 
. e.n\eiy examined by Parliamentary Authority, and in moft 
Liftances to have undergone very important Reforms within 
the laft Sixteen Years. 

THE EXCHEQUER. 

Of the Seven Courts which The Exchequer com^ 
prehends, only Two are connected with the Public Revenue, 
namely, The Court or Account, and The Court of Receipt. 

Tht C mrt of Account confifts of the Treasurer and 
P>arons, who ate ltiled The Sovereign Auditors of the King- 
!om ; and their Duty is, to Audit the Accounts of fuch 
Minifteria] Officers as the Sheriffs, Efcheators, &c. The 
Auditors of England and Wales, who now Audit the Ac- 
counts of the Land Revenue, Land Tax, and Aflelfed 
:s, are also Officers belonging to this iide of the Ex- 
chequer. 

The Court of Receipt, however, has the most important 
furildi&ion, aj id luperintends the Daily Receipts and Iflues : 
It is immediately lubject to the Lord High Treafurer, or 
; 1 1 le who by Royal Commiffion execute that Office. The 
Chancellor and Under Treafurer are alfo ranked at the Head 
of this Court. Upon entering into the Details of the Con- 
'.V'ution ot this Court, the Officers who firft prefent them- 
fclves are the Remembrancers : Tney record all ProfTers of 
Payment, and make Procefs for Recovery of the King's 
Debts. In the Pipe Office *, are thofe who collect the Ac- 
count of Debts owing to the King, and give the Subject his 
$uiet;<>. In the Tellers Office, all Monies paid into the 
Exchequer are received ; the Teller thereupon charges him- 
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felf with the Sum received, by throwing a Bill into the Tally 
Court j the Tally Court thereupon prepares and delivers the 
Tally to the Accountant, and preferves the counterpart or 
Foil. In the Tellers Office, the Treafure is kept, and from 
thence confequently iflued. The Pell Office examines the 
State of the Treafure, and records the Receipts and Iflues. 
Various other Officers, fuch as Paymafter of Exchequer Bills, 
&c. are alio dependent upon thefe principal Departments; 
but the whole Syftem is ranked under the Auditor of the 
Receipt, whofe Duty it is to take Care that no Money is 
iflued without proper Authority ; to iflue the proper Order 
for that Purpofe to the Pell Office ; to keep Daily Accounts 
of all Receipts and Iflues ; to tranlinit Weekly Accounts to 
the Treafury, and Half Yearly to declare the Balances. 

The Office of Auditors of the Imprefts is equally fubject 
to the Lord High Treafurer, &c. but the Functions of this 
Office are materially different from the Reft, and have been 
fubjefted to diftincl: Regulation by Parliament. 

I. 

AUDITORS OF ENGLAND AND WALES, FOR THE LAND 
REVENUE, LAND TAX, AND ASSESSED TAXES. 

Thefe Auditors, who were originally inftituted to fuper- 
intend the Royal Revenues arifing from the Abbey Lands, 
and who were many in Number, are in modern Times 
reduced to Three ; of thefe, One is, Auditor for all the 
Counties of England, except thofe of Chefter, Derby, Lin- 
coln, and Nottingham ; the Second is, Auditor of the Four 
Counties excepted out of the Jurifdiction of the preceding 
Auditor ; and, the Third is, Auditor of Wales. 

The Commiffioners of Accounts have, in the Documents 
annexed to their Firft Report, incidentally noticed thefe as 
Offices of the Revenue, but by their particular Courfe of 
Enquiry they were not called upon to inveftigate the Autho* 
qty oi Eftablilhment of thefe Offices. 
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§ t . The Eftablifhrnent and Duties of thefe feveral Au- 
ditors are fimilar in Form ; and they differ only in the Tenure 
by which the Auditors hold their refpective Appointments, 
and in the Extent of Diftridt belonging to their refpedtive 
Jurifdictions. 

In each Office there is an Auditor and a Deputy Auditor; 
the Auditor for England (except the Four excepted Counties) 
having Six Clerks on his Eftablifhrnent, befides a Meflenger, 
and Office Keeper ; each of the other Auditors having only 
One Clerk under his Deputy*. 

The principal Duties of each Auditor, fo far as regards 
the Land Revenue, are to keep Rentals, to. make up the 
Accounts of the Receivers General, and hold Annual Audits 
for fwearing Sheriffs and Bailiffs to account ; and as to the 
Land Tax and Affefled Taxes, in like Manner to make up 
the Accounts of each Receiver General ; alio to examine, 
engrofs, and prepare the Accounts of his Majefty's Houfe- 
hold ; and to enter Trealury Warrants refpedting the Revenue 
within their feveral Departments. 

The Office of Auditor for England (except the Four 
Counties) is a Patent Office for Life, and at prefent holden 
by Two Patentees ; the other Two Auditors are Patent 
Officers during Pleafure ; and each of the Three Offices may 
be executed by Deputy. 

The Deputy is the efficient Officer, and tranfads the whole 
Bufine£s of each Office : And the Deputies and Clerks attend 
Daily, except on the Holidays commonly obferved throughout 
the Exchequer. 

The Officers upon each Eftablifhrnent are paid partly by 
Salaries from the Crown, and partly by Fees and Emoluments, 
which are in lbme Inftances paid by the Public, and in others 
by Individuals. The Right to thefe Profits depends upon the 
Terms of each Patent, and the Tables of accuftomed Fees.

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An Explanation is given of the cafual Circumftances which 
railed the Profits of the Auditor of the Four Counties, in 
1782, above thofe of 1796 : And Your Coinmittee have 
annexed a Statement, in Detail, of the Increafe which has 
taken place in the Fees of each Office, fince 1782, arifing 
from the additional Duties on Inhabited Houfes. 

§ 3. It having appeared to Your Committee, that thefe 
Three Offices of Auditors for England and Wales are holden 
under Patents from the Crown, by Perfons who execute them 
wholly by Deputy ; that neither the prefent Auditors for 
England (except the Four Counties) nor their immediate 
Predeceffor, during a Period of Twenty-nine Years *, have 
done any official Acl whatever in the Annual Duties incident 
to their Office ; and that the Auditors for the Four excepted 
Counties, and for Wales, do not in general interfere therein ; 
Your Committee think it incumbent upon them to ftate their 
Opinion, that upon any future Vacancy thefe Patent Offices 
ought to be fuppreffed, inafmuch as they fall within the fame 
Delcription as thofe noticed by the CommifTioners of Ac- 
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counts, in their Reports upon the Cuftoms, as M Offices 
" where the Bufinefs is ufeful, but the Officer becomes ufeJefs, 
" by converting his Office into a Sinecure." 

Your Committee are the more confirmed in their Opinion 
of the Propriety of this Meafure, by obferving, that the 
Deputy who now fubftantially executes each Office, enjoys 
fuch an income, as may reafonably be deemed adequate to 
the Rank and Station which appertains to the Principal Office. 
And as the fame Officer, who is Deputy in Two of thefe 
Offices, now difcharges the Duties for all England, it is ob- 
vioufly practicable to keep thefe Offices united for the future ; 
by which Means the Deputy, becoming Chief Officer, and 
retaining only his prefent Rate of Income, would enjoy, ac- 
cording to the Account of 1796, in Right of the Firft Office, 
£.1,536. 10s. 6\d. ; and in Right of the Second Office, 
£.297. 15J. ; making together a Net Income of £.1,834. 
55. 1 of*/. : and, confiftently with this Arrangement, ample 
Salaries would ftill remain for the fubordinate Clerks. Thefe 
Two Offices indeed are already fo far affimilated and united 
in Duty, that they take it in Rotation to Audit the Annual 
Accounts of His Majefty's Houfehold. And if it were 
thought neccfiary to augment the Appointments of this 
Station ftill more largely, it is further practicable to confolidate 
the Auditorlhip of Wales with that of England, adding 
thereby to the fame Appointment the further Sum of £.463. 
1 5 s. id. and making the Total Annual Net Income of the 
Perfon who would become the fole Auditor for England and 
Wales £.2,298. oj. The very limited Compafs of 

each of the Two lelier Eftablilhments plainly indicates the 
Poffibility of this Confolidation. 

It would only remain, if this Meafure were adopted, to 
confider how the Income of the principal Auditors mould be 
difpofed of. In the Firft Place," their Three Patent Salaries ; 
viz. £.100, £300, and £.400; making together £.800 per 
Annum, would be a Retrenchment of the Public Expenditure 

to 
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to that Amount : And in the next Place, their Net Income 
from Fees, 8cc. which amounted, in the Year 1796, to the 
further Sum of £.3,249. 19J. 3^. might be ft ill received, 
and paid into the Exchequer, with an Appropriation to the 
Civil Lift and Confolidated Fund, fimilar to that which took, 
place on the former Regulation of Exchequer Offices. 

The Total Profit of this Reform would therefore, according 
to the Rate of 1796, ftand thus : £. s. d.

And as the Affeffed Taxes are One Source of the Fees inci- 
dent to thefe Offices, it is not unrealbnable to fuppofe that 
their Annual Amount is more likely to increafe than to de- 
creafe in future. 

II. 

THE AUDITOR of the RECEIPT, AND OTHER OFFICERS 
OF THE COURT OF RECEIPT. 

Under this Head Your Committee propofe to State, ift, 
The Regulations made by Parliament in purfuance of the 
Recommendations of the Commiffioners of Accounts ; 2dly, 
The Increafe or Diminution of Salaries or Emoluments which 
has taken place fince thofe Regulations were introduced ; 
3dly, The further Meafures, which prefent themfelves for 
Conlideration, as ariling out of the preceding Statements. 

§ l. The Commiffioners of Accounts, in their Sixth 
Report, recommended ; 1, the Suppreffion or Reduction of 
certain Offices ; 2. the Abolition of Fees and Gratuities in 
other Offices, which they propofed fnould be paid by net and 
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fixed Salaries ; 3. the Abolition of certain Forms of Pro- 
ceedings, which they conceived to be ufelefs and expenfive. 

1. With Refpeft to Offices, the Commiffioners having 
afcertained that the total of the Emoluments accruing in that 
Year to the ineffective Officers of the Exchequer amounted 
to £-4$, 331, propofed to abolifh the Offices of the Tally 
Court, to reduce the Number or Profits of the Tellers, and 
to abolith their Second Clerks. 

To effectuate this, and the other Reforms propofed by the 
Commiffioners, an Aft was palled in the Year 1783, upon 
the exprefs Foundation of their Report ; and all the Offices 
compofing the Tally Court, viz. thole of the Chamberlains, 
Tally Cutter, and Ufher, were directed, " from and after 
" the Death, Surrender, Forfeiture, or Removal of the pre- 
" fent Poffefibrs of (uch Offices refpeftively, and after the 
'* Death, Surrender, Forfeiture, or Removal of the Perfons 
" refpeftively entitled thereto after the Death, Surrender, 
" Forfeiture, or Removal of the prefent PofTeffor," to be 
abolifhed. 

It was enafted alio, that after the Determination of the 
Interefts of each of the Four Tellers, the Office of Second 
Clerk to each refpeftive Teller fhould be abolifhed. The 
net Profits of the Four Second Clerks, taken together for 
1780, amounted to £ 4,555. I s - 1CY ^ 

It was enacted alfo, that after the Death, Surrender, For- 
feiture, or Removal of any or either of the then Four Tellers, 
the Salaries, Fees, Allowances, Fe-quifiles, Gratuities, and 
Emoluments, incident to their refpeftive Offices, fliould 
ceafe ; and that in lieu thereof, each Teller fhould receive a 
net Salary of 2,700 per Annum, and his Firft Clerk £. 1,000. 
The Profits of the Four Tellerlhips, taken together, had 
amounted, in 1780, to £.29,267, 4*. $$d. and thole of the 
Firft Clerks to about £.6,221. 10s. ^d. 

It is to be obferved however, that Parliament upon this 
Occafion, nor content with executing the particular Reforms 
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propofed by the Commiffioners, proceeded to reduce other 
Offices, of which the Reduction had not been fpecifically re- 
commended, holding the fame Line of Conduct which the 
Commiffioners had purfued, and reftrained the exceffive 
Emoluments of thofe Offices without abolifliing the Offices 
themfelves. Upon this Principle therefore it proceeded to 
reduce the Income of the Auditor of the Receipt of the 
Exchequer, which, in the Year 1780, had amounted to the 
Net Sum of £. 14,016. 4s. \d. to £. 4000 per Annum, and 
that of his Chief Clerk from £. 2,752. 3.F. 6d. to £.1,000. 

It alfo reduced the Income of the Clerk of the Pelis from 
£•7,597* l^s. old. to £.3,000; fixing at the fame Time 
that of his Full Cierk, which had been £.681. 6s. id. at 
£. 800 per Annum, with the Addition of £. 200 per Annum, 
as Receiver of the Money arifing from the Fees of thefe re- 
gulated Offices. 

2. The Second General Meafure of Reform in the Exche- 
quer, which the Commiffioners recommended, was, to 
abolifh the Mode of paying each Officer by Fees and 
Gratuities, and to fubftitute, in lieu thereof, a Compenfation 
by fixed and net Salaries. 

This Reform was alio adopted by Parliament, and carried 
into Execution, by eftabliihing One common Fund, to 
which all the Fees of the reformed Offices fhould be carried 
in the Firft Place ; and directing the reduced Salaries to be 
defrayed out of that Fund ; the Surplus of it (after payh.g 
the Taxes chargeable upon thefe Salaries N to be paid over in 
the Proportion of One-third to the Civil Lift, and of Two- 
thirds to the Sinking Fund, which fince the Stat. 27 G» III. 
c. 13. makes Part of the Confolidated Fund. 

The feveral official Houfes of the Auditor, Tellers, and 
Uiher, were alio veiled in his Majefty by the fame Law. 

3. Many of the Forms of Proceeding, which the Commif- 
fioners ad vifed to be aboHfhed, asulelefsand expenfivc, were 

N z alfo 
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alfo by the fame Authority directed to be laid afide, as fcon 
as the Reft of thefe Reforms fhould be fufficiently executed to 
render it practicable. 

§ The Variations which have taken place in thefe feveral 
Exchequer Offices, fince the Year 1782, are very inconfider- 
able, either by Diminution or Increafe of Salaries or Emolu- 
ments, exce;"t in thole Liftances where the preceding Reforms 
directed by Parliament have taken Effect upon Vacancies in 
Departments fubjected to Regulation. 

The Auditor's Office was placed upon its reduced Eftablifh- 
ment in 1794. The Duties and Emoluments of the Auditor 
and of his fubordiuate Offices are fuliy detailed in the State- 
ment annexed * ; and the total Annual Expence of this Efta- 
blifhment is at prcfent £.\ 1,010. 

Of the Tellers, whole Offices are holden by Grants fubfift- 
ing at the Time of the Statute, Two remain nearly upon their 
ancient Footing ; but the other Two having been appointed 
reflectively in the Years 1 786 and 1 790; the Salaries of them- 
felves and their Firft Clerks are fubject to the Regulation of 
the Statute ; and under the Provifions of the fame Law., Sala- 
ries have been provided for Four Clerks under each of thefe 
Teller?, amounting in the Whole to £. 1,000 in each Office. 

The Office of Clerk of the Pells became fubject to the 
Regulations of the Statute in 1784. The Whole of the 
Eftabliihment of the Salaries of the Clerk of the Pells, his De- 
puty, and Twenty Clerks, now amounts to^. 6,840 perAnnum. 

The Offices of Chamberlain and Tally -cutter have not 
fallen vacant fince the Year 1783, and no Variation has taken 
place in the Emoluments of the Chamberlain, either on the 
Receipt Side, or on the Court Side, or of the Tally-Cutter, 
except by Compenfation to them for the Lofs of certain Fees 
occafioned by the Acts which have been palled for confoli- 
dating certain Branches of the Revenue. 
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The Offices of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
Clerk of the Pipe, and of the Paymafter of Exchequer Bills, 
have undergone lome flight Variations in their Profits fince 
1782; and Your Committee have annexed "the Returns by 
which the Particulars of each will appear. 

Your Committee having called for an Account of the Pro- 
duce of the Fees received under the Directions of the Act:, 
in refpect of the fupprelTed Offices for the laft Six Years, 
they find, that the clear Produce of thefe Fees, applicable to 
the Ufe of the Civil Lift and Consolidated Fund, was,

Qf this Sum, £. 15,000 was paid into the Exchequer, in 
January 1797, by Direction of the Treafury, on Account of 
the Civil Lift, and the Reft of the Balance was paid upon 
the 1 7th July Inftant, to the refpective Accounts of the 
Civil Lift and Confolidated Fund *. 

Since the Year 1782, there have been only Four reverfi- 
onary Grants of Exchequer Offices, and thole were of the 
Tellerfhips; Three of them arc at prefent vefted in Poueffion-f* . 

§ 3. The preceding Offices of the Exchequer of Receipt 
having within a few Years paft undergone a complete Invefti- 
gation by the Commiffioners of Accounts, and an extenfive 
Reform by fpecial Statute, Your Committee do not prefu.me 
to propofe any further Meafures upon a Subject fo recently 
examined, and fettled by the Authority of Parliament. 
* Supplement (D.) f Supplement (D.) 
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Your Committee, however, finding that the Commiffioners 
of Accounts had thought proper to recommend, that the 
Accounts of the Treafurer of the Navy fhould no longer be 
entered in the Office of the Lord Treafurer's Remembrancer,, 
and in the Pipe Office, think it their Duty to take Notice, 
that this Practice neverthelcfs has not been difcontinued ; and 
they have annexed a Statement of the Grounds, upon which 
it is reprefented to be a neceffary Form, unattended by 
Delay or Ex pence. 

Your Committee having al(b obferved, that the Commif- 
fioners ot Accounts recommendtd, that the Stat. 4 Geo. II. 
c. 26, tor putting all Law Proceedings into Englifh, mould 
be extended to the Receipt of the Exchequer, but that no 
Alteration had been made in that Refpect, think it their 
Duty to take Notice of this Circumftance ; but at the fame 
Time they muff, obferve that, according to the Reprefenta- 
tions made by an Officer of great Experience in one of the 
molt important Branches of that Department, there is Reafon 
to believe no Benefit whatever, and much poffible future 
Mifchief, would enlue, if this Recommendation were carried 
into Effea *. 

It is with Satisfaction alio they obferve, that according to 
the fame '1 eflimony, the prefent Regulations and Checks of 
the Exchequer are fo effectual, that no Inftance of Forgery 
or Error has occurred within living Memory ; and even Tra- 
dition does not relate, that any Attempt at Forgery in this 
Department was ever fucefsful. 

The Holidays in the Exchequer appear to be numerous, 
and the Hours of public Attendance are few ; but it is the 
concurrent Opinion of the Officers in all Branches of the 
Exchequer of Receipt, that no Benefit to the Public Service 
can pofTibly arife from a Diicontinuance of any of the Holi- 
days oblerved therein ; and it is further reprefented to Your 
Committee, that any Change, which tended to keep the 

• Supplement (E.) 
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Offices open to a later Hour, might occafionally produce very 
important Inconveniences to the Public Service. 

III. 

COMMISSIONERS for AUDITING the PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

Upon the Suppreffion of the Office of Auditors of the 
Impreft in 1785, this Commiffion was created by Parliament 
to fupply their Place, and difcharge their Duties, in a Man- 
ner more expeditious and lefs burthenfome to the Public. 

§ 1. The prefent Eftablifhment confifts of Five Com- 
miffioners, Two of whom, being Comptrollers of the Ac- 
counts of the Army, have only £. 500 per Annum each, 
although they execute the fame Duties as the other Three 
Commiffioners, each of whom has an Annual Salary of 
£. 1,000. There are alio Two Infpectars General, Twenty- 
two Clerks, Two Extra Clerks, a Solicitor, Office Keeper, 
and Two Meuengers. The total Expence of this Eftablifh- 
ment, in the Year 1797, a PF-e ars t0 be £. 8,650; and no 
Fees or other Emoluments whatever are allowed. 

The general Duties executed by this Board are the fame 
as thofe of the late Auditors ; and the Commiffioners of 
Accounts having explained at large their Courfe of Proceed- 
ing;, it is only neceflary to refer to the Statute for fuch Vari- 
ations of Detail as were introduced by Parliament, in con- 
iequence of the particular Recommendations contained in 
the Reports which led to this Reform. 

Your Committee, however, in order to furnifh a more 
ready View of the extenfive Cognizance which this Office 
now exercifes over Public Accountants, has annexed Two 
Lifts ; One, fpecifying the Officers and Departments whofe 
Accounts are Audited by the Commiffioners ; and the other, 
enumerating the feveral Perfons accountable before them for 
Money imprefted on Account for Extraordinary Services *. 

• Supplement (G.) 
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And as all Extraordinary Accounts muft be ftated to the 
Treafury, before they are declared, Your Committee, in Ex- 
planation of that Proceeding, have annexed the Forms of 
Four Sorts of W arrants in ufe upon making up thefe Accounts 
for Declaration, according to the feveral Modes in which the 
Lords of the Treafury may think fit to fignify their Allow- 
ance or Difallowance. 

The Refult and Effect of the Regulations eftablifhed for 
checking and comptrolling the Public Expenditure in this 
moft important Department, fince its Creation in 1785, will 
beft appear by Reference to the Four Accounts hereunto 
annexed, which are reflectively entitled : 1. A Lift of Ordi- 
nary and Extraordinary Accounts depending in the Offices of 
the late Auditors of the Impreft, and transferred to the 
Commiffioners for Auditing the Public Accounts. 1. An 
Account of the Balances due to the Public, on fuch Extra- 
ordinary Accounts as are now depending before the Commif- 
lioners for Auditing the Public Accounts, and as have not 
been ftated to the Treafury. 3. An Account of all Balances 
appearing due to the Public upon Accounts which have been 
ftated to, and are depending at the Treafury. 4. An Ac- 
count of all Balances certified by the Commiftioners for 
Auditing the Public Accounts to the Treafury, upon Ac- 
counts delivered into their Office fince 5th July 1785, pre- 
vious to the Examination of fuch Accounts ; as alfo of the 
Sums received or recovered previous to the faid Accounts 
being ftated to the Treafury, or declared, together with the 
Balances due to the Public upon fuch declared Accounts. 

In order to exhibit more diftinclly the material Points re- 
fulting from thefe Accounts, Your Committee have called 
for fuch a detailed Explanation of their Contents, as might 
tend to ihew the probable Amount of the Balances now due 
to the Public. This Explanation they have annexed to their 
Report ; and from thefe Documents fo explained, it appears 
to Your Committee, that fubject to any Deductions arifing 

by 
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by Payments made fubfequent to the Date of thefe Accounts 
(of which Payments neverthelefs Your Committee have not 
been able to obtain any Statement) the Public are intitled to 
the following Sums : 

1. For acknowledged Balances, upon Accounts certified to 

the Treafury, - £.507,878. 13J. io§i. 

2. For Balances, upon Accounts ftated to the Treaiury, 

and depending there, and fubjecl to Allowance or Dif- 
allowance by that Board, £.760,870. 17s. id. 

3. For Balances due upon declared 

Accounts, - - ^.^83,558. lis \\d. 



Upon Infpecfion of thefe Accounts, Your Committee 
obferve, that the largeft Balances apparently due to the 
Public are thofe upon Accounts ftated to, and depending at 
the Treafury ; and that the Progrefs of thefe Accounts is 
interrupted, until the Treafury proceeds to allow or difallow 
the Balances, and ilfues the neceffary Warrants to enable the 
Commiflioners to proceed. 

In fuch Cafes, it is obvious to remark, that not only the 
Principal Debt may be put in Hazard by the Delay, bur. 
that the Accountant has alfo the Means of deriving a Profit 
to himfelf, at the Public Expence, by the Intereft which he 
may make during the Interval. 

§ 2. The grofs Receipt in the Office of the Auditors 
of the Impreft, for One Year, ending Chriftmas 1782, 
amounted to - - £".33,687. 6s. -]d. 

The prefent Office was eftablilhed in the Year 1785, to 
execute the fame Duties, for the Annual Expence of£8,4io; 
and the only Increafe which has taken place, fince its Firft 
Inftitution, has proceeded from a Change in the Number of 
Clerks, and a Variation in their Salaries, which have caufed

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an additional Annual Expence of £.240, making the total 
Expcnce of this Eftabliihment, for the Year J 797 £.8,650. 



§ 3. The Constitution of this important Office appears 
to have been framed with fo much CEconomy, and the 
Duties of it appear to have been executed with fo much 
Attention to the fame Principle, that your Committee have 
no further Meafures of Reduction to propofe in this Depart- 
ment. 

Conceiving, however, that the Public might derive effential 
Advantages from the Obfcrvation and Experience of Perfons 
holding a Station, which enables them to take fo extenfive 
a Survey of the various Branches of Public Expenditure, 
Your Committee have thought it their Duty to call upon 
thefe Commiffioners for an Account of fuch Regulations as 
appeared to them to be expedient, either for the more effec- 
tual Execution of the Duty of their own Department, or 
for the better regulating the Accounts which are brought into 
their Office. To this Requifition the following Return has 
been made : 

" lft. In order to the more effectual Execution of the 
" Duty of their own Department, the Commiffioners fubmit, 

* that the Annual Sum of £.6,000, granted by the Aft of 
« the 25 Geo. III. c. 52.. for the better auditing the Public 
" Accounts, for the Officers, Clerks, and other Perfons, in 
" lieu of all Fees and Gratuities whatfoever, and for Stati- 

* onary, Coals, Candles, and other incidental Charges to be 
" incurred in the Office, is adequate to the Payment of the 
- prefent eflrablilhed Number of fuch Officers and Clerks, 
" according to the Salaries now allotted to each of them ; 
" and that the Number of Perfons fo employed is fufficient 
" for the ordinary Duties of the Office, in the Examination 
" of the ufual periodical Accounts ; but they take leave to 
" reprefent their Opinion, that the Salaries of fome of their 

" Clerks 
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" Clerks are not adequate to their Labour, and to the Truft 
" repofed in them, when compared with the necefTary Ex,- 
" pence of living in this Town." 

" 2d. They alio reprefent, that the Extraordinary Accounts 
" arifrng from Services in the laft War obliged them to folieit 
" the Appointment of temporary Clerks, the Expence of 
" which ib far exceeded the iti[)u!ated Annual Sums granted 
" by Parliament, that they were under the Neceflity of re- 
" forting to the Treafury for pecuniary Affiilance in Two 
*' feveral Instances ; and the Extraordinary Accounts in con- 
" (equ^nce of the prefent War, which have been already 
" brought into this Office, require not only the Labour of a 
" greater Number of Perlbns than can be fupplied from the 
" prefent Eftablilhment, to forward the Examination of them 
" with that Difpatch which is eflential both for the Public 
" and the Accountant : but demand alio that fuch Perfons 
" fhould be able and efficient, and fome of them at leaft 
" converfant in the Knowledge of Foreign Languages, Coins, 
"Exchanges, Weights, and Meaiures ; which extraordinary 
" Affiftance cannot be furnilhed from the prefent Annual 
" Allowance." 

" 3d. The Commiffioners fubmit, that it would be defi- 
" rable for all defperate and obfolcte Debts to the Crown to 
" be removed from the feveral Accounts upon which they 
" now remain as Infupers, . and carried into an Ex-annual 
" Roll, in the Manner which this Board took leave to fubmit 
" to the Consideration of the Lords Commiffioners of His 
" Majefty's Treafury, by their Reprefentations, dated the 
" 20th of May 1789, and the 28th of January 1790, 
" Copies of which are hereunto annexed." 

" 4th. The Commiffioners fubmit, that it would likewife 
" be defirable, that the voluminous Schedules at prefent 
" annexed by the King's Remembrancer to the Writ of 
" Dijlringas ad computandum, fhould be carefully revifed by 
" that Officer, to the End that all Perfons Names might be 

O 2 " flruck, 
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" {truck out of thole Schedules, whofe Accounts have been 
** already declared, or are depending in this Office, in order 
"■ to prevent Iifues being levied on Accountants under both 
" thefe Defcriptions, which hath of late fometimes happened, 
" notwithftanding the Board tranfmit every Six Months to . 
" the King's Remembrancer a general Certificate of all Ac- 
" counts depending before them, and notwithftanding he is 
" informed of the Accounts which have been declared, by 
" their patting through his Office in their Way to the Clerk 
" of the Pipe. This Meafure has already been recommended 
" in the Eighth Report of the Commiffioners for examining, 
" taking, and dating the Public Accounts of the Kingdom. 
" At the fame Time it feems proper to remark, that the Ule 
" of the Writ of Dijlringas ad computandum is in fome Mea» 
" fure fuperfeded by the 19th Section of the Aft for better 
" auditing the Public Accounts, which gives to the Com- 
" miffioners the Power of compelling Accountants to bring 
" forward their Accounts." 

*' 5th. The Commiffioners fubmit, that Delay having in 
*' fome Cafes occurred in the Attentions of Accounts upon 
" Oath, upon Allegations from the Accountants, that they 
" were unable to find a Baron of the Exchequer in Town 
" during the Circuits, or in the Law Vacations, it may be 
" expedient to empower this Board to adminifter to Accoun- 
" tants the Oath of Atteftation, in like Manner as they are 
< c now authorized to examine Accountants and others upon 
" Oath, for the better Inveftigation of Accounts depending." 

" 6th. In refpect to the better regulating the Accounts 
" which are brought into this Office, the Commiffioners 
" reprefent, that by the Ac> of the Twenty-third of His 
" Majefty, for the better Regulation of the Office of Pay- 
** mafter General of His Majefty's Forces, the Accounts of 
" that Office are directed to be made up Annually, and to 
<c be figned and atteited by every Paymafter General, who 
" fhall have paid or difcharged any Part of the faid Accounts; 

" that 
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«* that the Commiflioners having experienced great Difficulties 
" in obtaining the Atteftations required by the faid Aft, by 
" which the Paymafter's Account has been very inconveni- 
" ently retarded, they fubmit the Expediency of an Altera- 
" tion of the Law in this refpect, and that the Paymafter 
" General be exonerated from this Duty of attefting the 
" Account upon Oath : and that the. Accountant General of 
" the Pay Office, whofe Duty it is to make up the fame, be 
*>' required to atteft it upon Oath, in the ufual Form of fuch 
'* Atteftations, but without relieving the Paymafter General 
" in any Refpect from his prefent Refponfibility." 

" 7th. The Commiflioners reprelent, that in the Annual 
" Account of the Receiver of the Firft Fruits and Tenths of 
" the Clergy, the Accountant is charged with the Tenths of 
" fundry Livings, Hofpitals, Chantries, &c. which are ex- 
" empted from Payment of Tenths, and with the Tenths of 
" others, which cannot now be found ; they therefore fubmit 
" whether the Archbifhopsand Bilhopsof each Diocefe fhould 
c * not be required to revile and correct the Roll, which forms 
" the Charge on the Receiver of the Firft Fruits and Tenths 
** of the Clergy, by ftriking out all fuch Hofpitals, Chantries, 
" &c. as have through Inadvertence been inferted in that 
" Roll, though exempted by the Adl for the Suppreflion of 
" Religious Houles ; and alio all thofe Livings, which fince 
" that Time have been exonerated by Order of the Court of 
" Exchequer, or which remain without Incumbents, becaufe 
" they are not worth the Expence of paying the Firft Fruits 
" and Tenths for them. Such a Regulation would greatly 
** tend to Amplify this Account, and would prevent the un- 
" neceffary Labour of Clerks in this Office." 

" 8th. As the periodical Accounts of the feveral Branches 
" of the Revenue, and the Annual Accounts of Expendi- 
" ture, are made up to different Periods of the Year, the 
" Commiflioners fubmit, whether Uniformity in this Refpect 
" would not be beneficial, by facilitating the Preparation and 

" Comparifon 
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" Companion of Accounts of different Offices for particular 
** Periods. At the fame Time, this is a Regulation which 
'* they mention with great Diffidence, being fenfible that it 
" may poffibly be attended with Inconveniences, which they 
" do not in all Cafes pretend to forefee. In cafe fuch a 
" Meafure were to be adopted, the Four Quarterly Days, 
" according to the New Stile, or the laft Days of the Four 
" Quarterly Months of March, June, September, and De- 
" cember, might be fixed upon, as fhould be found mod 
** expedient." 

" oth. The Commiflioners reprefent, that the ancient 
" Procels by Scire facias from the Pipe Office, to recover 
" Balances due from Accountants on declared Accounts, 
« having much fallen into Difufe, and being attended with 
" great Delay, it may perhaps be expedient that a fummary 
" Procefs, to be fettled by His Majefty's Law Officers, fhould 
" be eftablifhed by AcT: of Parliament, in order to facilitate 
" the Recovery of fuch Balances, as for Want of fome fuch 
" fummary Procefs, Accountants with large Balances in their 
" Hands are induced to refill the Payment thereof, with 
v very undue Advantage to themfelves, and with great 
" Detriment to the Public." 

" i oth. The Commiflioners reprefent, that in cafe any 
" Public Accountant lhall chufe to refide in Ireland, the 
" Board, as the Law now ftands, are not able to enforce 
" Obedience to their Precepts in that Kingdom. They 
*' therefore fubmit, whether it may not be expedient to re- 
" commend to the Lord Lieutenant, and the Adminiftration 
" of that Kingdom, to promote the paffing of an Act of 
* Parliament there, authorizing his Majefty's Attorney Gene- 
<c ral of Ireland, and the Courts of Juftice there, to proceed 
tc againft Public Accountants refident in that Kingdom, who 
" may refufe to account for Public Money in their Hands, 
" upon the fpecial Certificate of this Board, in like Manner 
" as may be now done in Scotland and the Colonies, by the 

" 19th 
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«* 19th Section of the Aft for better auditing the Public 
" Accounts ; whereby Accountants, who are wilful De- 
«* faulters, will no longer be able to fhelter themfelves in any 
" Part of His Majefty's Dominions." 

Thefe Meafures Your Committee recommend to the Con- 
fideration of the Houfe : And they think it further incum- 
bent upon them to recommend, that the large Accounts 
which have been ftated to the Treafury, and are there dill 
depending, Ihould be proceeded upon without Delay ; and 
alfo, that the Payment of Balances upon Accounts declared, 
fo far as the fame have not been fince liquidated, fhould be 
fpeedily inforced ; the Honour and Intereft of the Executive 
Government, and the Juftice due to Individuals, being 
equally concerned in the final Settlement of Accounts, fo 
various in their Nature, and fo important by their Mag- 
nitude. 



CONCLUDING REMARKS : 

THUS far Your Committee have proceeded ; when they 
find themfelves obliged, by the Clofe of the Seffion, to ter- 
minate their Inquiries. 

They by no Means prefume to think, that the Statements 
upon each Subject might not have been mere ample, and the 
Observations more correct, if Circumftances had allowed 
them to purlue a longer Courfe of lnveftigation. 

They have neverthelefs thought it incumbent upon them 
to lay before the Houfe fuch Materials as they have collected, 
arranged under fuch Heads as appeared to them to afford the 
mod diftinct View of the Manner in which they have endea- 
voured to fulfil the concluding Inftruction given to them by 
the Houfe : and they have been anxious, throughout thefe 
Reports, to make no Statement, unlefs it is fupported by 

fomc 
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fome Document or Teftimony referred to in the Margin, and 
in almoft every Inftance inferted at length in the Appendix. 
This will enable the Houfe to afcertain the precife Grounds 
upon which their Reprefentations reft, and give the ready 
Means of correcting what may be erroneous. 

Some General Remarks have occurred to Your Committee 
in the Courfe of their Inquiries, of which they have exprefsly 
referved the Statement for the Conclufion of thefe Reports. 

I. They beg Leave to obferve, that the Juftice and Libe- 
rality of the Executive Government will be called upon, in 
all Inftances where the Meafures propofed by Your Committee 
if adopted, may occafion the Removal of Individuals 
from their pkesent Offices, to make fuitable Compen- 
sation to all fuch Perfons, until Opportunities lhall occur 
of placing them in other Official Situations, of Duties in 
fome Degree fimilar, and of Profits proportionate to the fair 
and ordinary Emoluments of their former Offices, fo far 
as it may be practicable ; a due Attention to Public CEco- 
nomy requiring that the earlieft Means mould be taken for 
making fuch Arrangements. 

II. That it may very materially conduce to the Ends of 
Public GEconomy, if Parliament fliould think fit to require 
Annual Accounts of every Increase and Diminution 
which may have taken Place in the Courfe of each preceding 
Year, in the Salaries, Emoluments, and Expences of all 
Public Offices. 

III. It appearing to Your Committee, that a Practice has 
long prevailed (though checked of late in many important 
Inftances) of Perfons employed in the Public Service holding 
Sinecure Offices, and that Cafes have occurred of Perfons 
holding feveral Offices at the fame Time ; Your Committee 
think it their Duty to fubmit fome Obfervations on Sinecures 
and Efficient Places, either as holden separately, or 
as combined in the fame Perfon. 

i. A 
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i. A Sinecure, in the Opinion of your Committee, is to 
be confidered only as a Penfion with an oftenfible Office an- 
nexed to it ; and whether a Sinecure be fuch from the Nature 
of the Office, or whether it be rendered fuch by the principal 
Officer of an efficient Department employing an allowed 
Deputy, there is no material Difference in the Propriety or 
Impropriety of uniting it with other Offices. 

It appears to Your Committee, that Sinecure Offices of 
high Rank in fome of the ancient Eftablimments of the 
State, may be ufefully employed, in particular Inflances, as, 
either to accompany a Peerage given for the Reward of per- 
fonal Services, or, to fecure an honourable Retreat to Perfons 
who are entitled to Marks of Public Favour by the long and 
meritorious Difcharge of the Duties of high Office, or who 
have facrificed lucrative profeffional Situations on engaging in 
the Public Service ; by veiling fuch Offices in the Perfons 
themfelves, or in their immediate Defcendants. And Par- 
liament, in reforming the Exchequer, feems to have recog- 
nized the general Principle, by preferving fome of the higheft 
and moft honourable Offices in that Department, as the 
Means of enabling the Crown to make Provifions of this 
Nature. 

But Your Committee conceive, as fo Sinecures lefs con- 
nected with Circumftances of Honour or Diftinftion, that 
if they are defigned as Provifions for Perfons, who may 
defervedly be the Objects of Royal Bounty — a Provifion of 
equal Value, in the direct Form of a Penfion, is more ftri&ly 
characteriftic of its Purpofe, and therefore more likely to be 
watched in its Amount and Application. All the Patent, 
Offices in the Cuftoms, of which the Commiffioners of Ac-- 
counts recommended the Abolition, were Sinecures of this 
Defcription. 

It has alio not efcaped the Notice of Your Committee, 
that Sinecure Offices are liable to an Evil, which is the juft 
Object of Public Jealoufy, inalmuch as Perfons who would 

Appendix, P not 
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not avowedly hold Penfions in their own Name, and could 
not eafily prevail upon others to hold them in their Names, 
may find it lefs difficult to profit clandeftinely, or even ille- 
gally, by Appointments of this Defcription, under the Cover 
of a Truft veiled in ibme other Perfon, who is reprefented 
to the Public as the real Holder of the Office. And Your 
Committee beg Leave to obferve, that Parliament has re- 
peatedly marked its Senfe of the Poffibility of the evil 
Confequences of this Abule in either Cafe, by prohibiting 
Perfons from fitting in the Houfe of Commons for whom 
Penfions or dilqualitying Offices are holden in Truft. 

2. The Union of feveral Sinecures in the fame Perfon, 
according to the View which Your Committee have taken of 
this Subject, will differ from the Cafe of a fingle Sinecure 
only in the Degree of Profit or Honour annexed to them, 
and not in the Propriety with which they may be bellowed ; 
But the Union of inferior Sinecures to efficient Places, can 
only be proper, as a Mode of giving an adequate Compen- 
fation to an Officer whofe Salary is inadequate : And Your 
Committee are of Opinion with the Commiffioners of Enquiry, 
that the Necefiity of reforting to fuch Modes of Compenfation 
fhould be done away, by giving adequate Salaries in all 
Cafes, and by the Eftablifhment of fome proper Mode of 
Superannuation. 

3. It is the Union of more than One efficient Office in the 
fame Perfon which is liable to become in many Inftances ftill 
more prejudicial to the Public Service. 

It the Duties of each require to be performed at the fame 
Time, and at Places remote from each other, the Plurality is 
mifchicvous in its Effect and Example : It throws the Duty 
of fome of thefe Offices into the Hands of Perfons, who 
were not originally felected for them, and who do not receive 
the Rewards annexed by the Public to fuch Services. Your 
Committee fee with Concern and Difapprobation, that a 
Practice has long prevailed in fome of the Departments which 

they 
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they have inveftigated, of allowing Individuals to hold feveral 
efficient Offices, which appear to Your Committee to be in 
their Nature incompatible. 

But it is equally clear, that if the Duties incident to each 
Employment can be performed without either of them inter- 
fering with the other, the Public may derive very ellcntid 
Advantages from fuch Arrangements. Even as a Meafure of 
CEconomy, it may become prudent to unite Offices of this 
Clafs together, whenever the Duties are neceffary, but not 
frequent ; becaufe it will enable the Public to obtain the 
Performance of each at lefs Charge than if the Perfon ap- 
pointed to it was prohibited from holding other Employments, 
as he muff, in fuch Cale, have a Salary, or lbme other Pro- 
vision fufficient to maintain him- even when unoccupied. 
The Public may alio derive Advantages of much higher Im- 
portance from fuch an Union of Offices, if their Duties are 
confident, by availing itfelf to the utmoft of the Talents of 
Individuals; and if the refpective Duties of fuch Offices be 
faithfully difcharged, Juftice add Policy will : concur in 
tanctioning an accumulated Reward for accumulated Services.

The Two Secondaries, and each of the Six Sworn Clerks or 
Attornies, are entitled to admit into the Office, and take an articled 
Clerk, and to receive fuch Fee with him on the Execution of the 
Articles as may be agreed upon. 

Each Clerk is articled for Five Years, performing fuch Duty as 
the Gentleman to whom he is articled fhall require ; and at the 
Expiration of that Term becomes what may be called an Ex- 
pectant, 
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pcciant, entitled to Preferment by Seniority, according to the Time 
of his Admiffion into the Office. Till the Firft Clerk fo admitted 
and taken into the Office fhall have fucceeded by Rotation to the 
Situation of the youngeft Sworn Clerk or Attorney, or fhall die, 
the Perfon to whom be was articled is precluded from taking 
another Clerk. 

The Bufmefs of the Office is divided amongft the Secondaries 
and Sworn Clerks, in Proportions, according to their Handing, 
afligning to the eldeft the greateft Share, and lefs in Proportion to 
every Officer under him ; fo that the Duties and Fees to the 
youngeft Sworn Officer are very final 1. 

The Fees payable to them in refpeft of the Bufinefs tranfa&ed 
with the Sheriffs of the feveral Counties, are particularized in the 
Schedule of Fees to the Aft of 3d. Geo. I. Cap. 15. and their 
Fees refpefting all other Bufinefs are fet forth in the Table of Fees 
made out in Obedience to His Majefty's Commands, in purfuance 
of an Addrefs of the Honourable the Houfe of Commons of the 
28th Day of January, 1715, and of which Schedule and Table 
Copies are preparing to be laid before your Committee. 

The above-mentioned Fees have not been varied or augmented ; 
and whenever any new Account has been created refpefting any 
Department in His Majefty's Service, the Fees to be paid to each 
Officer in the Office of the Clerk of the Pipe, in refpeft of fuch 
new Account, have always been approved and allowed by Warrant 
from the Lords of the Treafury. 

The Pipe Office is open every Day, from Ten in the Morning 
till Four in the Evening, during which Time a fufficient Number 
of Sworn Officers and others attend to tranlatt. the Bufinefs. 

I do not believe that any of the Gentlemen in the Pipe Office, 
independent of their Situations there, hold any Penfion, Place, or 
Employment under Government.

An ACCOUNT of the Duty of the FOUR TELLERS of the 

Receipt of the Exchequer. 

THE Tellers are appointed to receive and pay all Monies coming 
into their refpefhve Offices, arifmg by the Revenues of the King- 
dom. As thefe Revenues are very large, and confift of feveral 
Branches under various Heads, the Tellers have divided the 
Bufinefs, each of them taking, as near as poffiWe, a Fourth Part, 
for which he is accountable. It is the Bufinefs of this Office, to 
receive, keep, and pay the Money belonging to the Public. Every 
Perfon who pays Money into the Exchequer, enters in the Wafte 

Book 
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Book the Name of the Perfon who is to pay it, the Sum, and 
upon what Account ; the Deputy Teller tranfcribes this Entry in 
the Wafte Book in Latin, upon a Piece of Parchment, called a 
Bill, figns it, and tranfmits it through a Pipe into the Tally Court. 

Upon Production of an Order or Debenture direfted by the 
Auditor, and recorded by the Clerk of the Pells, the Deputy Teller 
pays to the Perfon applying, the Sum therein mentioned, taking 
his Receipt ; thefe Receipts and Payments are all entered in various 
Books every Day, the Receipts are agreed with the Clerk of the 
Pells, and the Payments with the Examiner of the Tellers Vouchers ; 
the Teller agrees the Weekly Certificate, which is tranfmitted to 
the Treafury, with the Auditor and Clerks of the Pells ; the Half 
Yearly Certificate is agreed in like Manner. The Public Money 
is kept in Chefls, to which there are Three Keys, One kept by 
the Teller, One by the Clerk of the Pells, and One by the 
Chamberlain, thefe Three attend whenever it is neceffary to open 
the Chefls.

THIS Office coufifls of Two Chamberlains, and Two De- 
puties ; it is called The Tally Court, whofe Bufinefs it is to flnke 
Tallies for the Perfons who pay Money into the Exchequer ; this 
Tally is an Acquittance, and confifts of Two Parts, the Tally 
which is delivered to the Perfun who pavs, and the Counterpart, 
called The Foil, which the Deputy Chamberlain on the Court Side 
takes and keeps until the Perfon paffes his Accounts, the Sum paid 
in being cut upon the Tally ; and the Name of the Perfon, the 
Date, and the Head of the Duly, being wrote on each bide by the 
Tally Writer, and the Tally being fplit into Two Parts, the Senior 
of the Two Deputy Chamberlains reads the Tally, the other holds, 
the Foil, and fees that it agrees with the Tally, and the Clerk of 
the Iniroitus fees that it agrees with his Entry of the Receipt. In 
this Office are kept the Standard Weights and Meafurcs; the 
Weights and Meafurcs delivered to the Subjefts are here fized and 
fealed. The Chiimberlains alfo haye each a Key to the Treafury, 
where the Standard Pieces of Gold and Silver are kept, and attend 
at the Trial of the Pix.

A Summary of the Mode of conducing the Bufinefs in the Office 
of the Chamberlains on the Court Side of the Exchequer. 

THE Officers are Two Chamberlains and Two Deputies, and 
the Bufinefs is to receive from the Tally Court, and keep the Foils 
until an Account is brought to be juftified, at which Time the 
Tallies for the Sums paid into the Exchequer are produced with 
the Account, and left with the Deputy Chamberlains, who com- 
pares the Tallies with the Foils ; and if they agree, a peculiar 
Mark is made on each by an Inftrument kept for that Purpofe, by 
which Mark the Officers of the Pipe know that the Tallies have 
fa'een examined and approved in this Office.

A fummary ACCOUNT of the Mode of conducing Bufinefs in 
the Department of the CLERK of the PELLS. 

IT is the Duty of the Clerk of the Pells to enter feparately, and 
ciftinctlv, every Receipt, and every Iffue of the Exchequer, fpe- 
cifying from whom the Money has been received, and on what 
Account, and to whom the Money is iffued, by what Authority, and 
and for what Service ; he makes thefe Entries in Latin, and after- 
wards engroffes arid records them verbatimon Rolls of Parchment. 

He enters and records all the Letters Patent, Privy Seals, Signs 
Manual, Treafury Warrants, or other Inflruments, by which Iffues 
of Money are authorized to be made, or ftopped, in His Majefty's 
Exchequer ; and it is his Duty to check each Iffue when tranfmitted 
to him from the Auditor, and to withhold the Record (without 
which the Teller cannot make Payment) until he is fatisfied that 
fuch Iffue is duly authorized. 

He has the Cuftody of the Key of One of the Three different 
Locks of all the Money Chefts in the Tellers Offices, and as none 

of 
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of them can be opened without his Attendance, no Addition nor 
Dimunition of the Treafure can take place without his Privity 
and Confent. 

He attends in the Tallv Court to take Account from the Tellers 
Bills of all Monies paid into their refpeclive Offices, and he 
examines and checks the Tallies, levied by the Court, in refpeel of 
the faid Payments. 

He alfo attends in the Tellers Offices at theCIofeof every Day, 
to charge the Tellers with the Sums received, according to the 
Articles contained in their Bills previoufly thrown down the Pipe 
to the Court below, and to fee the Treafure depofited fecurely in 
the proper Chefls, alfo to deliver out of the Chefts, fuch Portion 
of the Treafure as the previous IfTues of the Exchequer fhall 
require. 

He examines the Tellers Chefls at his own Difcretion, and 
affixes his Seal or Signature on any Part of their Contents. 

He examines, enters, and figns the general Impreft Rolls, or 
Certificates of Accountants, by which Receivers of Imprefted 
Money become chargeable therewith, in the Remembrancer's 
Office, on the King's Behalf; alfo the particular Impreft Rolls or 
Ceitificates, required and made out for every Accountant. 

At the End of the Week he certifies to the Treafury a Statement 
of the Receipts and IfTues of the Exchequer, and of the Sums 
remaining in the Tellers Hands, diftinguifhing the Particulars un- 
der their feveral Heads, and the Amount in each Teller's Office 
refpeftively. 

At Eafter and Michaelmas he ftates and engrofTes, in Vellum 
Books, two declared Accounts of the Receipts, the IfTues, and the 
Remains of the preceding Terms : One of thefe Accounts is 
tranfmitted to the Lords Commiffioners of His Majefty's Treafurv, 
the other is depofited amongft the Records in the Pell Office. 

Various Tranfaclions emanate from thefe important Duties, too 
diffufe to be fpecified, the Performances of which are invariably 
regulated by the ancient Courfe of the Exchequer, and the Direc- 
tion of the Legiflature.

A fummary ACCOUNT of the Mode of conducting Bufinefs in 
the Department of the Auditor of the Receipt ot his Ma- 
jefty's Exchequer. 

It is the Duty of the Auditor of the Exchequer to keep a Daily 
Account of all the Money received into and ilfued out of the Ex- 
chequer under the various Heads of Duties ; to make up, at the 

End 
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End of every Week, an Account of the Receipts, Iffues, and 
Remains of every Duty, and to tranfmit a Copy of it to the Trea- 
fury; and at the End of every Half Year to fend a Declaration 
containing the Amount of all the Receipts and I flues, during that 
Period, with the Remains. 

He has a Clerk conftantly attending in the Tally Court, from 
whom he derives a Knowledge of the Daily Receipts. 

All Iffues of Money out of the Exchequer, are made either by 
Warrant, Order, Debenture, or Bill, all of which pafs through 
the Hands of the Firft Clerk, and give him Knowledge of the 
Iffues. 

In his Office are entered all the Letters Patent, Privy Seals, 
Signs Manual, Treafury Warrants, &c. directing the Iffues of 
Money, as alfo of all Inftruments entitling the different Perfons to 
receive the fame ; and it is his Duty to take Care that no Money 
is fo iflued without the proper Authorities. He examines the 
Tellers Chelts every Twenty-eight Days, or oftener, to fee they 
agree with his Accounts, as likewife the Tellers Vouchers. 

The general Impreif Rolls or Certificates, by which Receivers of 
imprefted Money become chargeable in the Remembrancer's 
Office, as well as Impreff Rolls for the Individual Accountants, 
are made out in this Office, together w ith all Exchequer Bills ; 
and the Management of the Annuities payable at the Exchequer, 
with various other Duties, are under his Direct ion.

RETURN to Order for a Statement of the Reafons why the 
Deputy Clerk of the Pells has not been, according to the Statute, 
dircfted by the Treafury to pay the Sum remaining due on Ac- 
count of the Fees of certain regulated Exchequer Offices, which 
accrued in 1796. 

THE Statute of 23 Geo. III. Cap. 82. Sec. 9. does not require 
the Payments to be made by the Fiift Clerk to the Clerk of the 
Pells into the Exchequer, at any particular Periods 

The Statement of the Receipts and Payments of Mr. Roberts for 
the Year 1796 was not delivered into the Treafury till the 12th of 
this Month. The Payment by him of £. 15,000, in January laft, 
into the Exchequer, was on Account, and he is now ordered to 
pay the Balance, of £'.36,761.

IN Anfwer to the Queftions put to me by the Honourable Com- 
mittee, I humbly beg Leave to- fliate, that I do not conceive any 
Benefit whatever would be derived to the Public from difcontinuing 
the eflablifhed and antient Mode of recording the Receipts and 
IfTues of His Majefty's Exchequer in Latin ; and I am further of 
Opinion, that if thofe Proceedings were direfted in future to be 
made in EngHfh, that the prefent Records in a few Years would 
become obfolete and unintelligible. 

During the Thirty-two Years that I have performed Duties in 
the Exchequer, I have never known of any Error therein, not even 
of one Farthing;, and I am of Opinion, that the Principles on 
'■which the refpeftive Offices are conftrufted, muft ever render the 
Accounts of the Exchequer perfe&ly correct. 

But I have always lamented that fo certain a Security againft 
Forgery, as the Wooden Tally moft undoubtedly is, fhould be 
doomed to be abolifhed ; it is traditionally reported, that the Tallv 
(in whofe Formation Seven diftinft Officers are concerned) did 
detect a fraudulent Receiver in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth; 
perhaps it is not quite fo certain, that the Check Receipt intended 
to be fubftituted tor the Tally hereafter, by the Directions of the 
Aft for regulating the Exchequer, may at a.11 Times prove fo 
fuccefsful.

And alfo inflrufled to (late an Account of the feveral Stocks or

Several of the Departments connected with thefe

THE PUBLIC REVENUE 

FOR THE YEAR 1 797. 

YOUR Committee, in entering upon this Subject, bog 
leave to obferve, that the Account of the Public Re- 
venue, which they are directed to ftate for the Year 1797, is, 
in many important Points, more comprehenlive than any 
which have been ufually prepared for the Confkleration ot 
Parliament. The Account which Your Committee Hated 
for the Year 1796 was drawn up in a Form fomewhat ftmilar *j 
but Your Committee, in obedience to their prefent Inftruc- 
tions, have endea\ - ourcd to render this more complete in its 
general Arrangement, and more circumflantial in its parti- 
cular Details ; and They truft it will be found to prefent a 
more juft and accurate View of the whole fyftem and its An- 
nual Produce, than can be derived from combining the 
Quarterly Accounts of the Income and Charges of the Con- 
solidated Fund, or ot the Total Net Produce of the Perma- 
nent Taxes, notwithstanding the particular Utility of thole 
Accounts for other Purpofes of Companion. 

Your Committee, however, in order to fulfil the Object 
of their Inftru&ions in fuch a Manner as may be moft Satis- 
factory to the Houfe, have ftated, I. A general Account 
of the Public Incomk for the Yfar 1797, in its largeft 
Extent, and 11. They have afterwards ftated the Income of 
the Consolidated Fund for the Year 1797 (which is more 
comprehenlive than the Account of the Produce of the Pcr-

manent Taxes) combining the Quarterly Accounts of the 
Confolidated Fund, and arranging them in fuch a Way, as 
may lhew the Exchequer Receipt of 1797, upon the Taxes 
exifting before the prelent War, and upon thofe impofed in 
each fubfequent Year, and may alfo enable the Houfe to 
compare the Amount of their Produce with the Amount of 
the Charge created at the lame Periods. 



I. 

THE GENERAL 

ACCOUNT OF THE PUBLIC INCOME. 

WITH a View to ftate the total Amount of the Public 
Income, it is obvious that a much larger Range of Inquiry 
mud be taken, than can belong to the ordinary Accounts of 
the Permanent Taxes, or of the Confolidated Fund, as even 
the latter, which is the mod comprehenlive, reprefents only 
the Amount of the Monies received and placed to that Spe- 
cial Account at the Exchequer ; whereas, Firft, There are 
large Sums taken in many Inftances out of particular Taxes, 
and applied by Law to National Purpofes, fo as to intercept 
the Public Revenue in its Palfage to the Exchequer, and 
prevent what is fo applied from ever appearing there : Se- 
condly, The Exchequer Accounts do not comprize the Land 
Tax, except by the occasional Infertion of fome fractional 
Sums under the Head of Arrears: Thirdly, The Produce of 
many important Sources of Revenue, fuch as the Aflefled 
Taxes, Salt Duty, and Poft OrKce, is ftated by the Exche- 
quer only in broken Details promifcuoufly with other Articles, 
under the Mifcellaneous Title of Incidents ; and under the 
fame Title of Incidents are included other Articles, luch as 
the Firft Fruits and Tenths, which have been long ago ftridtly 
appropriated, and do not form at prefent any Part of the 
difpofeable Income of the Public : Fourthly, The Exchequer 
Accounts ftate but very imperfectly the Amount of thofe 
lefler Branches of the Revenue, which are furrendered by 
the Crown to the Public as an equivalent in Part for the 

Civil 
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Civil Lift ; particularly the Revenue derived from the Crown 
Lands : And Fifthly, They never ftate the Produce of any 
Lottery or Loan. 

Many of the Articles above enumerated do not come 
within the official Knowledge of the Exchequer ; and they 
are known only to the particular Departments concerned in 
the feparate Collection of each Specie* of Revenue ; but their 
Amount is confiderable, and they mult ail be diltinctly fpe- 
cified in any complete Statement of the Particulars which 
conftitue the Public Income. 

Your Committee conceive, that in order to exhibit a com- 
plete View of all the Sources which contribute to the Public 
Income of Great Britain, fo as to include every Article which 
belongs to it, and place each under its proper Head, they 
fhould be clafled thus : I. Ordinary Revenues ; viz. i. 
Permanent and Annual Taxes; 2. The imall Branches of 
the Hereditary Revenue. II. Extraordinary Resources, 
including wirious Articles of cafual Receipt, which may be 
diftinguiihed into, 1. Monies paid by Individuals to the 
Public > 2. Impreft Monies refunded ; 3. Lottery; and, 4. 
Loans. And upon each of thefe Heads fhould be ftated the 
Grofs and Net Receipt of the given Year ; the Rate per 
Centum for which the fame has been collected ; the Payments 
made out of the Net Produce for Public Purpoles in Antici- 
pation of the Exchequer Receipt ; and, the Amount of the 
final Payments into the Exchequer: — It is evident alio, that 
iuch an Account cannot be complete, without (hewing the 
Amount of the Balances received from the Produce of pre- 
ceding Years and the Amount aifo of the outftanding 
Balance, which is to remain over to the Account of the Year 
enfuing. 

Such an Account Your Committee, by Means of the fame 
very able Alliftance which they received laft Year from Mr. 
Irving, the Infpcctor General of the Exports and Imports 
of Great Britain, have accordingly endeavoured to prepare ; 
and the following is an Abftract of its Contents : 
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The entire Account, of which the preceding Table is an 
Abftract, contains many further Details. It diftinguifh.es, 
throughout, the Produce of England from that of Scotland, 
upon each Branch of the Revenues ; and it diftinguifh.es the 
component Parts -of the Balances, whether brought to ac- 
count in 1797, or cairied over to 1798, by noting in each 
Cafe the Amount ol Calh in the Hands of the Collectors, or 
of the Receivers General, and the Amount of Bills remitted, 
but not due. ,< .-. > ^ ■ >_ ... \ 

Many Obfcrvations upon every Branch of the Revenue 
neceflarily relult from this View ; and Your Committee pro- 
ceed to fubmit to the Houfe fuch as appear to them to be 
moil important, by {rating, iff. Such Circumftances as 
relate to the Grofs arid Net Produce of each particular Branch 
within the Year 1*97, and flic comparative Receipt of the 
Years 1797 and 1796, upon the principal Blanches, sdly, 
Such Circumftances as relate to the State of Balances upon 
each Revenue at the Commencement and Termination of 
the Year ; and, 3dly, Such further Facts and Remarks as 
may tend to complete the Statements contained in their 
former Reports upon the fame Subjects, with regard either 
to the Eftablifhmsnt by which th^ particular Revenue is 
managed, or to the Efficacy of its Checks and Regulations. 



I. ORDINARY REVENUES. 

1. Of the Permanent and Annual Taxes, the Firft 
which come under Confideration, are

§ r. THE Grofs Produce of thefe Duties, in 1797, falls 
fhort of the fame in 1796, by/42,054. But, in order to 
make a fair Companion between the Produce of thefe Two 
Years, the new Duties and. Additional Per Centagc impofed 
in 1796 and 1797 ought to be excluded, the Duties of 1796 
not having been in full Operation before 1797* i and upon

vol. in. S excluding 
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excluding thefe it will be found that the Net Produce of 
1797 falls Ihort of the Year 1796, by £473,575. 

This Decreafe ha^ principally arifen upon Wines*, but as 
the Check to the Importation of this Article in 1797 nay in 
a great Meafure be attributed to an Opinion that a Reduc- 
tion of the Duty would take piace, or that the Duties would 
have been allowed to have been bonded ; and as the Impor- 
tation of the prefent Year, fo far as it is advanced, exceeds 
that of the laft Year in the correfponding Period, by about 
One-Third, there is Reafon to expect that the former Defi- 
ciencies may in fome Degree be made good. 

Your Committee beg leave to remark, that in ftating this 
Head of Revenue they have not included the Duty of Four 
and Half per Cent, derived from Barbadoes and the Leeward 
Iflands, notwithftanding it was included in the total Amount 
of the Cuftoms by the Committees of 1782 and 1786, and 
was alfo included in the general Amount of the Public Re- 
venue by the Committee of 1791. It conftantly has been 
omitted of late Years, and Your Committee think not im- 
properly. 

§ 2. It is with Satisfaction that Your Committee find, 
that there are no Balances in the Elands of the Receiver Ge- 
neral of the Culloms for England, either at the Commence- 
ment or Termination of the Year 1797 ; and that the Ba- 
lances in the Hands of the Country Collectors at thefe ref- 
pective Periods do not much exceed in the one Cafe £22,000, 
and in the other £16,000, upon a Grols Revenue of more 
than Six Millions. But Your Committee cannot forL.ear to 
remark, that upon a Revenue, whereof the Grofs Amount 
is only £284,577, collected from the Cuftdms in Scotland, 
the Balances in the Hands of the Collectors are, in the firft 
Cafe above £46,000, and in the latter more than £53,000; 
and the Receiver General in retaining above £71,000 on the 
5th of January 1797, arKl abov e £40,000 on the 5th of 
January 1798, appears to keep in his Hands a very large 
Proportion of the Revenue within his Department. 
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§ 3. The general Syftem of Regulations and Checks 
belonging to this Department has been already detailed by 
Your Committee in a former Report *. The only Matters 
which They have further to notice upon this Subject are, 
I. The Expences of the Quarantine Eftablifhments, which 
are defrayed out of the Cuftoms. 2. The State of Fees to 
Oncers at the Out Ports in England. 3 The Eftablilhment 
in Scotland. 4. The- Eftablifhments for collecting this Re- 
venue in the Britifh Colonies and Plantations. 

1. Upon the Quarantine Your Committee beg leave to 
remark, that there has been a confiderable Diminution of 
Expence lince 17S2. The prefent Amount of the Salaries 
ai d Emoluments to Officers is £2,479. $s. dd. and the other 
Expences of this Service amount only to ,£8^8. i$s. v.\d. 
In Explanation of the Mode in which the Service is now 
coiuludted at Three of the principal Ports of the Kingdom, 
Returns are annexed from Hull, Liverpool -f*, and Portf- 
moutk An Act was puffed in the Year 1772 for erecting a 
Lazaretto on Land ; and feveral Regulations for the Conduct 
of Quarantine were propofed in 1791 by a Perfon eminently 
qualified to advife upon this Subject. No Buildings, how- 
ever, have yet been erected anv where for this Purpofe ; but 
Your Committee are informed that many important Altera- 
tions and Improvements in this Service are under the actual 
Confideration ot Government. 

2. Your Committee have fubjoined to this Report an 
Account of the Total Amount of the Fees and Gratuities 
(exclulive of Allowances from the Crown, and Shares of Sei- 
zures) taken by the Officers at the different Out Ports of 
England during the Years 1794, 1795, and 1796, diftin- 
guilhing the In-door from the Out-door Officers, for the 
Purpofe of facilitating any Alteration in their Mode of Pay- 
ment, if it fhouid be thought expedient to adopt fuch a 
Meafure. 

3. It was the Wifh of Your Committee to have fubjoinec) 
an Account of the Eftablifhment for collecting the Cuftoms 
in Scotland, which was not included in the Reports of the 
Commiflioners of Accounts ; and the rather as Parliament

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had fpecially pointed it out for Inquiry upon a ffcrmer Occa- 
fion, by Star. 25 G. III. c 19 ; but Your Committee have 
beeh prevented from obtaining it by the Circumftances which 
are ftated in 'the annexed Return*. 

4. In order, however, to complete the Subject of the 
Cuftoms, lb far as their Materials enable them, They have 
laid before the Houie the State of the leveral Eftablilhments 
for the Management of this Branch of the Revenue" in the 
Britifh Colonies and Plantations. 

THE EXCISE. 

§ 1. THE Grofs Produce of thefe Duties in 1797 exceed 
thofe 1796, by nearly cne Million. And the Net Produce 
of 1797, compared with that of 1 796 (excluding the Duties 
impofed in 1796 and 1797, as in the Imtance. of the Cuftoms) 
thews an Increafe of £319,945. \ 

This Revenue, as well as the Cuftonps, has fuftained a 
coniiderable Diminution in tlic Article Of Wines, although 
there is Reafon to expect that their Amount is now rifing. 
There has likewife been a Decieafe in the Years 1 796 and 
1797 compared with" the Tv\o \ .receding Years in the Duties 
upon Britilh Spirits ; but, un the other Hand, the Duties 
have been much increafed on Beer, Malt, Foreign Spirits, 
and Tobacco ; and it is important to remark, that the Me- 
dium Annual Amount of the Duties aniihjg from Beer in the 
Two laft Y"ears exceeds the Medium of the Two Years pre- 
ceding that Period by above £330,000 Net Produce ; and 
that upon the fame Period the Medium Annual Excefs in 
Favour of 1796 and 1797, on Malt Peij etual, is £69,791 
Net Produce, and on Malt Annual, £"97,591, 

§ 2. The Balance in the Hands of the Receiver General 
for England, at the beginning of 1797, was £15,322, and 
only £8 1 1 at the End of the Year, upon a Receipt of Ele- 
ven Millions ; whereas the Receiver General for Scotland, 
upon a Receipt of £851,775, retained above £106,000 at 
the Beginning, and above 58,000 at the End of the Year.

§ 3. The general Syftem of this Eftablilhment for Eng- 
land, was reported upon by Your Committee laft Year*, with 
detailed Oblervations upon the Circumftances refpe&ing the 
Remittances from Scotland. Your Committee have only 
now to fubjoin an Account of the Eftablilhment for Scotland. 
Parliament, in the Year 1785, directed an Inquiry into this 
Subject, but it neater was made. The prelent Account is 
arranged with the fame Regularity, and in the fame perfpi- 
cuous Method as the Account which was given of the Engliih 
Eftablilhment by the Board of Excite in London -j- ; and 
Obfervations arc annexed to each Articlp, in Explanation of 
any Special Circumftances connected with it ; and a regular 
Companion is drawn between the Extent and Expenceofthe 
whole Scottilh Eftablilhment in the Years 1782 and 1797* 
including alio the Amount of the Bills of Contingencies and 
Incidents. 

. THE STAMPS. 

§ I. The Grofs Produce for the Year 1797 exceeds that 
of 1796 by £358,000 I but the Net Produce of 1797 
(exclulive of the Duties impofed in 1796 and 1797) falls 
ihort by the Sum of £.34,000. 

It is to be oblerved, with regard to this Duty, that the 
Bank. Compofition for Stamps, amounting to £12,000, 
being paid directly into the Exchequer, never enters into the 
Stamp Office Account of the Duties under its Management. 

§, 2. The Balances in the Hands of the Receiver General 
of the Stamp Duties, do not appear to be unneceflarily 
large §; but Your Committee have found it impoffible to 
ftate the Balances in the Elands of the Country Diftributors : 
and an Enquiry into the Details connected with this Subject 
has led Your Committee to think that much Correction is 
wanting in the Management of this Branch of the Revenue. 

§ 3. Your Committee having, in their former Report 
upon the general Syftem of this Office ||, ftated an Account 

* See Report V. f See Report V. % Supplement (A.) 
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of the Produce of this Revenue, and the Amount of its 
Deductions, made up to the ift of Auguft 1796, proceeded 
now to call for a limilar Account made up to the iff of Au- 
guft 1797, with a View to aicertain the Details cf thisSyftem 
in its moft recent State*; but to their great Surprize they 
found that no complete Acrount of this Revenue, and its 
Charges of Management, had been made up to any later 
DaU than the ift of Auguft 1796, nor could be made up 
at prefent. An incidental Biil tor Town and Country, made 
up to the ift of Auguft 1797 has been produced ; but with 
refpe£fc to the Country Incidents, even that does not come 
down to a later Period than the ift of Auguft J 796, the 
Country Diftributors being left, as to their Incidents, always 
One Year in Arrear. 

An Examination of the Firft Commiffioner, and of the 
Deputy Comptroller, and of fome of the fubordinate Offi- 
cers of this Department, has eftablilhed the following Facts, 
all of which feem to require a further Inveftigation ; and 
moft of the Inconveniences ftated, are admitted to be capa- 
ble of receiving immediate Correction. 

1 . The Journal of the Head OfHce is incomplete, and 
there is no Ledger wherein to make Entries ; and the Annual 
Period to which the Office Accounts are made up ; viz. to 
the »ft of Auguft in each Year, inftead of the 5th of January, 
is alfo found to be inconvenient for public Purpofes. The 
Lottery Account, which is managed by the Stamp Office, is 
not made up Annually, nor included in the General Account. 

2. At the Head Office, it appears that not fewer than 
Thirty-three Places are occalionally difpofed of for pecuniary 
Considerations ; viz. Six in the Office of the Secretary ; 
Eleven in the Office of the Receiver General ; Five in the 
I ottcry Office ; Ten in the Office of the Comptroller Gene- 
ral, and One in the Office of the Comptroller of the Appren- 
tice Duty. The Office of this latter Comptroller is in itfelf 
Hated to be ufelefs. The Confumption of Stationary, which 
in this Office is an Article of great Expence, leems to require 
I ome fpecific Reftriftions ; and as it is reprefented to Your 
Committee, it would be more conducive to CEconomy if all 

• Supplement (F.) 
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the necefiary Articles of Expenditure at the Head Office 
were fupplied by Contract made upon open Competition. 

3. The Duties upon Advertifements are fuffered to run 
greatly in Arrear ; and thofe upon Pamphlets are very imper- 
fectly collected. The Charges of Management upon the 
Hair Powder Certificate Duty, amount to£ 12,831. 75. io§i. 
upon a Duty, whereof the Grofs Produce is only .£183,665. 
155. 6d. which, in companion with the Rate of Collection 
on other Stamp Duties is very difproportionate to its Produce, 
betides that the Eltablifhment for winch the Expence is in- 
curred occations great Inconvenience to the Public. 

4. It appears that the Country Diftribu tors generally receive 
Conlignm.nts of Stamps upon their mer? Requeft, without 
any Account at that Time rendered by them, or exifting in 
the Office, to Ihew the Amount of their Stock, in Hand, or 
the Arrear of Monies due to the Public at the Time of each 
frefh Confignment, their Accounts being made up only Once 
a Year. It is laid, indeed, that Stamps are occasionally 
withheld from the Diltributors, in order to quicken their 
Remittances ; but it is obvious, that this Practice may occa- 
fion great Inconvenience to the District of any fuch Diftri- 
butor, and expofe the Revenue to a Dimunition in the 
Conlumption of Stamps. Another Circumftance, connected 
with this Subject, alio requires to be noticed. The Diftri- 
butors do not uniformly appropriate their Remittances to the 
fpecific Duties, for which they have received the Monies re- 
mitted ; and as the Amount of all uiappropnated Duties is 
carried to the Account of the Confolidated Duties, it necef- 
farily precludes the Pofiibility oi accurately knowing the 
Product ivenefs of each Ducy fcparatcly : This was complained 
of by the Committee of 1791, and ltill remains uncorre cted. 

5. As the Variety of Stamps, even of the fame Value, 
which is now required for different Inllruments according to 
their different Sorts, is always inconvenient, and may acci- 
dentally produce Miftakes of very ferious Confequence, Your 
Committee have thought proper to enquire, whether any 
Meafure could be deviled which might, without Detriment 
to the Revenue, enable every Perfon who lhall have paid che 
Amount of the Stamp Duties required by Law, upon any 
particular Inftrument, to have the Benefit thereof as a valid 

Inftrument, 
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Inftrument, notwithftanding it may not bear the Stamp of 
the precife Denomination directed by Law. The Anlwer 
which they have received to this Queftion ftates, " That as 
a Matter of Finance 1 it is neceffary to preferve a Diftinclion 
of Duty : but that if a Table of the pref^nt Rates of Stamps, 
with the different Articles clearly and diftinctly defined, to 
which they are feveraliy applicable, could be formed, under 
the Opinion of the Twelve Judges, as was the Cafe at the 
Commencement of this Revenue, and then fixed by a De- 
claratory Law, the Inconvcnivnces and Grievances, which 
are now the Subject of mch general Complaint might be 
completely done away." 

6. It remains only tor Your Committee to add upon this 
Llead, that they have called for ihe Eftablifhment of the 
Stamp Office in Scotland, upon which it appears that the 
Salaries to the Officers at Edinburgh have only been increafed 
in the Total from £740 a Year to £960 a Year fince 1782, 
but that the Poundage to the Sub-diffributors upon the 
mere Increafe of Revenue has rifen from £1,859 to £6,393 
within the fame Period. 

THE LAND AND ASSESSED TAXES. 

§ 1. The Grofs Produce of thefe Duties in 1797 is Jefs 
than that of 1796, by above £86,552; in which Statement 
Your Committee have ad op led the Grols Sum actually col- 
lected in Money, and not the Amount of the AffefTment, in 
as much as that may never be collected to its whole Extent : 
And the Net Produce of 1797, compared with that of 1796* 
(cxclufive of the Duties impofed in 1795 and 1796, and of 
the Ptr Ccntages impofed fince 1793) thews a Decrcafe of 
about £ 1 58,852. 

§ 2. The Bilances in the Hands of the feveral Collectors 
cannot be ltated by Your Committee, for the Reafons for- 
merly amgned-f. Thofe in the Hands of the Receivers Ge- 
neral appear to have amounted, on the 5th of April 1798, to 
£397,282. 05. Sd. being lefs than their Amount on the 
5 th of April 1797 above £40,000.

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§ 3. Your Committee having reported laft Year up- 
on the Confutation of the Office for collecting this Revenue 
in England, They have now proceeded to add an Account 
of the Eftabliihment for the Collection of the Taxes on 
Houfes and Windows, &c. in Scotland ; the Grofs Amount 
of which Duties amounted in 1782 to .£18,443. 6s. %d. 
and in 1797 to £88,566. 175. id. 

The State of Arrears due . from the Receivers General, and 
particularly from thols of Scotland, having attracked the 
Notice of Your Committee in laft Year*, they have called 
for a limilar Account this Year, by which it will appear, that 
although in fome Inftances the former Balances have been 
very much reduced, yet upon others of great Amount, and 
particularly that of Mr. Fordyce, ftill amounting to ^89,873, 
no payment whatever has been made-j- ; but it is reprefented 
to your Your Committee, that fome Steps have been recently 
taken for carrying into Execution certain Propofals made 
by him towards the Liquidation of his Debt. 

THE SALT DUTIES. 

§ 1. The Grofs Produce of the Salt Duties in 1797 ex- 
ceeds that of 1796 by £89,000, and the Net Produce of 
1797 exceeds that of 1796 by £92,564; but the Net Pay- 
ments into the Exchequer for 1797 fall fhort of the fame in 
1796 by £1 2,52 \ %. This apparent Difference arifes merely 
from fome accidental Circumftances in bringing the Duties 
to Account at particular Periods ; for in comparing the 
Amount of the Exchequer Payments at the cuftomary Pe- 
riod (viz. the 5th of April) to which the. official Accounts of 
that Revenue are made up, it will be found that there is an 
lncreafe in favour of 1797 by above £60,000. This Cir- 
cumflance affords a ftrong Iiluftration of the Propriety of 
making up all Public Accounts to the fame Annual Periods, 
a Mealure which the Commiffioners for Auditing the Pub- 
lic Accounts have formerly recommended § ; and the 
5th of January being the Period to which the Annual Ac- 
counts of the Cuftoms.. and thole of the general Commerce 

* See Report VIII. Supplement (E.) \ Supplement (G.) 
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and Navigation of the Empire are made up, it would ma- 
nifefliy be mod eligible for the Public, that all the other 
Accounts fhould be made up Annually to that Date. 

§ 2. The Balance in the Hands of the Receiver General 
of the Salt Duty for England, at the Beginning of the Year 
1707, was £3^93, an d at the End of the Year £8,997. 

§ 3. Upon thefe and fome other Circumftances connected 
with the Eftablifhment for the Collection of this Revenue, 
Your Committee might think it neceftary to make many 
further Remarks in addition to what they ftated in their Re- 
port upon the Salt Revenue lail Year * j but they forbear to 
do fo, as the whole Matter is now under the immediate Con- 
fideration of Parliament. 

THE POST OFFICE, 

§ t. The Grofs Produce of the Poft Office in 1797 ex- 
ceeded that of 1796 by ^135,784-1-5 but as new Duties 
were impofed in 1797, without the Poflibilit'y of afcertaining 
from the Poft Office Accounts what was the diftind Amount 
of their Produce, no fuch Comparifon can be made of the 
Produce of the antecedent Duties, as your Committee have 
made in other Branches of the Revenue. 

§ 2. The Balance in the Hands of the Country Poft- 
mafters in England, on the 5th of January 1797, was 
£121,021, and on the 5th of January 1798 it was £148,979, 
upon a Grofs Receipt of £855,242. The Receiver Gene- 
ral's Balance, at the Beginning of the Year, was £23,122, 
and at the End of the Year, £"19,982. Whatever Reafoh, 
there may exift for leaving any Balances with the Receiver 
General for the Dilcharge of current Expenfes, there feems 
to be no Reafon whatever for delaying or expoiing to lols 
fuch large Sums in the Hands of the Country Poft Mafters. 
A recent Arrangement appears to have been made for acce- 
lerating their Payment, which may in fome Degree remedy 
this Inconvenience.

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§ 3. Your Committee having reported at great Length 
upon the Syftem and Regulations of this Office laft Year * ; 
were defirous of adding a further Account of the Poft Office 
Eftablilhment for Scotland ; but have not been able to ob- 
tain it, notwithstanding it has been repeatedly required. 

THE DUTIES ON PENSIONS, SALARIES, FEES, &c. 

§ 1 . The Net Produce of the One Shilling Duty, and of 
the Sixpenny Duty, appears to be larger in 1797 than in the 
preceding Year. The Caufes of this Increafe are particu- 
arized in the Papers annexed. 

§ 2. The Balance upon the Account of the Receiver 
General of the Sixpenny Duty, who receives for the Whole 
of Great Britain, is in favour of the Receiver ; and the Bal- 
lance upon the One Shiling Duty, in the Hands of the Re- 
ceiver General for England, on the 5th of January 1798, 
was only £0. 16s. jid. But the One Shilling Duty in 
Scotland is under the Management of a Diftinct Receiver 
General, whofe Collection for the Year ending 31ft Decem- 
ber 1797, amounted to £4,136 qs. 9^. and his Payments 
into the Exchequer were £111. 1/. yd: It appears, how- 
ever, that between the 5th of January and the 5th of April 
1798, he paid into the Exchequer the Sum of £31,800, 
which muft have been the Amount of Arrears for many pre- 
ceding Years. This Circumstance having excited the Atten- 
tion of Your Committee, They find that the Receivers of 
theie Duties are under no particular Instructions as to the 
Times at which they are to make their Payments into the 
Exchequer, a Defect which feems to require immediate Cor- 
rection. The Receiver General for his Majefty's Houfehold 
does not appear to have made any Payment into the* Exche- 
quer during the year 1797, on account of the One Shilling 
Duty, but before the 5th of April 1798 he paid the Sum of 
£698. 14J. 4^. upon that Account : In a Return which is 
annexed, the particular Amount of his Balances at different 
Periods is dated, and the Circumstances attending them are 
explained.

§ 3. Your Committee think it proper to ftate that thefe 
feveral Duties are created and regulated by Stat. 7 Geo. I. 
c. 27. f. 19. Stat. 31 G. II. t, '12. and Stat. 32 G. II. 
c. 33. which latter Aft repeals fo much of the preceding as 
required the Profits of Offices to be computed as tlhey were 
rated to the laft Land Tax. And Your Committee not hav- 
ing reported lafl Year upon the Circumftances of the One- 
Shilling Duty, fo far as they regard Scotland, take this Oc- 
cafion of preferring the Returns, which they have now re- 
ceived, as to the feveral Sources from which that Duty is 
there collected. 

THE HAWKERS AND PEDLERS, AND HACKNEY 
COACHES AND CHAIRS. 

The Circumftance of thefe Two Branches of Revenue have 
not materially varied fince the Year 1796; and although 
Your Committee fee no Reafon at prcfent to entertain any opi- 
nion upon thefe Eftablilhments different from that which they 
Hated laft Year *, with a View to Revenue alone, yet they 
conceive it may deferve the Confideration of Parliament, 
whether the Public Service may not be promoted by confoli- 
dating thefe Two Boards, and employing them alto to ma- 
nage fome further Duties, if it fhould be thought expedient 
to impofe any, of fuch a Defcription as may tend to provide 
a more efficient Syftem of Police, anei at the lame Time con- 
tribute to defray its Expenfes. Your t ommittee have ac- 
cordingly made this Matter the Subject cf aieparate Report-f . 



II. The Small Branches of the Hereditary 
Revenue. 

IT having been provided by Parliament, upon his Majef- 
ty's Acceffion to the Throne, that a Settlement Ihould be 
made for the Support cf His Majefty's Houfehold, and of 
the Honour and Dignity of the Crown of Great Britain ; in 

• See Report X. and XI. f Report XXVIII. 
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confideration thereof His Majefty relinquifhed to the Public, 
during his Lite, the hereditary and temporary Duties of Ex- 
cife upon Beer, Ale, and other Liquors, the Poft Office Re- 
venue, and the Subfidy of Tonnage and Poundage, &c — to- 
gether with certain fmall Branches of Revenue, namely, the 
Monies afifih'g by Fines for Writs of Covenant and Writs of 
Entry payable in the Alienation Office ; the Monies arifing 
by the Post Fines ; a certain yearly Sum payable on Licen- 
ces to retail Wine (now included in the Excife Accounts) ; 
the Monies arifing by Sheriff's Proffers, and Composi- 
tions, in the Exchequer; and Seizures of prohibited and 
urtaccuftomed Goods; the Revenue arifing to his Majefty by 
Rents of Lands, or for Fines of Leafes of the tame, or 
any of them, except the Revenue of the Duchy of Cornwall. 

As thefe feveral Revenues are now holden by the Public 
only in farm during his Majefty 's Reign, after which thev 
revert of courfe to the Crown, it becomes neceflary to ftate 
them with a Diftinctnefs, and to look, to their Management 
with Attention, perhaps greater than their mere Amount 
would otherwife require. Circumftances have already occur- 
red, during the prefent Reign, which induced Parliament to 
afcertain the Profit derived to the Public by this Arrange- 
ment, and to make Compenfation to the Crown for the Dif- 
ference between the Civil Lift and its intended Equivalent , 
and it is evident that the Productivenefs of every Part of 
thefe Revenues muft always form a material Confideration in 
the fettlement of every luch Provifion. 

The Revenues appropriated to the Crown having been 
confounded in fome Inftances with the Public Revenue, 
Your Committee think, it proper to ftate in this Place, that, 
befides the Civil List, whereof ^60,000 per- Annum be- 
longs to his Majefty's Privy Purfe, and the Refidue is allotted 
in Part to the Support of the Royal Houfehold, and in Part 
to the Pay of the Great Officers of State, the Embafladors, 
the Judges, and other Perfons employed in the Public Ser- 
vice, the Crown has alio, iff, Certain Funds affigned to its 
Support in Aid of the Civil List ; narnely, The Fees of 
Houfehold Offices fuppreffed by Statute * ; One -Third of 
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the Surplus of Fees of fuch Exchequer Offices as are regulated 
by Star. 23 G. III. c. 82. ; the Amount of Monies autho- 
rized to be drawn from Scottifh Cuftoms and Excife by 
Stat. 1 Geo. III. c 1. § 8. ; and fome very fmall Sums ic- 
mkted from Ireland under the Name or in lieu of what was for- 
merly termed the Concordaturn or Letter Money : zdly, The 
Crown has alfo certain other Hereditary Rights, with 
which it has not departed, although none of them are produc- 
tive of Revenue to any conliderable Amount ; namely, the 
Hanaper (whereof the Crown has affigned its own Profitb to- 
wards defraying the Charges of the Court of Chancery) ; the 
Fines, Penalties, and Forreiiures arifing out of criminal Mat- 
ters in judicial Proceedings ; the Royal Woods and Forefts ; 
the Duchy of Lancafter ; the Duchy of Cornwall (fo long as 
there is no Prince of Wales) ; and the Duty Four and a Half 
per Cent, from Barbadoes and the Leeward Iflands, applied 
to the Payment of Colony Eftablithments, and to the Ufe of 
His Majefty's Civil Government at Home ; befides which 
the Crown retains fome feattered Rents and Quit Rents due 
from Gibraltar and the BrititTi Colonies in America. 

Of thefe Crown Revenues it has been heretofore cuftomary 
to include amongft the Public Revenue the Four and a Half 
per Cent. Duty, and the Amount of Fines, Penalties, and 
Forfeitures, although none of them are given up by the Civil 
Lift Act. The Firft Fruits and Tenths alfo are conftantly 
inferred in the Quarterly Accounts prefented to Parliament 
from the Exchequer, notwithftanding they have been long 
fince appropriated to the Augmentation of Small Livings. 
Your Committee have thought proper upon the prefent Oc- 
cafion to omit them all. 

The Small Branches of the FIcreditary Revenue, which 
the Civil Lift Act expreisly transfers to the Public Ufe, are 
as follow : 

TINES PAYABLE IN THE ALIENATION OFFICE. 

This Revenue, confifts wholly in the Fines paid to the 
King upon Writs of Covenant and Writs of Entry, by Per- 
fons levying Fines of Land, or fuffering Recoveries. The 
total Amount for the Year ending rath February 1798, was 
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£4,966. ioj. out of which £2,000 was paid to the Hanaper, 
according to the Annual Courfe, and purfuant to Letters of 
Privy Seal, dated 31ft December 17605 and the further Sum 
of £1,819. 2i. was payable into the Receipt of the Exche- 
quer ; the Refidue being applied in difcharge of eftablilhed 
Salaries, Contingencies, and Repairs. The £2,000 paid in- 
to the Hanaper is conlidered to be in part of his Majefty's 
Civil Lift, and was fo ftated by the Committees of 1786 
and 1791. The annexed Return will explain the Nature 
and Amount of the Balances in the Hands of the Receiver 
General, on the 12th February 1798, on account of the 
Alienation Fines (which are technically called Pre Fines) and 
alfo on Account of the Poll Fines, which are made payable 
at this Office; both of which feem to admit of a more lpeedy 
Courfe of Payment into the Exchequer. 

The Eftablifhment of the Alienation Office, and the A- 
mount of the Salaries to its feveral Officers, have not experi- 
enced any Variation fince the Beginning ot the prelent Cen- 
tury. As it appears, however, that every Office upon this 
Eftabliihment is executed by Deputy, Your Committee con- 
ceive that their Numbers and Emoluments may admit of 
Reduction, without Detriment to the Public Service, when- 
ever anv future Vacancies occur. Such a Meafure will of 
courfe tend to increale the Receiver General's Payments into 
the Exchequer, in proportion to the Retrenchment which is 
made. 

POST FINES. 

In order to explain the Nature of this Source of Revenue, 
it fliould beoblerved,that the antient Revenues of the Crown 
were diftinguilhed into Certain, and Cafuai ; and that the 
Cafual Revenues confifl chiefly at prefent of the Fines, Iflues, 
and Amercements, called the Green Wax of the Exchequer. 
Thefe Fine:, are of Two Sorts ; the Firft, fuch as arile upon 
criminal Matters, and thefe, together with Forfeitures and 
Amercements, were compriled by the Committees ol 1786 and 
1 791 in the Amount of the Public Revenue, but apparently 
without Caufe, as they are not named in the. Civil Lift Ad x 
The Second Sort of Fines are fuch as arife out of civil Matter?, 

and 
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and of this Nature are the Poft Fines or King's Silver, paid 
by all Perfons levying Fines of Land, which* are exprelsly 
transferred by the Civil Lift Act to the Account of the Public. 
They are always let in charge againft the Sheriff, but by a 
modern Statute they are in fact paid to the Receiver of the 
Pre Fines at the Alienation Office, who afterwards pays them 
over to the Sheriff" or Grantee of the Crown, upon either of 
them producing a Quietus or Schedule from the proper 
Officer. 

The Fines of both Defcriptions were originally collected 
together, and brought into the Exchequer by the fame 
Courfe of Procefs. Its Details are complex, but Your Com- 
mittee have been enabled by the Teftimony of an experienced 
Officer ol the Court of Exchequer, to annex a fhort and per- 
fpicuous Statement of the whole Proceeding, together with 
the joint Opinion ot the Secondaries and Sworn Clerks in the 
Office of the Lord Treasurer's Remembrancer, with refpect 
to the Meaiures which it may be expedient to adopt, for ren- 
dering the Collection of the Monies arifing from thele Sources 
of Revenue more fpetdy and more complete. There teems 
to be jult Ground for believing that the Fines and Forfeitures 
due to the Crown, in what is called the Kirg's Guildabie, 
are greatly encroached upon by the Duchy of Lancafter and 
other Liberties ; and that thole accruing before Juftices of 
the Peace, both in and out of Seflions, are not duly certified 
or put in Procefs. And the Surveyor General of the Green 
Wax appears to be the proper Officer, whole Duty it is to 
render the Collection ol this Revenue effectual ; but although 
his Powers are confide rable for the Parpofc, they may poflibly 
require Enlargement, in order to compel Juftices of the 
Peace to certify to the Seflions fueh Fines and Forfeitures as ac- 
crue to the King within their Authority. The Foreign Appoier, 
whole Duty it is to pronounce upon the Allowance of Claims 
made by the Lords of Liberties, ought alio to be a compe- 
tent and active Officer, as his Truft is great ; and the Court 
of Exchequer have declared their judicial Opinion in a recent 
Cafe, jfchat none but thofe educated to the Knowledge and 
Practice of the Duties incident to luch Offices, can legally 
be appointed to fill Offices in the Exchequer of Account. 

Your 
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Your Committee having called for a Copy of the laft Ac- 
count, paffed by the Surveyor General of the Green Wax, 
rind that it extends only from the 21ft July 177^5 to the 21ft 
July 1788 ; the lubiequent Balance, however, from 1788 to 
1794, has been recently paid up i but the prefent Surveyor 
General, who came into Office in 1794> has not paffed any 
Account whatever, it being reprefented to Your Committee, 
that it has not been ufual ib to do till required by the Trea- 
lury, a Matter which feems to require immediate Regulation. 
His prefent Balance upon Four Years, ending Michaelmas 
1796, is £2,414. 13s. $\d. 

The Amount of the Poft Fines upon the Green Wax Ac- 
count paid into the Exchequer for the Public Ufe in 1788, 
amounted to £3,592. 45. i\d. The Surplus of the Fines, 
Penalties, and Forfeitures, after deducting the Charges and 
Allowances incident to the Account, amounted to £8,037. 
17s. 6d. and was paid into the King's Privy Purfe. Your 
Committee have annexed, irt Illuftration of the Mode of col- 
lecting this Revenue, an Account of the Sums charged to the 
Sheriffs of England, and the Net Amount anfwered, during 
the 34th Year of his Majefty's Reign. If a greater Vigilance 
were excited in the Collection of this latter Revenue, by al- 
lowing fo the Surveyor General of the Green Wax, a fmall 
Poundage upon its Amount (as in the Cafe of Sheriffs) or by 
fome fimilar Meafure, there is Reafon to believe that it would 
amount to a much larger Sum than at prefent ; and poffibly 
it might be rendered far more productive to the Public, if it 
were applied, with the Confent of the Crown, upon due 
Compenfation, and under proper Checks, to defray fome 
Part of the Expenfes incident to the Adminiftration of Jufttce. 

PROFFERS. 

Thefe are Payments which the Sheriffs and other Accomp- 
tants are by Law required to make at Michaelmas and Eafter 
in every year, according to the eftimated Amount of the Re- 
venues, for which they are finally accountable ; and the 
Court of Exchequer is authorized, on requeft of the Sheriff, 
to examine and eftablifh the, Sums with which the Sheriff 
fhall ftand chargeable, as for the Proffers of his County. A 

vol. in. U Copy 
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Copy of a recent Proffer Roll is annexed, to (hew the Amovint 
to be paid by each Accomptant : But every Accomptant is 
entitled to Credit on Hating his Account in the Pipe Office 
for the Sum paid as a Proffer, upon producing a Tally for 
Payment thereof. 

COMPOSITIONS. 

Thefe are the Monies received for compounding Fines and 
Recognizances under the order of the Court of Exchequer, 
by Authority of His Majefty's Privy Seal : Your Committee 
have annexed a Lift of thole for the Year 1 797 : The objeft 
is extremely fmall ; but it conftitutes invariably an Article 
in the Accounts of Public Income. 

SEIZURES. 

The only Monies paid into the Exchequer under the dif- 
tinft Head of Seizures, are for the Seizures of prohibited and 
unaccuftomed Goods, according to their Defcription in the 
Civil Lift Aft ; the Produce of all other Revenue Seizures 
being blended in the general Produce of the refpeftive 
Branches to which they belong. The Sums paid into the 
Exchequer on this particular Account arife either from Goods 
fold by public Auction at the Cuftom Houfe, which are paid 
by the Warehoufe Keeper, or from Seizures made in the 
Country, which arc paid by the Solicitors of the Cuftoms. 

CROWN LANDS. 

The Quarterly Exchequer Accounts do not include any 
Part of the Land Revenue, except what arifes from the Rent 
of certain Alum Mines, and the Rent of a Light Houfe, and 
fome fmall Parts of the Vifcontiel Rents paid under the gene- 
ral Head of Sheriffs Proffers. This Omiffion was noticed long 
ago by the Commiflioners appointed to enquire into the State 
and Condition of the Woods and Forefts and Land Revenues 
of the Crown ; but unqueftionably all the Land Revenue 
which anles trom the Rent of Lands, and Fines of Leafes for the 
fame, ought by the Special Terms of the Civil Lilt Aft to be 

brought 
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Drought to the Account of the Public ; although with Re- 
gard to the Woods and Forefts, as they are not furrcndered 
to the Public Ufe, the Right remains in the Crown. 

Thole Parts of the Land Revenue, in which the Public has 
a prefent and direct Intereft, are at this Time of confiderable 
Value ; and it is the more expedient that they fliould be 
brought into View, in as much as the Income from the de- 
mifed Eftates alone, according to repeated Valuations, may 
be expected to yield, at the Expiration of the prefent Leafes, 
about £200,000 per Annum ; and the Income to be derived 
from the Whole of the Species of Property, comprehending 
the Crown Lands, the V/ cods and Forefts, and the Dividends 
of Stock purchafed with the Price of Fee Farm Rents, is ex- 
pected to rife ultimately to £"400,000 per Annum. 

In order to ftate diftinetly, the Con fiderat ions which belong 
to this Subject, it will be neceffary to explain in a fummary 
Way, ift, the Checks and Regulations hitherto eftabliftied 
for the Management of all thefe Revenues ; zdly, the Increafe 
or Diminution which has taken place fince 1782, in the Sa- 
laries and Emoluments of the offices concerned in admini- 
ftering them ; 3dly, fuch further Mcafures as it may ftill be 
expedient to adopt for their more ceconomical Adminiftra- 
tion. Under thefe Pleads it will become neceffary to ftate 
together what regards both the Crown Lands and the Woods 
and Forefts ; for although they are managed by different 
Eftablifhments, yet their Management is practically connect- 
ed in feme Particulars which require to be noticed. 

1 ft, The Land Revenues of the Crown are generally di- 
ftinguiflied into Dry Rents, Demifed Eftates, and Woods 
and Forefts; and the Modes in which their relpeftive Pro- 
duce was heretofore collected for the Crown, or enjoyed by- 
its Grantees, are elaborately and clearly detailed in the Seven- 
teen Reports, prefented to Parliament by the Commiffioners 
appointed for that Purpofe in 1786. 

In confequence of thefe Reports, a Syftem of Regulations, 
totally different from the antient Courfe of Management, was 
adopted by Parliament for the Improvement of the Demiied 
Eftates of the Crown, and for the Sale of the Fee Farm and 
and other unimproveable Rents. The Progrefs hitherco 
made in the Execution of this new Syftem appears by a Re- 

U 2 port 
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port which has been prefented to the Houfe by the prefent 
Surveyor General of the Crown Lands, under the Provifions 
of the Act, which requires tuch a Report to be made in 
every Third Year. 

It appears there, that many very beneficial Confequerices 
have already refulted from this Alteration of Syftem. The 
Number of Receivers has been reduced ; the Burthen of Fees 
has been lelTened ; fome of the Dry Rents, and the unprofit- 
able Rights of the Crown in fevcral Forefts unfit for Nurfer- 
ies of Naval Timber, have been fold ; Plans of the Crown's 
Eftate in the Metropolis have been made, and many local Im- 
provements have been carried into Effect ; and the Produce 
of the Demifed Eftates has already received a large Increafe 
which may be expected to rife progrcflively, under the fame 
Regulations of leafing, efpecially from the Year 1804, when 
thofe reverfionary Leafes will expire which were granted to 
take Effect from the Death of Catherine the Dowager Queen 
of Charles the Second. 

Some, however, of the Regulations originally propofed, are 
ftill unexecuted. The Abolition of Fees and Perquiiites in 
all the Offices employed in the Management of the Land Re- 
venue, and the Eftablifhment of adequate Salaries in lieu 
thereof, which was recommended by the Commiflioners, and 
which, according to the Opinion of the prefent Surveyor Ge- 
neral, would undoubtedly be beneficial, has been attempted, 
■ but without Succefs; and the Act of Parliament, which pal- 
fed in the Year 1794, is conceived to require Amendment. 

The Woods and Forefts alfo continue to be under the fe- 
parate Management of the Surveyor General of that Branch, 
notvvithftanding the Recommendation of forming a Board, to 
conlift of Three Commiflioners, for the joint Management 
of all thefe Revenues. And it is ftated to Your Committee, 
that fome of the rnoft important Mcafures for improving luch 
of the Forefts as are fit to be kept as Nurferies of Timber 
for the Royal Navy have not been carried into effect. 

The Grofs Amount of the Land Revenue (exclufive of 
the Woods and Forefts) amounted, in the Year 1797, to 
£30,7 16. 14s. id. (fubject to Deductions for Land Tax, 
&c.) befides the Crown's referved Share of Produce of Mines, 
and of the Mooring Chains in the River Thames, granted by 

Leafe 
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Leafe, and alfo of the Profits of Courts of certain Manors not 
in Leafe, and fome other Articles of cafual Receipt, which 
are accounted for before the feveral Auditors, amounting in ' 
the whole to the further Sum of £604. Of this grofs Reve- 
nue it is not very eafy to afcerlain the Net Amount; very 
little however finds its way into the Exchequer, viz. only 
£966. 13s. 4^. the greater Part of it being previoufly drawn 
out by Debentures from the Auditors of the Land Revenue, 
in purfuance of Treafury Warrants, to defray certain fixed 
allowances charged on this Revenue, and for other Purpofes. 
at the Difcretion of the Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, 
fuch as are fpecified in the Returns annexed for the Year 

»797- 

The Revenues of the Woods and Forefts are ftated to be 
inadequate to defray the Charges to which they are liable, 
and their Deficiency appears to have been made good out of 
the Produce of the Land Revenue, although the latter be- 
longs at prefent to the Public by the Terms of the Civil Lift 
Ad. Your Committee have annexed a Statement of the to- 
tal Annual Receipts and Difburfements in the Office of 
Woods and Forefts for Ten Years, ending 31ft December 
1797 ; and a detailed Account of the Receipts and Difburfe- 
ments in the fame Office, for the Years 1788 and 1797 re- 
lpeclivcly. The total Receipt of the Office of the Woods 
and Forefts in the Courfe of the laft Ten Years is £181,928. 
135. ii-^d. of which Sum it has derived from the Crown

a. The prefent Eftablilhment of the Office of Surveyor 

General of the Crown Lands will appear from the Accounts 

annexed, which alfo exhibit a comparative View of its State 

in the Years 1797 and 1782. 

The Eftablimment for the Office of Surveyor General of 
the Woods and Forefts is alfo fubjoined ; and many ufeful 
Remarks upon its prefent State are interfperfed by the pre- 
fent Surveyor General. 

3. Amongft the further Meafures which it may be expedi- 
ent to adopt, for the better Adminiftration of thefe Reve- 
nues, Your Committee beg leave particularly to call the At- 
tention of Parliament to the Expediency of placing all thefe 
Revenues under the Management of a Board, as recommended 

by 
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the CommilTioners, which, in Property of fuch various and 
complicated Nature, may more effectually fectire to the Pub- 
lic and the Crown the Protecution of a regular Syftem of Im- 
provement, by poiTeffing the Advantages of an accumulated 
and uninterrupted Experience. 

It appears alfo to Your Committee, that there are Balances 
in the Hands of the Receivers of the Land Revenue, amount- 
ing to £ l 7>7~ l » which it might be expedient to call in, and 
place to the Account of the Public. And it further appears, 
that feveral Annual Balances have remained in the hands of 
the Surveyor General of the Woods and Forefts, notwith- 
ftanding large Sums have been paid every Year out of the 
Land Revenue, to make good the Services of his Depart- 
ment ; the Reafons for his retaining thelc Balances are ftated 
in the Papers annexed. 

In the Difpofal of thefe Land Revenues, Your Committee 
entirely concur in Opinion with the CommilTioners or Crown 
Lands, that the Practice of drawing them out of the Hands 
of the particular Receivers by Debentures is highly inconveni- 
ent, inalmuch as thefe Monies lhould be paid directly into 
the Exchequer, and drawn out from thence under the fame 
Regulations and Checks as all other Public Monies : And 
They cannot forbear to notice the very large Sums, anting 
from the Rents and Fines upon Leafes of Crown Lands, which 
Delong exclufively to the Public, but neverthelefs have been 
applied to the Services ot the Woods and Forefts, which are 
the feparate Property of the Crown. 

It is with great Regret Your Committee find, that the 
Woods and Forefts themfelves, fo far from being profitable 
in their prefent State, are unable to defray the Charges to 
which they are liable ; and They think it their Duty to re- 
peat once more the fame Repreientations which have been fo 
often prefied upon the Attention of Parliament, refpecting 
the necelTity of taking further Meafures for preferving fuch of 
the Royal Forefts as are fit for Nurferies for the Growth of 
naval Timber. With regard to other Details of Improve- 
ment, They beg leave to refer to an ample Statement, made 
by the prefent Surveyor General of the Woods and Forefts to 
the Treafury leveral Years ago, in which many fubordinate

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Points of CEconomy are fuggefted, which deferve Attention, 
as to Repairs, Eftimates, lliues, and Accounts. 



II. EXTRAORDINARY RESOURCES. 

UNDER this Head Your Committee find that the Ar- 
rears of Taxes were clafled by the Committee of 1791. In 
the general Account here given, they are to be found, firft, 
under the Head of Balances from preceding Years, and af- 
terwards as included with the total Produce of the Revenue 
for the Year 1797- 

The Articles of Army Savings, and Surplus of Chelfea 
Hofpital, and Surplus in the Receipt of Exchequer, entered 
into the Account of the Annual Income of the Public, as 
ftated by the Committee of 1791 ; but Your Committee find 
that there are no Monies under either of thefe Heads to be 
inferted in the Income of the Year 1797. 

There are, however, amongft the Monies paid to the 
Public in the Year 1797, feveral large Sums arifing from 
Articles of a fpecial Nature, which fall properly within this 
Clafs of Refources, as being diftincr from the Ordinary Reve- 
nues of the State ; namely, the Amount of Intereft on Stock 
created in refpecV. of ^1,500,000 advanced to the Govern- 
ment of Ireland ; and the Amount of Monies paid by the 
Bank into the Exchequer, on Account of the Commiflioners 
for iiluing Exchequer Bills for the Relief of the Merchants of 
Grenada, &c. ; the Monies arifing from the Sale of Dutch 
Prizes ; and the Produce of Corn fold on Account of Govern- 
ment. The Surplus of Fees from the Exchequer Offices, re- 
gulated by Stat. 23 G. III. c. 28. alfo belongs to this Clafs of 
Revenue; the feveral Offices from whence they are at prefent 
derived, and the Produce of each, are fpecified in the annexed 
Accounts. 

The Imprest Monies repaid to the Public are alfo to be 
ftated in this Place : And Your Committe having reported 
Jaft Year upon the Amount of the feveral Balances which ap- 
peared to be due to the Public, They have this Year called 
upon the Commiflioners for auditing the Public Accounts for

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a fimilar Account, which amounts to £1,635,644, is? 2d. 

under the following Heads * :

What Payments may have been actually made in reduction 
of the Balances comprized under the Firft and Third of thele 
Heads, Your Committee have not been able to learn from 
the Exchequer, as the Officers there have no Proof of the par- 
ticular Account on which any Monies are paid in : Nor do 
the Commiffioriers for auditing the Public Accounts continue 
to receive any Tallies, importing Payment of Balances upon 
declared Accounts : And the Records of the Pipe Office, 
which would (hew whether the Balances upon declared Ac- 
counts have been di (charged, arc at prefent in fo deranged a 
Condition as to render it impoffible for the Officers of the 
Pipe to afcertainany fuch Fact : Your Committee, however, 
are informed 1 y a Return from the Treafury, that the Sum 
°f £88,503 has been paid towards reducing the Amount 
of thofe acknowledged Balances, befides a further Sum of 
£99,000 in dilcharge ot fuch further Balances as appeared due 
from the Accompts, previous to their Accounts being decla- 
red ; and that the Sum of £134,985 has been alio paid in 
Reduction ot the Balances due upon declared Accounts. 
But neverthelefs, They think it Their Duty to repeat their 
former Recommendation of compelling the immediate Pay- 
ment of the very large Proportion of theie Balances, which 
ftill remains due : And it appearing that only feven -f cf the 
Twenty-one Accounts, which were depending at the Trea- 
fury in May 1797, have been fince ordered for Declaration, 
and that the total Balances of thefe Seven Accounts amount 
only to £81,684, out °* £760,870. They think it alfo ne-

ceffary upon this Head to repeat their former Recommenda- 
tion, that the Treafury lhould proceed forthwith upon thofe 
Accounts which are depending before them, by allowing or 
difallowing the Balances, and liming the neceflary Warrants, 
in order that the Commiffioners for auditing the Public Ac- 
counts may be enabled to proceed upon them. 



The Profits of Lotteries have been always clafTed amongft 
the extraordinary Refources of the Year ; but the Syftem in 
life for the managing them, and the details of their Expenfe, 
have not been hitherto fully reprefented to the Notice of 
Parliament. 

In order to ftate the whole Profit of the Lottery for the 
Year 1797, the Net Produce of the Monies received at the 
Stamp Office, on Account of Licences to fell Lottery Tick- 
ets, lhould be added to the Net Profit of the Lottery itfelf, 
although they were not lb fhited by the Committees of 1786 
or 1791 ; the Circumftances peculiar to that Source of Pro- 
fit, as connected with the Lottery, may be feen in the Re- 
turn which the Stamp Office have made upon the Subject. 

The Eftablifnment for managing the Lottery confifts of 
Forty-two Commiffioners, the total Grofs Amount of whofe 
Salaries is £7,900, and the Net amount £7,702, ioj. be- 
tides a Secretary, Clerks, and Messengers, whofe daily Pay, 
Fees and Emoluments, amount to £2,440, with a Contin- 
gent Bill * amounting to the further Sum of £1,854. The 
comparative Expenfe of the Lotteries of 1782 and 1796 is 
ftated to be in favour of 1796. Of the Commiffioners more 
than Half the Number are ufually refident in the Country-}- i 
and Seven are enough to form a Board, which is held about 
Five or Six Times in a Year; during the Four days for cut- 
ting, Eight or Ten Commiffioners generally attend, and during 
the Time of drawing there muft be Ten at Guildhall, and 
Two at the Office. It is manifeft that fo large an Effablifh- 
ment, where the Attendance of lb few is required, is unne- 
cefiary, and may admit of very confiderable Reduction. 
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LOANS. 

Thefe are alfo to be clafled amongft the extraordinary Re- 
fources of the State, by which its Receipt is made to anfwer 
its Expenditure. 

In the general Statement of the Public Income for the 
Year 1797, tne Sums inferted as received upon Loans are 
only thofe which actually came into the Exchequer within 
the Year; the Reft (whereof the Particulars are detailed in 
the Papers annexed) were either retained by the Bank or not 
paid into the Exchequer till the Beginning of the Year 1798. 
But Your Committee, in order to complete the Statement 
of the material Circumftances which belong to the Loans 
made for the Service of 1797, have annexed an Account of 
the whole Money borrowed, diftir.guifhing the Contributions 
made in Calh and in Exchequer Bills, together with the 
Nature and Amount of the Stock created in refpect ot it, 
and the Annual Charge for Intereft, Management, and £u 
per Cent, on the Whole. 

% THE INCOME OF THE CONSOLIDATED FUND, 

If the Public Revenue be confidercd only upon the narrow 
Ground of the actual Receipt in the Exchequer, there are 
fome Confiderations peculiar to the Form of that Account, 
Which require to be feparatcly noticed. 

The Income of this Fund is always clafled under the 
Heads of Cuftoms, Excife, Starrips, and Incidents, without 
any Diftindtion of the Periods at which any Augmentations 
have been made to any of the Taxes which it comprizes ; 
but Your Committee conceive in the firft Place, that it may 
be ufeful to difcriminate between the Income of the Conlo- 
lidated Fund, as it flood prior to the prefent War, and the 
Produce of the feveral Augmentations, which it has An- 
nually received fince the War began; and in the next Place, 
They conceive it alfo to be highly important to examine how 
far the Receipt derived from the particular Income created in 
each Year during the War, is adequate to defray the Annual 
Charge created in the fame Year ; and finally, in what De- 
gree 
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gree the Total Income is commenfurate with the Total of its 
correfpondent Charge*

And your Committee have the Satisfaction to find, that 
the Total Exchequer Receipt upon all the principal Taxes, 
including thofe which were impofed in the Years 1793, 1 794, 
and 1795, (and excluding thofe of 1796 and 1797) was 
larger in 1797 than in 1796 by above £.60,000, notwith- 
standing there has been paid into the Exchequer in the fame 
Year, a further Sum, derived from the additional Taxes of 
1796 and 1797, amounting to £.2,455,624. 

§ 2. It remains only for Your Committee to (hew how 
far the Income of this Fund correfponds with the Charges 
to which it is liable, comparing the Increafe of Income with 
the Increafe of Charge. And Your Committee have the Sa- 
tisfaction alfo to find, in this View of the Subject, that not 
only the Income of the Confolidated Fund, as it flood prior 
to the War, produced, in the Year 1797, an Excefs of 
nearly Three Millions beyond the Amount of any Charges 
which exifted prior to the War; but that the total Produce 
of the Taxes of 1793, 1794, and 1795, taken together, fall 
Ihort of the Charge created in the fame Years only by the 

X 2 Sum 
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Sum of £.11,783. As to the Taxes of 1796, in which 
there has been a Deficiency upon the Article of Wines, it 
has been already remarked, that from the growing Increafe 
of Importation in the prefent Year, they may be expected to 
rife; and the Taxes of 1797 have been too recently impofed 
to enter into fuch a Comparifon. 

Upon the whole of this Inquiry it appears, that the total 
Income of the Confolidated Fund, contrafted with the total 
Payments out of it, for the Year 1797, afforded a Surplus 
of £.394,112: And in contrafting the prefent Income of 
thefe Taxes with the whole of the future Charge, to which 
it is neceifarily fubject, the Surplus appears to be £.36,881. 
But if we look to the future Income of thefe Taxes, when 
they fhall produce their full Effect, there can be no Doubt of 
their yielding alfo fuch an increafed Surplus as will be more 
than fufficient to anfwer the future Intereft and Charges of 
the Imperial Loan, fo long as the fame may continue payable 
out of the Revenues of this Country.

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Examination of Thomas Irving, Efquire, June 5th, 1798, 
Infpe&or General of the Imports and Exports of Great Britain. 

CAN you flate the principal Caufes which have occafioned the 
Increafe or Decreafe in the Cuftoms, Excife, and Salt Duties, 
upon a Comparifon of the Years 1796 and 1797 ? 

Cuftoms.] The Decreafe of the Revenue of Cuftoms in the 
Year 1797, compared with the Year 1796, appears chiefly to have 
arifen on Wines; but as the Check to the Importation of this 
Article in 1797 may in a great Meafure be attributed to an Opinion 
generally entertained by the Merchants and Dealers, either that a 
Reduction of the Rate of Duty would take place, or that fome 
Indulgence would be given with Refpeft to the Term of Payment, 
by allowing the Duties to be bonded, and as that Opinion no longer 
prevails, and the Importation of the prefent Year, fo far as it is 
advanced, very confiderably exceeds that of laft Year in the cor- 
refponding Periods, viz. from 5th January to 8th June, it may be 
reafonably expetted, that the Produce of the Year 1798 will fall 

little 
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little fhort, or perhaps exceed 1796, and fo far contribute to make? 
up the Deficiency 01 Revenue which took place in 1797. 

Excife.] The Excife has aifo experienced a confiderable Dimi- 
nution of the Duties on Wines, for the fame Reafons which have 
been flared as the Caufes of the falling off that Article in the 
Cuftoms. There has likewife been a Decreafe of the Duties on 
Britilh Spirits. On the other Hand, the Duties have been much 
increafed on Beer, Malt, Foreign Spirits, and Tobacco, and the 
Medium Annual Amount of the Duties arifing from Beer, in the 
Two laft Years, exceeds the Medium of the Two Years preceeding 
that Period, by more than .£"330,000 Net Produce ; and that upon 
the fame Period, the Medium Annual Excefs in Favour of 1797, 
on Malt Perpetual, is/ 69.791 Net Produce, and on Malt Annual, 

i'97.59 1 - 

Salt.] The Diminution of Revenue on Salt in the Year 1797, 
compared with 1796, anfes merely from fome accidental Circum- 
ftances in bringing the Duties to account at particular Periods, for 
in comparing the Amount of the Exchequer Payments at the regu- 
lar Period, namely, the 5th of April, to which the Accounts of 
that Revenue are made up, it will be lound that there is a great 
Increafe in Favour of the laft Year, of about /*6o,ooo. In the 
Year ending the 5th of April 1797, the Exchequer Payments were 
^404, 196. and in the Year ending the 5th of April 1798 to 
/464,95c It would require a long Detail, without conveying 
much ufeful Information, minutely to explain the Caufes why the 
Duties have fallen fo much fliort in the Companion of the Chrift- 
mas Periods; it will be fufficient generally to remark, that this 
Revenue appears to be in a progrelTivc State of Improvement. 

Can you Itate the Caufes of the Increafe in the Poll Office 
Revenue ? 

Poll Office.] On the 5th of July 1797, an additional Rate of 
Poflage was laid on Letters ; but from the Manner in which the 
Poll Office Accounts are kept, the exact Produce of that Addition 
cannot be alcertained.

N° 2.— What Buildings or VefTels are ufed for the Pur- 
pole of each Eftablifhment or Port, and how long the fame 
have been fo ufed in the Quarantine Service ? 
There are not any Buildings ufed^or the Purpofe of this Efla- 
hlifhment, but the enumerated Articles are put on board Lighters 
hired for the Purpofe, to be there aired for Fourteen Days. 

N° 3. — The Total Amount of Increafe or Decreafe in the 
Salaries or Emoluments upon each Eftablifhment in the laid 
Quarantine Service fince the Year 1782, and the Occafiou 
thereof ? 

There has not been any Increafe or Diminution in the Salaries 
or Emoluments of the Officers fince 1782. 

N° 4. — What further Checks, Regulations, or Retrench- 
ments of Expence can be adopted in the Quarantine Ser- 
vice, without Detriment to the Public Service ? 
In proceeding to report upon the 4th Article of the Enquiry, we 
conceive it material to ftate, that the Quarantine Expences at this 
Port have been as follows ; viz. in 1792 /3,05s. is. in 1793 
^1423. 11s. in 1794 ^"936. is. in 1795 ^942. 16s. in 1796 
£606. ljs. in 1797 /~93- 14J. 6d. : — The apparent Reduftion of 
thcfe Expences in the Years 1796 and 1797, proceeds from the 
Capture of Leghorn by the French, which has at leaft fufpended 
the Operations of the Mediterranean Trade ; great as thefe Ex- 
pences may appear, it is not in our Power to fuggeft any poffible 
Diminution of them in the prefent Syftem ot conducting the 
Quarantine Service here: But adverting to the important Objects 
which the Honourable Committeeof the Houfeof Commons have in 
View, we fcruple not to fay that thefe Expences, fo tar as regards 
the Pay for Lighters, are incurred without the fmalleft Benefit 
to the Public Service.- — The Mode at prefent purfued is as follows ; 
the importing Veffel on her Arrival, moors in Hoyle Lake, the 
Place appointed by Law for the Performance of Quarantine; an 
Order of Council is then obtained to put the enumerated Goods 
on board Lighters, to be there opened and aired tor Fourteen Days, 
and the Veffel is releafed from all further Reftraint ; the opening 
and airing confifts merely in cutting a Hole in the Package of 
Wool or Silk, &c. from which fuperficial Method it mult be evi- 
dent the internal Parts of the Package cannot receive the fmallefr. 
Portion of Air ; — ufelefs though the prefent Practice moft un- 
doubtedly is, it is yet wholly impoffible to open and air in a more 

effeaua! 
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effectual Manner on board thefe Lighters — every fingle Bale of 
Cotton or Silk would require One Lighter to execute the Duty in 
a proper Manner, and even then the Hold of the Lighter, not 
having the Benefit of a thorough Draft of Air, would be an ex- 
tremely improper Place for the Purpofe. — The Rifk of Embezzle- 
ment, and tlie Injury to be apprehended to the Goods in this loofe 
State from the Changes of the Weather, and the pofTible Condi- 
tion of the Lighter, would induce the Importers flrongly to oppofe 
this Mode ot executing this Service; and the Expenfe 10 the 
Country, from the additional Number of Lighters which would be 
requifite, would be beyond all Calculation. We would humblv 
recommend that no Lighters be employed in future, but that the 
importing Veffel alone be required to execute the Service, by 
bringing on the Deck as many Packages as cart be conveniently 
there placed, and occafioiially changing them, and that the Hatch- 
ways be always kept open when the Weather will permit. — As 
Joon as an Order of Council arrives here, Lighters are engaged 
and fent round to Hoyle Lake, to take on board the enumerated 
Goods; there is ionietimes a Difficulty and Delay in piocuring 
Lighters, and when it blows frefh and contrary, they are impeded 
in their Paffagc to the Lake. The Whole of the Delay to the im- 
porting Veffel in the Lake is on an Average Seven Da)s. If the 
Service ot airing was perlormed on board the importing Veffel, 
and, inftead of waiting the Arrival of the Order of Council, it was 
begun immediately on the Ships arrival in Hoyle Lake, under the 
InfpeQion of the Quarantine Officers, and continued for the Space 
of Fourteen Days, reckoning from the Arrival ol the Veffel, the 
Owners of the Ships would not have much Reafon to be diffatfs- 
fied, and we fcruple not to affert that this Mode would be equally 
efficacious as the one now in ufc.

That the Board having judged it bell that the Accounts required 
fhould be prepared by One Perfon, did accordingly employ fuch 
Perfon as they judged moll fit, both in point of Ability and as 
having moft Time to give to the Bufinefs; that this Perfon, after 
having made confiderable Progrefs in the Bufinefs, fell fuddenly 
and dangeroufly ill, which occafioned fome Stop in the Bufinefs; 
and that the Commilfioners, for the greater Difpatch, have now 
divided the Labour among fcvcral Hands ; that it is proceeding in 
with all poffible Expedition, and it is hoped may be got finifhed in 
a Month or Six Weeks, but fooner if poffible; that the great 
Diflance of many of the Ports from this Office, fome of them on 
the diftant Iflands of Scotland, and with which it was necefTary to 
correfpond for Explanation as to the Accounts tranfmitted by them, 
ilfo occafioned much unavoidable Delay,

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The Examination of James Bindley, Efq. 2d May 1798. 
Firft Commiffioner of the Stamp Office. 

IT being ena8ed by Statute 27 Geo. III. Chap. 13. Sett. 72. that 
diftinct Accounts mould he kept by the feveral Boards appointed for 
collecting and managing the difFerent Branches of the Public Reve- 
nue, of the Total Amount in every Quarter of a Year of the feveral 
Duties under their Management, are the Accounts of the Stamp 
Duties made up in Quarterly Periods accordingly ? 

They certainly are ; and the Annual General Account is com- 
pofed of fuch Quarterly Statements, with the Addition of the 
Country Incidents and Poundage lor the preceding Year. 

Do thofe Quarterly Accounts contain the whole Receipt of 
Charges of Management for each Quarter ? 

They contain both the Grot's and Net Receipt within the Quar- 
ter, and alfo the Charges of Management, cxclufivc of the Diftri- 
butor's Poundage and Incidents. 

How often is the Account of the Charges of Management made 
up lor t lie Whole ot the Stamp Revenue, including both Town 
and Country Incidents ? 

Once in every Year. 

To what Period is the laft Annual Account made up, which 
comprifes both the Receipt and Charges of Management ? 
The ill of Auguft 1796. 

Does the Annual Account, ending the 1 ft of Auguft 1796. com- 
prife the Country Incidents for the Year ending ift of Augull 
1796 ? 

They do not include thofe, but only include the Country Inci- 
dents lor the Year ending ift of Auguft 1795. 

Is there any complete Annual Account hitherto made up, which 
includes the Whole ol the Country Incidents for the Year ending 
ill Auguft 1796 ? 

There is not. , 

What is the Reafon why the Account of the Country Incidents 
has not been made up to a later Date than the lit ol Auguft 1795 ? 

They have always been allowed One Year under another. With 
reTpcfl to the prclent Accounts, as well of Receipts as of Charges 
of Management, their Backwardness is owing to a Variety of 
Caufes ; viz. the Want of more Afliftance in the Comptroller's 
Department, which is now in part remedied, but not fulficiently ; 
to an oppreflive and continued Indifpofition of the Chief Clerk, 
there; and, Thirdly, to an Accident which difabled the Second 
Clerk, who was materially employed for that Purpoft — That 
Dtfability cxiftcd for about Five Months, and this Year an Acci- 
dent 
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dent nearly fimilar has again difabled the fame Perfon for more than 
Three Months. 

Does the making up of the complete Annual Accounts depend 
wholly upon a fingle Clerk? 

No; but the collecting and arranging the feveral Particulars, and 
finally forming them into one general Account, is the proper Duly 
of the Firft and Second Clerks in the Comptroller's Office. 

What is the Reafon for allowing the Country Incidents to be 
alwavs One Year more in Arrear than the other Accounts of the 
Office ? 

The Diflributors make up their own Accounts to the ill of 
Auguft, when the Office Accounts clofe for the Year : Thefe, from 
the great Increafe of Bufinefs, are now become fo very voluminous 
and complicated, that they cannot tranfmit them in fuch Time as 
to be ready for the Comptroller to include them in his general Ac- 
count, and tranfmit them to the Commiffioners for auditing the 
Public Accounts within the Time required by Acl of Parliament for 
exhibiting fuch Annual Account ; and as thefe Allowances require 
alfo the Approbation of the Lords of the Treafury before they are 
admitted, it is impoflible to bring them to account earlier than in 
the fubfequent Year. 

Why might not the Countrv Diflributors makeup Quarterly Ac. 
counts, and tranfmit them to the Head Office ? ^ 

It has never been ufual fo to do; and it would be difficult in 
many Cafes on account ot the great Numbers of Sub-diftributors ; 
neverthelefs the Commiffioners think fuch a Regulation would be 
an Improvement in their Svilem of Management, and have been 
confidering of the Me.ins of carrying it into Effect. 

How frequently are the Accounts tranfmitted from Scotland ? 
Monthly, in a Calh Account, including Receipts and Dif- 
burfements. 

Has the Board any Means of knowing, at any ftated Periods, 
what is the Balance of Stamps unfold in the Hands of Country 
Diftnbutors ? 

They Annually tranfmit upon Oath fuch an Account made up 
to the ill of Auguft. This includes the Stock in Hand of the Sub- 
agents pf the Country Diflributors. 

When frefh Confignments of Stamps are made to Country 
Distributors in the Courfe of each Year, are there any Checks in 
the Head Office, by which it can be afcertained what is the Balance 
of Caffi due from the Country Diflributors upon preceding Con- 
fignments ? 

The Balance of Cafh is afcertained at leaft once a Year ; viz. 
on the xft of Auguft, from the Returns made by the Diflributors as 
above ftated, and occafionally from the Reports of the Riding In- 
fpe&ors employed to take an Account of their Stock; and w< 

Y 2 h ave 
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have no other certain Means of knowing what is the total Amount 
of Cafh due from the Country Diftributors at the Time of making 
fuch frefh Confignments ; but a general Rule in this refpeft is, if 
they appear to be remifs in fending up Bills in difcharge of the 
general Balance, peremptory Letters are written by the Board to 
quicken them in their Remittances, and when it can be done with 
Safety to the Public, Stamps are withheld. 

Does not the withholding Stamps tend at the fame Time to 
leffen the Produflivenefs of the Stomp Revenue, and to caufc 
great Inconvenience to fuch Perfons as mav happen to refide 
within the Diftri£t of fuch Diftributors; and would it not be very 
defirable that any other Mode fhould be ufed of accelerating Re- 
mittances ? 

Some Inconvenience muft neceffarily happen ; but as the Suf. 
penfion is for a Ihort Time only, and regulated by Circumllances, 
■we hope that no material Injury arifcs either to the Revenue or the 
Subject from fuch a Mode of Conduft. 

Do the Country Diftributors always fpecify upon what Species 
of Stamp the Duties which they remit have arifen ? 

In general they do fpecify the feveral Heads of Duty in their 
Remittances. 

When they do not, to what Account arc the Remittances 
carried ? 

To the Confolidated Duties. 

Does not that Circumftance make it difficult to afcertain what is 
or is not the exact Produce of the Confolidated Duties ? 

I think this happens fo rarely, that it cannot greatly affuft the 
general Amount of thofe Duties ; but in the Cafe of any large Re- 
mittance fo unappropriated, the Board direfcl a "Letter of Inquiry 
as to the Head to which the Remittances fhould be carried. 

It appearing by the Evidence of the Warehoufe Keeper, that 
ihcre is a large Quantity of damaged and ufelefs Paper and Parch, 
mcnt, the Stamps of which have been cancelled, what is the 
Reafon why the fame remain unfold ? 

It has been the Praftire to keep it till there was fufficient 
Quantity to make it worth while to difpofe ot it, as the Sale 
occupies the Time and Attention of feveral of the Officers. It 15 
intended to have fuch a Sale in the Cpurfe of the prefent Year. 

What is the Reafon why the Duties on Advertifements are 
allowed 10 run in Arrear tor many Months? 

From the great Difficulty we find in procuring more eaily 
Payments, and the Difficulty and Expenfe ot the Law Proceeding 
for recovering them. 

What is the Time within which fuch Duties are by Law required 
to be paid ? 

Within, 
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Within Thirty Days after Publication, by the Statute 10 Anne, 
ehap. ig. feft. 1 18. 

Have you Reafon to believe that the Duty upon Pamphlets is paid 
for all fuch as are liable by Law D 

Certainly not. 

Can you ftate any Check or Regulation which may be ufeful for 
making the Collection more effe&ual ? 

This Tax appearing to be as well guarded by Provifions and 
Penalties for fecuriog the Payment of the Duty as any other of this 
Revenue, the Reafons of any Alteration of them in a financial 
View (the Sinallnefs of the Produce efpecially confidered) do not 
ftrike us fo forcibly as to require the interpofition of the Legilla- 
ture at prefect. 

What is the largefl Difcount allowed upon Stamp Receipts? 

Nine and a Halt per Cent. 
Does not that exceed the Rate allowed by Law, and for what 
Reafons ? 

The Tax upon Receipts met, unfortunately, with fo great an 
Oppofition at the Outfet, from the Combination of the Retail Tra- 
ders to difcountenance the Ule of Inch Stamps, that it was thought 
of the utinofl Confequence to proteft and encourage the Duty, by 
rehdering it as eafy and practicable in the Execution as poflible, both 
to the Stationers and the Public at large; and to fecure theintereft 
of the Vender of Stamps in favour of this particular Article, which, 
both from its low Rate and Frequency of Demand, was fure to oc- 
cafion much Trouble and Perplexity to thofe who retailed them, it 
was thought right to allow them an extraordinary Difcount by way 
of Compcnfation ; and to prevent any Surcharge op the Public be- 
yond the Duty, it was ftipulated that the Price of the Paper fold in 
Slips with Receipt Stamps upon them, fhould be valued in this ad- 
ditional Difcount, and the body of Stationers agreed accordingly to 
give away the Paper, on which they would otherwavs have had a 
Profit, and to Sell Paper and Stamp together for the Price only of 
the latter. This Regulation being approved of and confirmed by 
the Lords of the Treafury, was immediately adopted, and has been 
found very beneficial in refpecf to this Duty. 

Can any Meafure be devifed which might, without Detriment to 
the Revenue, enable every Perfon who fhall have paid the Amount 
of the Stamp Duties required by Law upon any particular Inftru- 
ment to have the Benefit thereof as a valid Inftrument, notwith- 
ftanding it may not bear the Stamp of the precife Denomination 
directed by Law ? 

An Alteration in the exifting Laws of this Revenue, to the 
Extent implied in this Oueflion, would fo materially affeff. the pre- 
vailing Principle of this jpecies ot Tax, that it would be too much 
for the Commiffioners to offer any Opinion upon it, under the Un- 
certainty 
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certainty of its probable Operation, as well in point of Law as 

Revenue. 

As a Matter of Finance it is neceffary to preferve a Diilinc'rion 
of Duty, for obvious Reafons jn Point of Practice ; and to prevent 
Delay and Expenfe to the Client, the lefs fpecial and complicated 
the Tax is in refpeftof the Mode of Payment the better. — If a Table 
of the prefent Rates of Stamps, with the different Articles clearly 
and diftinftly defined, to which they are feverally applicable and 
belonging, by a found Expofition of the different Statutes, could 
be formed under the Opinion of the Twelve Judges, as was the 
Cafe at the Commencement of this Revenue, and then fixed by a 
declaratory Law, itfeemsas if the Inconveniences and Grievances, 
now the Subjeft of fuch general Complaint, might be completely 
done away. In the Courfe of fuch a Revifion many Things would 
undoubtedly arife to perfect the Plan that cannot be expected to oc- 
cur upon a flight and fudden Confideration of the Queftion. 

Are the Offices of Clerks, or any other Offices in the Stamp Of- 
fice, fold, or allowed to be fold ? 

The Clerks Places in the feveral Offices of the Secretary, the 
Receiver General (including the Lottery Office), the Comptroller 
General and the Comptroller of the Apprentice Duty, being ap- 
pointed by the refpeffive Principals, aredifpofed of by them at their 
Difcretion, and occafionally for a pecuniary Confideration.

In Anfwer to your Inquiry as to the Progrefs which I had made in carrying into 
Effect the Propofal which I had made to the Treafury, t have the Satisfaction to be able 
to (late to you, that a great Part of what I propofeu is already executed, and that the 
Whole will be completed in the Courfe of next Week. My Propofal was, that the 
Effeils of the Two Agents of my late 0/fi<e, which had been feized upon Extents, for 
the Security of the Balances which I had remitted to them to be paid to the Exchequer, 
and which they had retained contrary to my Orders, fhould remain for Liquidation in 
the Hands of the Truftees appointed by the Trealury. 

That in order to afcertain within a limited Time the gradual and full Payment out of 
my own Property of the Remainder of the Debt to the Public, occafioned by the Failure 
of my other Agent for that Office, in whole Affairs a Commiffion of Bankruptcy had 
preceded, and prevented the Effefl of the Writ of Extent which I had applied for, I 
Hi". ild give the following Securities, amounting in all lo£r ) i,a%j.

OUR Committee, having dated an Account of the 



Public Revenue for the Year 1797, proceed, in the 
next Place, to Mate the Amount of the Public Funded 
Debt, and to fhew the Progrefs which has been made in its 
Reduction. As the Intereft of the Public Debt conftitutes 
the firft Charge upon the Public Revenue, Your Committee 
have alfo thought proper, in this Place, to enumerate all the 
other Articles of Public Expenditure which have been in- 
curred for the Service of the Year 1797 ; in doing which 
they have purfued the fame Order which they find to have 
been adopted by preceding Committees, though with fome 
Difference in the Mode of fpecifying the conftituent Parts of 
each particular Service, in order to render their own State- 
ments more conformable to the prefent Diftinctions which 
belong to its practical Detail : And as conficlerable Varia- 
tions are to be found in many Inftances, between the Ex- 
penfe incurred and the previous Eftimate, Your Committee 
have alfo thought proper to notice their Amount, and to 
endeavour to point out the Caufes of Difference; not con- 
ceiving, indeed, that in large and extenfive Services, a fbricrt 
Conformity between the Expenfe and Eftimate, is to be 
always expected ; but thinking, neverthelefs, this Compari- 
fon to be of material Utility, in afcertaining how far the 
exifting Regulations and Checks upon Expenditure, have 
been effectual.

II. EXPENDITURE. 

§ 1. THE feveral Heads of Public Expenditure for the 
current Services of the State, which come next after the 
Charges incident to the Funded Debt, and its Reduction, 
have been uiually ftated to Parliament in the following 
Order: Intereft on Exchequer Bills; Civil Lift; other 
Charges on the Confolidated Fund; Navy; Army; Ord- 
nance; Militia; and Mifcellaneous Services; to which there 
was formerly added another Head, under the Title of, Ser- 
vices for which particular Duties were appropriated : The 
Civil Government of Scotland is alio an Article of Annual 
Charge upon the Public Revenue, and of the lame Nature 
with His Majefty's Civil Lift in England. 

§ 2. Interest on Exchequer Bills. The Expenfes in- 
curred by the Public on this Head in the Year 1797, can- 
not be completely afcertained, for the Reafons ftated in a 
Return annexed.

The Civil Lift itfeif is divided by Law into Eight diftinft 
Clafles; viz. 1. The Royal Family. 1. The Judges. 3. 
Foreign Miniftcrs. 4. Tradefmen of the Houfehold. 5. 

Menial 
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Menial Servants. 6. Penfions. 7. Salaries of different Offi- 
cers; and, 8. The Treafury, befides fundry occafional Pay- 
ments. 

§ 4. The Heads of Service which come next to the 
Civil Lift, and are alfo charged upon the Confoliclated 
Fund*; are, Courts of Juftice ; Mint; Penfions; Salaries 
and Allowances to certain Public Officers j together with 
fome Bounties on Hemp and Flax ; amounting in the Whole 
to ,£.204,955 t8s. *]%d. Your Committee have annexed to 
this Report, an Account of the Eftablimment and Expenfes 
of the Mint-}-. And, for the Reafons already ftated, They 
have not entered further into the Confiderations belonging to 
this Subject. But upon the Courts of Juftice, They have 
reported leparately \. 

§ 5. The Charges of the Civil Government of Scotland, 
to the Amount of .£.'108,307 zs. ~]\d. are defrayed out of 
the Revenues of Scotland, in Anticipation of the Exchequer 
Receipt; and upon this Subject Your Committee have alio 
made a feparate Report. Other Payments are alio made out 
of the Public Revenue for fimilar Purpofes by a fimilar Anti- 
cipation, amounting in the Whole to £.426,481 ioj. od.\% 
under the feveral Heads of Penfions upon the Hereditary 
Revenue ; of Bounties for promoting Filheries, Linen Ma- 
nufactures, &c. ; and of Militia and Deferters Warrants ; 
the Particulars of all which Articles are explained in the 
Papers annexed to this Report. 

§ 6. The Expenditure of the Navy is diftinguifhed ; 
into, 1. The Navy (properly fo called j and the Marines. 
x. Victualling. 3. Sick and Wounded. 4. Traniports j 
and, 5. Prifoners of War in Health. 

The previous Eftimate, for the Total of Service, as calcu- 
lated for the Year 1797 ; was, - - ^.1 2,935,496 

The actual Expenie which appears to have been incurred 
in that Year, fo far as the fame can be collected from the

Tlie principal Caufes which have occafionec! this Excels, 
are ftated in the Returns annexed ; diftingudhing thole which 
relate to the feveral Heads into which t;;e Servu e i& divided ; 
a large Part of the Excefs was occalioned by the Payment for 
Neutral Cngut -., amounting to £.490,101. 

As the Elhmates are now calctiJated at the Rate of £.7. per 
Man per Month, inilead of the former Rate of £.4. Your 
Committee have thought proper to annex a Statement of the 
Particulars of the Calculation, which appears to be. as follows; 
£.3. per Man per. Month for Wear and Tear; £.\. ijs. 
Wages; £.1 i'6s. Victualing; 5*. Ordnance,' — £.7 

And. they. find it to be the Opinion of the Navy Board, 
that this Rate of Grant will bear the Expenfes of the Year in 
Times of War; and that in Times of Peace it may admit of 
a. confide rablc Reduction. The Navy Bills, which were for- 
merly payable only in courle, being now payable at Three 
Months Date from the Time of iliuing them, Your Com- 
mittee think, it their Duty to remark, tiiat it becomes more 
particularly -neceliary that the Eltimates Ihould be large 
enough to fupply the Means of obferving that Punctuality of 
Payment, for which the Credit of Government is pledged. 

§ 7. The Army Expenditure for 1797, was eftimated, 
for Ordinary and Extraordinary Services, at £.11,034,958 

Upon this Head, however, it is ftated to Your Committee 
from the Office of the Paymafter General of the Forces, that 
ah hough an Account of the Monies actually paid within the 
Year 1797, for the Services of the Army, can be made out, 
yet that no Account can be made out of the Expenle in- 
curred for tl :e- Service of that particular Year; owing to the 
Number of Accounts and Warrants which mult be made out 
by other Officers, and which muft be transmitted to the Pay 
Office, to enable it to make out fuch an Account ; befides 
which, none of the Regimental Accounts of the Year 1797 
have been yet trantmitted to the Pay Office, nor. indeed have 
the entire Accounts of any One Year, fince 17S9, been 
made up at the Pay Office, owing to the Debenture War- 
rants not having been received there; and fome-few are ftill 

wanting 
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wanting for the Years 1782 an 1 178^. There is alfo a great 
Number of Regimental Accounts which are made up, but 
not yet fettled by their refpeebve Agents, from the Year 
1782, inclufive, to the prefent Time. 

The a&ual Expenditure, by the Paymafter General of His 
Majefty's Forces, in 179;, for the different Services of the 
Army, was £.15,743,518. The couijX) lent Articles of the 
Expenditure are analyfed in the annexed Account; fome 
Part of the Militia Expenfe is included in the Pay Office 
Account ; and, in order to ftate the Whole of the Expendi- 
ture for Army Services, fuch other Sums fhould be added as 
were paid for the Militia, &c. out of the Land Tax ; their 
precife Amount, for the Year 1797, cannot eafily be ob- 
tained, but the Total Sum paid between the 25th March 
1797 and 25th March 1798, was £.58,32^. 1 85. making in 
the Whole - - £.15,802,346 18s 

Your Committee having called for a Statement of the 
principal Caufes of the Difference between the previous Efti- 
mate, and the large Amount of the actual Payments, they 
are informed, that thele Caufes confift, Firft, of an Expen- 
diture for certain - Services, not included in the previous 
Eftimate > viz. Barracks; Remittances, &c to Ireland; 
Advances to the Emperor ; Payments for the Queen of Por- 
tugal; and Extraordinarics incurred previous to 5th January 
1797; amounting altogether to £ 3,602,644.. Secondly, 
Payments upon Bills of Exchange, beyond their eftimated 
Amount, .£.716,700; and, Thirdly, Bills not eftimated for 
Foreign Troops, £392,000; makinginthe Whole/4, 71 1,344. 

Upon comparing thele Payments and Eftimates in another 
Point of View, Your Committee think it their Duty to re- 
mark, that the aftual Payments made by the Pay matter 
Genera], within the Year 1797, for the Ordinary Services of 
the Army (exclufive of Barracks), viz. £.6,752,439, are 
considerably lefs than the eftimated Amount of the Expenfe 
for the Ordinary Service of that Year; viz. £.6,897,958. — 
The actual Payments in 1797 for the Extraordinaries of the 
Armv, viz. £.5,388,435. exceed the eftimated Expenfe of 
that Year for the fame Services, viz. £.4,137,000. by the 
Sum of £.i,2 5i 3 435-— And with E.egard to Barracks, which 
are ftaied in the general Expenditure at £.763,380, Your 
Committee think it alfo their Duty to remark, that fo much 

of 
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of the actual Expenfe as was incurred in the Year 1797 for 
that Service, together with the eftimated Amount of what 
will be required to complete the Contracts and Services of 
the Barrack Department for the Year, is in itfelf only 
£.448,227, and that this Sum is lefs than the Amount of the 
previous Eftimate, which was £.449,076. 

§ 8. The Ordinary and Extraordinary Services of the 
Ordnance for the Year 1797, were eftimated at £ 1,321,024 

And the actual Expenfe incurred in the Year, fo tar as the 
fame can be collected from the Payments made or contracted 
to be made, is ftated at - £".1,727,258 

A fummary Explanation of the Caufes which have pro- 
duced this Excels, is given by the proper Officer. 

§ 9. The Articles of Expenditure, uiually included 
under the Head of Mifcellaneous Services, have varied in 
Name and Number at different Periods, as neceffarily muft 
happen from their very Defcription. It may be convenient, 
however, to arrange them in fuch a Way, as may facilitate 
the Comparifon of different Years, by diftinguifhing the 
Services at Home from the Services Abroad, and any In- 
creafe or Decreafe will be thus rendered more immediately 
apparent. Some Matters, fuch as, the Support of the 
Britifh Muleum, &c. occur periodically, though not in 
every Year. . 

The Civil Eftablifhments for the Britifh Colonies, are 
always provided for under this Head, by a Vote for Planta- 
tion Eftimates; and as it does not appear to Your Com- 
mittee, that they have ever been hitherto enumerated in any 
former Report to Parliament, it has been thought proper 
upon this Occafion, to annex a full Account of them, diftin- 
guifhing the piincipal Circumftanccs connected with each 
Appointment. And Your Committee have alio fubjoined 
Copies of the general Regulations and Inftructions, which all 
the Governors and Commanders in Chief in the different 
Colonies and Plantations are directed to obferve in refpect to 
any Public Expenditure which they may have Occafion to 
incur, and more especially on Account of Fortifications, or 
other Military Services. 

The 
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The a&ual Expenfe incurred in the Year 1797, un der the 
Head of Mifcellaneous Services, fo far as the lame can be 
collected from the Payments made or contracted to be made, 
appears to be £-755,07 5. 

The previous Eftimate for the Mifcellaneous Services of 
1797 (exclufive of £\6oo,ooo, under the Head of Loan to 
Perfons connected with, and trading to, the Iflands of Gre- 
nada and St. Vincent) was £.5+9,843, making the Difference 
about £^.205, 232. 

The Reafons of this Excefs are ftated in general Terms, by 
the annexed Return ; but, upon comparing the Articles in 
each Account, it will be found that thofe upon which an 
Excefs has chiefly arifen, are ; the Relief of French Clergy 
and Laity, upon which the Excels is about £.12,000. j- the 
Expenfes of New South Wales, about £.17,000.; and for 
His Majetty's Secret Service Abroad, about £".38,222. 
Befides which there are fome confiderable Articles not included 
in the previous Eftimates upon this Head ; namely, Scotch 
Roads and Bridges £.4,500 ; the Repairs ot Prifons £. 10, 1 87 i 
for Payments upon the Seventh Article of the American 
Treaty £.38,4^4 5 and the Marriage Portion of Her Royal 
Highnels the Princefs Royal £.80,000 : Amounting in the 
Whole to £".200,363. 

It appears, that all the further Demands upon the Public, 
on Account of Principal and Intereft due, purfuant to Statute 
30 Geo. III. for granting Relief to fuch Perfons as have 
fuff'ered in their Rights and Property during the American 
War, will ceafe on the lolh of October next. The total 
Annual Amount of all Allowances, or Penfions, for the 
Relief of American Civil Officers, &c. amount at prefent to 
£.41,802. 95. ic^. and the Ciivumlfances upon which their 
probable Duration depends, are ftated in the annexed 
Returns. 

In noticing this Difference between the previous Eftimate 
and actual Expenfe incurred under the Head of Mifcellaneous 
Services, Your Committee are defirous ot repeating the Ob- 
fervation which they made laft Year, upon the Expediency 
ot providing, as far as poflible, for all thefe Services by Vote, 
upon previous Eftimate, inftead ot defraying them in the 
firft Inftance out of the Civil Lift, to the Prejudice of Ciaims

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which cannot fuffer Delay, without Danger of Difparagement 
to the Honour and Dignity of His Majefty's Civil Go- 
vernment. 



Your Committee have fubjoined to their Report, An Ab- 
stract of the Expense incurred FOk the Service of 
the Year 1797, fo far as the fame has been afcertained 
upon each Head of Service : But it muft be underftood ; that 
the Sum dated for Intereft on Exchequer Bills, does not in- 
clude the whole Expenfe incurred on this Head for the Service 
of 1797, nor the Supply of the Year 1795, nor the Vote of 
Credit of 1796 ; that the Sums ftated for the Ordinary Ser- 
vices of the Army, are the Amount of Payments aftually 
made by the Paymafter General ot His Majefty's Forces 
within the Year 1797, without Diftin&ion as to the Periods 
of Service to which they relate ; and that the Sums inferted 
in the Ordinary of the Army, as paid for Militia, &c. out 
of the Land Tax, are not returned as for the precife Year 
1797 ; but, according to the Courle of the Land Tax Ac- 
counts, for One Year ending 25th March 1798. 

The General Form of this Abftract, is fimilar to that 
which was adopted by the Committee of 1791, and varies 
only in the Derails, according to the Nature of the prefent 
Forms of Account in each Department.

iff. General Bufinefs of the Office. — Weighing Gold and Silver

The Statute 18th Charles lid. directs the Mailer of the Mint 
to receive all Gold and Silver brought in by any Individual, and 

t<* 
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to coin it at the Expenfe of the Public, but free of all Expenfe to 
the Individuals bringing the Bullion there. 

Till within the lalt 40 or 50 Years, Individuals frequently 
brought Gold and Silver to be coined. Of late Years the Bank of 
England furnifhes almoft the Whole of the Bullion which is now 
coined. The Bank, of Ireland has alfo, within the laft Five Years, 
fent fome Bullion to be coined, to the Amount, in fome Years, to 
;:bout /\8o,ooo. 

The Regulations and Prices at which Bullion is coined by the 
Public are afcertained by Indenture of the Mint. 

Does the Mint ever purchafe Bullion for Coinage, on Account 
of the Public? 
Never. 

When Bullion is brought into the Mint, who receives it, and 
difpofes of it ? 

The Importers, who bring Bullion to the Mint, deliver it into 
the Mailer's AfTay Office; the Allayer to the Mailer makes the 
Trial of every Ingot, and reports its Quality to the Office of 
Receipt ; the Importer is then afked if he is fatisfied with the Re- 
ports; on his Affirmative it is received into the Office, and a Bill 
is delivered to the Importer, Hating the Quality and Weight of 
every Ingot, and at the Foot of the Bill a Declaration ol its Stan- 
dard Quantity, which is fubferibed by the Mailer, or the Perfon 
acting as his Deputy, and witneffed by the Warden and Comp- 
troller, or their Deputies. 

After the Importer has taken away his Bills, then the Bullion is 
depofited in the Stiong Hold of the Receipt Office, under the Locks 
of the Warden, Mailer, and Comptroller. It then becomes the 
Duty of the Mailer, or his Atling Deputy, by Calculation, to 
combine Ingots of different Qualities in fuch Portions as can be 
melted in Pots, which is called potting the Ingots, and thefe Pots 
are made Standard by the Addition ol Fine Gold, if fuch Combi- 
nation is worfe than Standard; if better, then by the Addition of 
Allay. 

When this Calculation is examined by the Three Officers, then 
the Ingots themfelves are taken out of the Strong Hold, and de- 
livered to the Melter; the Melter then takes them to the Melting 
Houfe, and locks them up in his Strong Hold. 

The Mailer himfelf is properly the Melter, and employs Perfons 
by his own Authority, and upon his own Refponfibility, to execute 
this Part of the Duty. The Perfon employed by the Mailer then 
proceeds to the Operation of Melting, by calling the Gold and 
Silver into fuch Bars as are adapted to the particular Coin which is 
intended to be {truck.

With refpecl; to thefe Two Perfons it is conftant ; but it is 
owing to Mr. Walpole being employed by His Majefty as Envoy-

HPHE Importance of the Privy Seal Office, in the authen- 
tication or all Inflruments of State, will appear from 
the following Account of the Procefs refpecting Inftruments 
which pafs under the Privy Seal, from the Commencement * 
of fuch Procefs to its Conclufion by the affixing of the Great 
Seal thereto. 

A Warrant is firft made out at the Secretary of State's 
Office, or at the Treafury, (according to the Nature of the 
Inftrument) which is figned by the King, and counterfigned 
by the Secretary of State or Lords Commiffioners of the 
Treafury, and directed to the Attorney or Solicitor General, 
who are commanded thereby to prepare a Bill to the fame 
Effect, which is lent to the Secretary of State, who obtains 
His Majefty's Signature thereto. 

This Bill is tranfmittted to the Clerk of the Signet in 
Waiting, who prepares a Tranfcript of the fame, and ad- 
drefles it to the Lord Privy Seal, the King's Royal Signet 
being firft affixed thereto. 

In confequence of this Signet Bill, a like Tranfcript is made 
at the Privy Seal Office, with the Seal affixed thereto, and 
directed to the Lord Chancellor, who orders Letters Patent 
to be prepared accordingly, to which the Great Seal being 
affixed, the Inftrument is then complete. 

The Eftablilhment -f- of the Privy Seal Office confifts of 
the Lord Privy Seal who has a Salary of £.3,000 a Year, paid 
at the Exchequer, befides a further Sum derived from the 
Fees of Office, which in the Year 1797 amounted to £73. 
i")s. \d. the total Receipt being fubject to Deductions for 
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Taxes, 8rc. which make the Net Receipt for that Year 
amount to .£2,234. ioj. 6d. and upon an Average of the 
lad Three Years, £2,150 $s. id. 

There are Four Clerks upon this Eftablifhment, who have 
no Salary, but are allowed £30 each for Board Wages,^ paid 
by the Deputy Paymafter of His Majefty's Houfehold,^ 
afterwards reduced to £7. iys. $d. each, by Payment ot 
Taxes, &c. and each receives alio a Portion of the Fees of the 
Office, which, taken together, for the Year 1797, amounted 
to £181. Mi. id. and upon the Average of Three Years, 
to £200. 195. -]d. for each of them. The Four Clerks 
never difcharge the Duties of the Office tbemfelves *, but 
by Virtue of their Patents employ Deputies, whofe Emolu- 
ments amount to £1 10. 14J. id. each, upon the Net Ave- 
rage of the laft Three Years. At prefent the Deputy for 
Three of the Clerks is the fame Perfon. The Average 
Amount of Fees upon the laft Three Years is ftated to be 
confiderably higher than any other Period of Three Years 
during the laft Thirty Years, by at leaft One Fourth. The 
Fees, which are fixed by an old Table, amount upon an 
Average to about £1,621. 4s. 6d. per Annum, out of which 
the incidental Expences of the Office are difcharged ; thefe 
in 1782 amounted to £429. 8f. 3d. and in 1797 to £290. 
is. id. they are principally compofed of the Payment for 
Stamps upon the Inftruments that pals through the Office ; 
and the Caufeof their Diminution fince 1782 is chiefly owing 
to a new Regulation, in confequence of which the Stamps of 
all Inftruments pafTmg through the Attorney General's Office 
are charged to the Parties concerned ; a Practice which might 
be extended not unreafonably to all Inftruments ; and if the 
Four principal Clerklhips, which are wholly inefficient, 
lhould hereafter be iupprefled (which it appears might well 
be done without Detriment to the Public Service) the general 
Fees of the Privy Seal Office might conftitute a Fund ope- 
rating in Diminution of the Charges which now fall upon the

COURTS OF JUSTICE. 



(Ordered to be printed, 26 th June, i^tfi.) 

"VTOUR Committee, in proceeding to inquire into 
the Offices exercifcd in the Courts of Juftice, have 
thought it raoft expedient to follow the fame Courfe, 
which They find to have been adopted when the laft 
Parliamentary Inquiry took place reflecting thefe 
Offices. 

In the Year 1732, a Committee was appointed by 
the Houfe for the Purpofe of examining into the State 
of thefe Offices, and the particular Fees incident to each ; 
and that Committee having afcertained the Exiitence of 
fuch Fafts as in their Judgment were fufficient to lay the 
Foundation for further Inquiry, reported them to the 
Houfe, which confidered them as affording the proper 
Grounds for a further Investigation by Commiffion from 
the Crown, and addreffed His Majefty to carry it into 
Effect. 

Upon the prefent Occafion, the Inquiry which Your 
Committee are directed to inftitute is of the fame Ex- 
tent, though for a different Purpofe ; its Object being 
to examine into the total Amount of the Salaries and 
Emoluments of thefe Offices, and to confider of any 
Meafures which it may be fit to adopt for reducing the 
Public Expenditure, and diminifhing the total Amount 
of thefe Salaries and Emoluments, without Detriment 
to the Public Service. Your Committee have therefore 

called 
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called for a General Account from all the Offices belong- 
ing to the feveral Courts ; and they have felecled fuch 
Materials as appeared to them to be moft applicable to the 
Purpofes of Retrenchment ; fubmiting to the Houfe, 
whether the Profecution of any further Inquiries, if 
they fhould be thought neceffary, may not properly take 
place, as they did in the laft Inftance, under a Commif- 
fion acting by the Appointment and Authority of the 
Crown. 

§. i. With this View Your Committee have pro- 
ceeded, in the firft Place, to inquire generally into the 
Scale of the feveral Eftablifhments, and into the Prin- 
ciples by which the Salaries and Emoluments of their re- 
fpcclive Offices are regulated and controlled. 

An Enumeration of all the Offices * belonging to the 
feveral Courts of Weftminfter Hall, the Courts of 
Affize and of Great Seffions, and alfo of the Civil Law 
Courts, accordmg to the Surveys made under the Royal 
Commiflion of the Year 1732, and the Returns now 
received, is lubjoined to this Report. 

It appears to Your Committee, that the higheft Ju- 
dicial Offices in almoft all the Courts are fupportcd prin- 
cipally by Salaries, either payable out of the Civil Lift, 
or exprefsly charged upon the Confolidated Fund, 
although in feveral Inftanccs they derive confiderable 
Emoluments from the Official Fees -\- . In the Year 
1779, the Houie called for Accounts of the Grofs and 
Net Produce of the Salaries cf the Chief Juftices, 
Cnicf Baron, and of all the Puifne Judges in England, 
together with thole of the Judges for Wales, and the 
Judges of the Courts of Seffion and Exchequer in Scot-

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land. Your Committee have upon the prefent Occafion 
annexed to their Report a Statement of the Grofs and 
Net Average Amount of the Salaries and Emoluments 
belonging to all the great Judicial Offices in England *, 
extracted from the Returns which have been made to 
their Orders, or from the Information which they have 
received in the Courfe of their Inquiries. 

According to the Average of the Three laft Years, 
the Net Amount of the Salaries and Emoluments of the 
Office of Lord High Chancellor of Great Btitain is 
£.9,737 : That of the Lord Chief Juftice of England, 
£.4,719 : Of the Mafter of the Rolls, £.3,475 : Of the 
Lord Chief Juftice of the Court of Common Pleas, 
£.4,272 : And of the Lord Chief Baron, £.2,930. The 
higheft Net Amount of the Salaries and Emoluments, 
which has been received by any of the Puifne Judges of 
England, taken upon the fame Average, is £.2,232 ; hi 
feverai Instances it has not much exceeded £. 1 ,800, and 
in one Inftance, for the Year 1797, it was only £.1,755. 

The Chief Juftice of Chefter appears to have received 
£^.954, and each of the S^ven other Juftices of Great 
Seflions in Wales, from about £.500 to £.700, as the 
Net Amount of their Salaries and Emoluments from the 
fame Period, fo far as they can be afcertained -f. 

The Judge of the High Court of Admiralty, upon 
an Average of the fame Period (being a Time of War) 
has received, in Salaries and Emoluments to the Net 
Amount of £.4,250; the Judge of the Prerogative 
Court of Canterbury, who is ftiled, The Mafter Keeper 
or Commiffary of the Court, £.1,791, and the Judge 
of the Confiftory Court of London, £.251 j'. 

• Supplement (B.) f Supplement (CD.E.F.) J Supplement (G.H.I.) 
vol. in. H h The 
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The Subordinate Offices in all the Courts are main- 
tained principally by Fees alone ; which are to be con- 
fidered as fo many direct Taxes levied upon the King's 
Subjects, for the fpecific Purpofe of defraying the Charge 
of thofe Offices to which they are incident, and levied 
generally upon thofe Perfons to whom the particular 
Eftablifhment renders the moft direct Service ; affording 
a Mode of fupporting it which may be oeconomical 
to the Public and not prejudicial to the Suitors, in 
every Cafe where a precife Rate is fixed, moderate in its 
Amount, duly proportioned to the particular Service, 
and more efpecially wherever Circumftances will allow 
of the aggregate Amount being carried over to a com- 
mon Fund for the general Support of the whole Efta- 
blifhment. 

To check and regulate thefe Charges, and prevent the 
Encroachment of Abufe in thefe Fees, the Crown and 
Parliament have continually interpoled their Controul. 
The laft and moft comprehenfive Proceeding of this Sort 
was that which was inflituted by the Houfe of Com- 
mons in the Year 1 730, followed by the Report of a 
Committee in 1732, and a general Survey by Royal 
Commiffion, in the Courfe of which many particular 
Checks and Regulations were recommended, and after- 
ward fubftantially carried into effect fo far as regarded 
the Court of Chancery ; the reft never received the final 
Determination of the principal Commissioners. 

The Number of Officers belonging to the Eftablifh- 
ment of the Court of Chancery, befides the Sworn 
Clerks, who act as Solicitors, is about One Hundred *. 
Of this Number there are Eighteen, whofe Emoluments 
upon ah Average of the laft Three Years, exceed £. 1 ,000

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per Annum, namely, the Ten Mafters in Chancery, 
whofe Net Receipt is from £.1,914 to £.1,062 each ; 
befide the Accomptant General, whofe Net Annual 
Receipt from Salary and Fees amounts to £".1,204 ; the 
Four Regifters, whofe Net Receipt is from £.1,182 to 
£.1056 ; the Clerk of the Reports, who receives £.1,171; 
the Clerk of the Hanaper, £.1,811; the Clerk of the 
Crown, £.1,170; and the Clerk of the Office for the 
Execution of the Laws and Statutes concerning Bank- 
rupts, whofe Average Receipt is £".3, 57 7 : Befides thefe, 
there are Three whofe Receipt exceeds £. 500 a Year 
viz. The Purfe Bearer, £.554 ; the Secretary to the 
Commiflions of Bankrupt, £". 650; and the Meffenger 
to the Great Seal, £.617 : The other Fourfcore Offices 
are all below £.500 a Year; and the Profits of fome of 
them do not exceed Forty Shillings. The total Net 
Annual Receipt of thefe Officers of the Court of Chan- 
cery, diftind from what arifes from the Bufinefs tranf- 
a&ed by the Sixty Clerks and others in their Capacity of 
Solicitors, is about £.38,000 per Annum. 

The Number of the Officers belonging to the Court 
of King's Bench is about Forty*. Of thefe, there 
are Seven whofe Net Annual Receipt exceeds £. 1 ,000 ; 
viz. The Chief Clerk £.5,136; the Cuftos Brevium, 
£*.t,i66; the Secondary, £. 1,100; the Clerk of the 
Rules, £'.2,767; the Clerk of the Papers, £*.i,i6o; 
the Marlhal, £".1,250; and the Clerk of the Lord Chief 
Juftice, who receives from £.1,100, to _£. 1 ,400 per An- 
num : Befides thefe, there are Three Clerks of Nifi Prius, 
whofe Net Annual Average Receipt amounts together 
to £.977 : The Clerk of the Nifi Prius to the Lord 
Chief Juftice in London and Middlefex, receives about 
£.655 ; and there are about Thirty other Officers, whofe 
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Receipts are in a defcending Scale, from £.500 to Forty 
Shillings. The total Net Receipt of all thefe Officers is 
about £. 1 2,000 per Annum. 

In the Common Pi eas there are alio about Forty 
Officers*; of whom the Three Prothonotaiies have 
feverally received, upon a Net Annual Average of the 
lad Three Years, £.1,243, £.1,231, £.1,231 ; the Net 
Average Receipt of the Warden of the Fleet is 
ftated at £'. 800 per Annum; the Receipt of the Cuftos 
Brevium is £455 ; none of the reft amount to £400 a 
Year, and Sixteen of them are upon a Scale defcending 
from £.2C0 a Year to the loweft Sum that can be ftated. 
The total Net Receipt of all thefe Officers is about 
£.10,000 per Annum. 

The Court of Exchequer comprizes about Sixty 
Officers of which there are only Two, whole Salaries 
and. Emoluments amount to £.1,000 and upwards ; 
namely : The Firft Secondary in the Pipe Office, whole 
Net Receipt is £.1,050; and the Clerk of the Errors 
in the Exchequer Chamber, whofc Net Profits may be 
ftated to be about £. 1 ,000 ; the King's Remembrancer 
receives £.870 per Annum, and the Deputy Remembran- 
cer from Fees £.840, and the Sworn Clerks in that Office 
from £768 to £.71, befides the Produce of Bufinefs 
tranfatfed there by fuch of thefe and other Clerks as aft 
in the Capacity of Solicitors. The Clerk of the Pipe's 
Net Average Receipt is £. 630. Above One Half of 
the Officers belonging to this Court do not appear to 
receive fo much as £.200 per Annum each, and feveral 
of them not fo much as £. 50 per Annum. Your Com- 
mittee do not find that there exifts on the Equity Side

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<jf the Court of Exchequer any Office eftablifhed upon 
the lame Footing, as that of the Accomptant General 
of the Court of Chancery, which has been found by 
Experience to afford the moft perfect Security to the 
Calh of the Suitors. The total Net Receipt of all the 
Officers of this Court appears to be about £, 1 5,000. 

In the Court of Great Sessionsof Wales*, One 
of the fubordinate Officers appears to receive £-700 ; 
there are Three others exceeding £.200 per Annum, 
and only Three more which exceed £.100 per Annum. 

In the High Court of Admiralty the Offices of 
the Regillrar and Marfhr.l have rifen during the prefent 
War to a very large Amount beyond their ordinary Re- 
ceipt in Time of Peace-}-. In the Year 1792, the Re- 
giftrar of the Courts of Admiralty, Prizes, and Dele- 
gates, received only £.111 as the total Net Profits of 
theie Three Offices ; and in the Year 1797, for the Firfl 
Office he received £. 10,340, for the Second £.1,024, 
but the Third did not produce £.10. 

In the Year 179a, the Marfnal of the High Court of 
Admiralty received only £.221. i8j. bd. ; and in the 
Year 1797, £.4,210. 

The fubordinate Offices in the Prerogative Court 
of Canterbury are, the Regiftrarfhip, of which the 
Net Average Receipt has been £.2,780, and the other 
Four Offices from £-261 to £.30 per Annum. 

In the Court of Arches |', the largefl Net Receipt 
of any of thefe Offices is £.63. The Consistory

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Court of London has but Two Officers, of whom 
One has received £.302, and the other only £.15 per 
Annum, upon an Average of the fame Period. 

§. 2. It is the Duty of Your Committee to ftate, 
in the next Place, what adtual Increafe or Diminution 
of Salaries and Emoluments has taken Place fince the 
Year 1782 ; and upon this Head it does not appear, that 
there has been any Increafe whatever in the Salaries of 
any of the Judges of the Courts of Weftminfter Hall, 
or of Great Seffions, fince the Year 1782; but fome 
Augmentation was made in the Year 1779 to thole of 
the Chief Baron of the Exchequer and the Puifne Judges. 
The, Judge of the High Court of Admiralty ufed to 
receive a Salary of £.400 in Peace, and £.800 in War; 
but in December 1783, the Salary was increafed to 

1,380 in Time of Peace, with an Addition of ^.400 
in Time of War ; it is paid by the Commiffioners of the 
Navy. 

With regard to Fees, there does not appear to have 
been any Variation, except what may have taken place 
in the total Amount received in right of each Office, 
which muft neceflarily fluctuate with the Increafe and 
Decreafe of the Bufinefs to be tranfadted ; and fo far as 
the Returns laid before Your Committee furnifh the 
Means of afcertaining the Fact, the Bufinefs of the 
Common Law Courts, and confequently the Emolu- 
ments of their Judicial and Minifterial Offices, feem to 
have been increafing fince the Year 1782 till of late, 
when they have begun to decreafe. In the Equity 
Courts they are reprefented to have been ftationary. 
Nor does there appear to be any very material Variation 
in the Civil Law Courts within this Period, except in 
the Admiralty, where the Circumftances of the War 

have 
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have produced a very large temporary Increafe. 
Throughout the Courts of Great Seflions in Wales, 
the Decreafe has been confiderable, as might naturally 
be expected, from the greater Felicity of Intercourfc 
which in modern Times has obtained between the prin- 
cipal Courts of Juftice in the Metropolis and the re- 
moter Parts of the Kingdom. 

§. 3. In confidering the further Meafures which it be- 
comes the Duty of your Committee to fubmit to the 
Wifdom of the Houfe, for the Reduction of the Public 
Expenditure and Diminution of the total Amount of 
the Salaries and Emoluments belonging to the Offices 
in Courts of Juftice, Your Committee have been more 
than commonly anxious to keep in View that important 
Point ot their Inftructions, which requires that it be 
fuch Reduction only as it may be without Detriment to 
the Public Service. 

1. At the fame Time, therefore, that in reviewing 
Eftabiimments of fuch high Antiquity and Dignity, 
they cannot but acknowledge the Truth of the Obfer- 
vation made by Lord Bacon, that Time is the greateft 
of all Innovators, and muft be counteracted by human 
Counfel : They have alfo thought incumbent upon them 
to govern their own Judgment, by the Maxims delivered 
upon the immediate Subject of their prefent Inquiries by 
an Authority mofl eminently entitled to their Attention 
and Confidence, that of Lord Hale, who after paffing 
irreproachable through the moft tumultuous Times ; of 
which he had witneffed the Caufes and the Conlequences, 
was appointed after the Restoration to fill fucceflively 
the Offices of Chief Baron of the Exchequer and Chief 
Juftice of England. 
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Your Committee, in perfe<fl Coincidence with his Opinr 
cn, " that the Amendment of Things amifs timely, may 
" do very much good, and prevent very much Evil that 
" may othervvife enfue," have alio endeavoured to keep 
in View thole Conditions which in his Judgment were 
indifpenfable to the prefent Recommendation of any 
Changes ; namely ; lft, " That the Change be demon- 
" ftiably for the better." adly, " That the Change, 
" though moll clearly fo, be not in Foundations or 
" Principles, but in fuch Things us may confift with the 
" general Frame and Balis of the Government or Law." 
And 3dly, " That the Change be not too much at once, 
" or at leaft not more than the Exigence of the Thing 
" requires." 

In Addition to thefe Confident ions, and to the prac- 
tical Changes which Lord Hale alio propofed, as 
confiftent with his own Principles cf Amendment, Your 
Committee have looked to the more recent Recommen- 
dations fubmltted to the principal Commilhoners, who 
fuperintended the Inquiries directed in 1732. 

And beyond this, They have uniformly been of Opinion, 
as they had Occafion repeatedly to itate in their Reports 
to the Houfe laft Year, that Public Faith and Juftice 
to Individuals require that any Retrenchment or Reduc- 
tion which may be thought expedient tor the Public 
Service mould be carried into Efiecl with a ftrift At- 
tention to all prefent Rights of Office, which can render 
their Pott'emon valuable, operating only upon future 
Vacancies as they lhall gradually occur. 

2. In examining the Eftablifhmcnts of the feveral 
Courts of Juftice by this Standard, Your Committee 
have thought proper to lay down a marked Diftin&ion 

between 
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between thofe Offices which are executed in Perfon, and 
thofe whereof the Duties have either ceafed, or are exe- 
cuted by Deputy. As to this latter Clafs of Offices, it 
is true* that the occafional Superintendence of the prin- 
cipal Officer may poffibly in fome Instances, and in fome 
Degree, be important to the Public ; but your Com- 
mittee, conceiving at the fame Time, that its practical 
Utility is not likely to be very frequent, think they may 
reafonably prefume, that a Reduction in this Clafs might 
be gradually made, not only without Detriment to the 
Public Service, but with very great and important Ad- 
vantages to the Public in Point of CEconomy, as well 
as of general Example. 

Thefe are the Confiderations which your Committee 
find were chiefh/ relied upon by Lord Hale, in his own 
Times, with a View to practical Reduction in the Offices 
of the Court of Exchequer ; and your Committee think 
the fame Reafoning applies unanfwerable to other 
Courts, wherever fimilar Circumftances exifti 

In the Exchequer, Lord Hale recommended the Abo- 
lition of the Offices of Lord Treafurer's Remembrancer, 
Chief Clerk of the Pipe, Comptroller of the Pipe, King's 
Remembrancer, the Receiver and Remembrancer of Firft 
Fruits, Ufher of the Exchequer, Chief Marfhal, Cham- 
berlain, and fome of the Auditors ; and his Obfervation 
upon them is this : " If the r e Officers are not neceilary, 
" why are they continued ? If they are, why fhould 
'* they not be executed at the Charge only which accrues 
" from the Deputy, and the Benefit of the nominal Of- 
" ficer, that doth nothing, be retrenched as a needlefs 
" Charge?" 
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Carrying forward thefe Principles, Your Committee 
have accordingly applied them to all the Superior Courts 
of Juftice, and they have annexed a Lift of fuch Offices 
as They conceive to fall within this Defcription in each 
of the Courts, leaving the practical Duties of thefe Offices 
undifturbed in the Hands of the feveral Deputies, and 
without in any Degree impairing thole Salaries and Emo- 
luments which are, by Experience, found to be fufficient 
for compenfating the Services actually performed. The 
Net Annual Receipt, upon an Average of the laft Three 
Years, derived from all the Offices which are returned, 
or proved to be executed by Deputy, (not including 
thofe which are hereditary) appears to be 

In the Court of Chancery - - - £.13,510 
In the Court of King's Bench - - - 6,277 
In the Court of Common Pleas - - 1,063 
In the Court of Exchequer - - - 4,151 
In the Courts of Great Seffions for Wales 1,878

In looking to the Comencement and progreffivc 
Growth of this Fund, it is material to remark, that 
the Number of Offices to fall in is between Sixty and 
Seventy, whereof between Thirty and Forty are not 
liable to be affected by the reverfionary Grants, and are 
under the Patronage of other Offices, whofe Tenure is 
not for Life : And although fome may have been includ- 
ed in the preceding Enumeration, which upon further In- 
veftigation it may bet hought more expedient to preferve, 
yet there is great Probability that others may have been 
omitted, which are fubftantially within the Defcription 

of 
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of thofe which might be properly fuppreffcd in part or 
in the whole, and elpecially luch as are holden by feveral 
Perfons conjointly, whereof one becomes virtually the 
Deputy to the others, who render no Service whatever 
for the Emoluments which they receive. 

Befides thefe, there are fome Offices in the Ecclefi- 
aftical Courts, and in the High Court of Admiralty, of 
the fame Defcription, which Your Committee referve 
for Notice in another Point of View : But they have 
purpofely forborne to include in the preceding Enumer- 
ation the Two Chief Jufticeihips in Eyre, conceiving, 
that for the Reaforts fimilar to thofe which They have 
afligned upon a former Occafion *, it may, perhaps, be 
wife to preferve Offices of fuch Rank and Dignity in the 
State for the Reward of eminent Services in high Public 
Stations, or as they may afford the honourable Means of 
compenfating the Service of thofe who fill ufeful or labo- 
rious Offices, from which they derive no Emoluments 
whatever. The fame Confiderations apply ftill more 
ftrongly to the Chancellorfbip of the Duchy of Lan- 
cafter, which (befides other Circumftances peculiar to 
itfelf ) is invefted with feveral important Duties in the 
Adminiftration of the Duchy and its Revenues. 

3. From the Salaries and Emoluments of the feveral 
Offices, as they gradually fall in at the Expiration of 
their refpeclive Grants, a large Fund might evidently 
be formed, by requiring the Deputies who now execute 
the Duties, to pay thenceforth into it the fame Sums 
which they are now accuftomed to render to their re- 

• Report XXII. 
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fpecTive Principals ; and it might be further expedient 
to require an Annual Account of the Fund itfelf to be 
laid before Parliament. 

To what Objects fuch a Fund might be moft pro- 
perly applied may admit of great Deliberation ; but 
it will be fuffkient for Your Committee to fugged 
fome of the moft urgent Claims which prefent them- 
felves. 

Firft, It would evidently promote the Public Service, 
in the Adminiftration of Juftice, and materially contri- 
bute to maintain its Dignity, if thofe efficient Offices of 
High Rank and Truft in the Courts of Law or Equity, 
which may now be deemed to have an inadequate Pro- 
vifion, fhould receive fume Augmentation to their Ap- 
pointments ; and this Fund would furnifh the Means of 
accomplilhing it, without any additional Charge upon 
the Public, though perhaps lefs fpeedily in its Beginnings 
than fuch an immediate Claim may be thought to re- 
quire. The Language of Parliament, in the feveral 
Statutes for augmenting the Salaries of the Lord Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer, and the Puifne Judges of the 
feveral Courts of Weftminfter Hall', expreffly declares 
the Propriety of eftablifhing fome fpecifk Fund for this 
Object ; although the only particular Fund created for 
it has been long fince confolidated with the Reft of the 
Public Revenue. And Your Committee, in Confirma- 
tion of the Propriety of fuch a Meafure, beg leave to 
remark, that about Thirty Years ago an Augmentation 
was made by Parliament to the Salaries of the Matters 
in Chancery out of that Fund, which is ordinarily termed 
the Dead Calh of the Court ; and from the fame Fund 
it may be ftill proper to fupply any further Augmenta- 
tion which their Salaries may be thought to require. 
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Another Object of great Importance to the Public 
Interefts has occurred to Your Committee, which might 
alfo be provided for out of fuch a Fund as is now pro- 
pofed ; namely, the Supply of a- fure, adequate, and 
honourable Provifion for all Perfons whofe Length 
of Service may entitle them, or k whofe Age or 
Infirmities may oblige them, to retire from the 
laborious Duties of Judicial Stations ; and by fuch an 
Arrangement for their Superannuation, all Charges of this 
Nature would be defrayed in Eafe of the Civil Lift and 
Exchequer. A fimilar Provifion for the Mafters in 
Chancery, which, from the Nature of the Duties inci- 
dent to their Offices, is an Object of fimilar Importance 
to the Public, might not improperly be drawn out of 
that particular Fund from which their Salaries have been 
augmented. 

Another Object to which fuch a Fund might and 
ought to be applied, would be the Compenfation due to 
thofe Judicial Offices which at prefent pofTefs by Law a 
valuable Patronage in Difpofal of fome of the Minifterial 
Offices in their refpective Courts. Your Committee 
have already reprefented the Obligations of Juftice and 
Public Faith towards the prefent Poffefibrs of fuch 
Rights of Enjoyment or Patronage, and that none fuch 
fhould be difturbed during their own Tenure ; but if 
hereafter it fhould be thought expedient to fupprefs any 
Part of thofe Offices, and apply the Profits to the ge- 
neral Support of the Judicial Eftablifhments, it might 
neverthelefs be proper, on Public Grounds, to give to 
the Two Chief Jufticefhips a large and certain Increafe 
of Salary out of the Profits of fuch fupprefled Offices, 
in lieu of the cafual and precarious Advantage which 
they have hitherto derived from thefe Rights. The 

Judgment 
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Judgment of Parliament on the Property of giving 
fixed Salaries to Judicial Offices, inftead of any preca- 
rious Emoluments, has been manifefted by a 1 .aw of the 
prefent Reign, lor regulating the Office of Mafter of 
the Rolls ; and Your Committee think this to be a wife 
Principle, and a falutary Precedent. It is in the fame 
Point of View alfo that the Sinecure Offices in the Ec- 
clefiaftical Courts may be fairly confidered j for in all 
thefe Infcances, the Interefts of the State require that 
the high Offices to which thefe Rights are annexed* 
fhould hold them as the Means of maintaining that Dig- 
nity which it is the Policy of the Conftitution to main- 
tain ; and this Object can never be effectually fecured, 
whilft in every Cafe it depends upon indefinite Accident, 
whether the Perfon who holds the Office fhould ever 
reap this Portion of the Reward which is defigned for 
him by this Country ; and where it may continually 
happen that thofe who ferve the Public the longeft may 
be . the leaft benefited, and thofe who ferve it for the 
fhorteft Term may eventually cany off the largeft Share 
of this Species of Remuneration, which feems to be in 
every Way fo unfuited to its Purpofe. 

A further Object, and perhaps, of the moft permanent 
Benefit to the Public, to which fuch a Fund might be 
applied, would be the Correction of anv fuch Proceed- 
ings in Courts of Juftice, as by courfe of Time may be 
found in various lnftances to be burthenfome to the 
Suitors without advancing Juftice; and which, neverthe- 
less, could not be wholly done away without providing 
an Indemnification to Offices, which are in other Refpects 
abfolutely neceffary, although materially fupported at 
prefent by the Emoluments derived from thofe parti- 
cular Proceedings. It may fuffice, in this Place, as to 

the 
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the Common Law Courts, to advert to the exifting 
Practice of Proceedings in Error, which furnifh at pre- 
fent a very confiderable Share of the Emoluments an- 
nexed by our Anceftors to the Offices of Chief Juftice 
in the Courts of King's Bench and Common Pleas . 
And when it is feen by the annexed Returns, that out 
of 1 ,809 Writs of Error, which were fued out in the 
Three laft Years, only Twenty were actually argued, 
and that in moft of the other Cafes Juftice was delayed 
for nearly Twelve Months, and the Object of the Suit 
expofed to the Rifk of being loft by the intermediate 
Inlblvency or Death of the Parties, there can be little 
Doubt that the Aid of fuch a Fund to procure the Re- 
drefs of fuch a Grievance muft be highly defirable ; and 
the more fo, as at prefent this Engine of Delay confti- 
tutes perhaps the only confiderable Evil of that Defcrip- 
tion which can be imputed to the Adminiftration of 
Juftice under the Common Law of England. 

The Delay and Expenfe of Traverfes upon Indict- 
ments for Miidemeanors are indeed a Grievance of the 
fame Species, though different in Degree, and might bs 
obviated by fimilar Means. 

And poflibly it might not be thought improper in other 
Courts, fuch as the High Court of Admiralty, to 
apply the Profits of fuch Offices as are now executed by 
Deputy to the Formation of a general Fund for fimilar 
Purpofes ; retaining the Fees themfelves, where their 
total Amount is confiderable, at the fame Time that 
their Preflure is light upon the Suitors ; and abolifhing 
the Fees in thofe Inftances. where the Objections to their 
Continuance outweigh the Benefits to be derived from 

their 
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their Accumulation for the Public Ufe ; a Confidefatiori 
which applies very ftrongly to the Poundage Fees de- 
duced from the Proceeds of the Sale of all Ships and 
Cargoes brought into the Court of Admiralty in the 
Courfe of Litigation, and which Poundage Fees, be- 
longing to the feveral Offices of Regiftrar and 
Marflial, amounted in the Year 1797 to no lefs than 
£.6,858. 

As Parliament has alfo thought it expedient that 
Public Buildings mould be erected for tranfacling the 
Bufinefs belonging to many important Offices of the 
Executive Government, poflibly it might not be deemed 
an improper Application of the Surplus Produce of fuch 
a Fund as is here propofed, if at any convenient Seafon 
fome Portion of it were applied to the Erection of Edi- 
fices for the Accommodation of the Judges in the Mul- 
tiplicity of Bufinefs which they have to tranfadt out of 
Court, and alfo for the Accommodation of the Suitors, 
by concentrating the Public Offices of each Court, 
which are at prefent fcattered in different Buildings be- 
longing to private Owners, and in many Refpedts highly 
inconvenient to the Public. Considerations like thefe 
have been already thought to deferve the Interposition 
of Parliament in the Inftance of the Court of Chancery j 
3nd large Sums have been repeatedly granted out of the 
Fund called the Dead Cain of that Court, for the 
very Purpofe of erecting the Buildings which are 
now in Ufe, as an important Objedt of Public Ac- 
commodation. 

Your Committee have thus - far entered into the 
Nature of thofe Obje&s, for which it appeared to 

them 
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them that Reduction and Retrenchment might be 
made moft profitably to the Public, by the Suppref- 
fion of Offices which may be deemed comparatively 
inefficient. With Regard to thofe, however, which are 
efficient, they think alfo that lbme Reduction of 
Expenditure might very poffibly take place without 
any Detriment, and even with much Benefit, to the 
Public Service* Of this Sort would be the Re- 
trenchment which might be effected by a gradual 
Conlblidation of the Four Judicatures of Wales into 
One Circuit ; the Extent whereof would be lefs than 
lbme of the prefent Circuits of England ; and, as the 
Charge upon the Exchequer for the Salaries to the 
Eight Judges of Great Seffions for Wales amounts 
to £.6,580 per Annum, befides feveral other fmall 
Patent Salaries to certain Circuit Offices, fuch a Mea- 
fure may deferve Attention. And it is ftill further 
to be remarked, that if it were thought confident 
with a libeial and enlightened Policy, to allow fuch 
a Salary to all the Judges of England as might ren- 
der this particular Reduction no longer important 
merely as a Meafure of immediate (Economy, Your 
Committee conceive, neverthelefs, that it would be- 
come fubftantially and ultimately a Meafure of CEco- 
nomy, if by fuch a Conlblidation the Public could, 
without any further Expenfe, acquire the further Ser- 
vices of fuch an additional Number of Englifh 
Judges * as might affift in carrying on, without In- 
terruption,

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terruption, the Bufinefs of the Court of Chancery, 
during the occafional and necetfary Abfence of the 
Lord Chancellor, and afford a further Affiftance, which 
would be highly ufeful, upon the Rota at the Old 
Bailey, and for the Difpatch of Bufinefs at the Spring 
Aflizes upon Three Cinuits, which according to the 
Ufa^e of Modern Times are fupplied only- by One 
Judge upon each at that Seafon of the Year. 

It having been long conceived by many Perfons, 
whofe Opinions are of confiderable Weight upon thefe 
Subjects, that the Adminiftration of criminal Juftice 
upon the Circuits in England would receive etiential 
Aid from the Appointment of fome Officer who might 
act as a Deputy Attorney General for the Crown, in 
fuperintending the regular Conduct of all Profecutions : 
(an Inftitution which fubfifts upon the Circuits in 
Scotland) Your Committee beg Leave to fuggeft upon 
this Occafion, that if on mature Deliberation any 
iimilar Inftitution lhould be thought expedient for 
the Englilh Circuits, the Means of defraying the ad- 
ditional Charge incident to it, might alio be derived 
from the Reduction of that Expenditure which is 
now employed to maintain the Judicatures of 
Wales. 

With regard to the iubordinate and minifterial Of- 
fices, which though efficient, may require further Ex- 
amination

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amination and Reduction, Your Committee do not 
feel their Means or their Leifure competent to pur- 
fue the Inquiry to any greater Length ; but They 
think it their Duty to avail themfelves of the fame 
Authority, and the- fame Lights as they have hither- 
to ufed, in pointing out upon this Head alfb the 
general Courfe of what may remain to be done. 
The Meafures recommended by Lord Chief Juftice 
Hale are, " ift, To reduce the Perquifites of thefe 
Offices to fuch a Medium as may be fufficient for 
them that execute the Bufinefs. " 2dly, To allow 
no fuch Offices to be executed by Deputy, but to 
require that the Perfons appointed to them (hould 
be fuch as are educated, and experienced to fill them. 
" 3dly, To enforce the Prohibition againft the Sale of 
any Offices whatever, concerned in the Adminiftratjon 
of Juftice," namely, by repealing thofe Provifions in 
the Statute of Edward the Sixth which form any 
Exception to its general Operation : And, upon the 
fubfequent Grant of any of thefe Offices, fuch as were 
deemed to have Emoluments beyond the Merit of 
their Services might be charged with fome propor- 
tionate and Annual Contribution in Aid of the general 
Fund. Many further Regulations when thefe Matters 
were fubmitted in Detail to the principal Commiffioners 
in the Year 1740; and fuch of them as appear to 
be the moft deferving of Attention are fubjoined to 
this Report. 

In Conclufion ; Your Committee fubmit thefe feveral 
Confiderations to the Houfe, conceiving that the general 
Effe£t of the Meafures which they have prefumed 
to fuggeft may be obtained without Prejudice to any

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exifting individual Rights whatever ; and that if carried 
into Execution, They would be highly conducive to 
the Public Service in the Adminiftration of Juftice ; 
at the fame Time that they tend directly to .accompli fb, 
the Purpofes of Public CEconomy,

At a Meeting of the Jury for inquiring into the Offices and Fees of

Agreed, That Mr. Dixon, fcc. or any Four of them, do attend the 
Right Honourable the Lord'High Chancellor, and his Honour the Mailer 
of the Rolls, with Copies of our Prefentment; and that when they attend 
his Lordfhip, they humbly reprefent to him — 

" That confidering the Rank the Mafters in Chancery bear in the Su- 
preme Court of Juftice in Weftminfter Hall, the Qualifications requifite for 
the due Execution and Difcharge of their Office, which is of fuch great 
Truft and Confequence to the Suitors, and in regard to their conftant 
Attendance they arc obliged to, for the neceflary Difpatch of the Bufinefs 
of their Office, and the Expences incident thereto, we are humbly of Opi- 
nion, that the prefent Salary allowed by the Crown, and the lawful Fees 
belonging to their Office, are not an adequate Recompence to them ;

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General Bufiners of the Office.] Tlie Six Clerks are ancient 
Officers of the Court ot Chancery : They were incorporated by 
the Name of the Six Clerks of the King's Court of Chancery by 
Aft of Parliament of the 31 H. VIII. and the Freehold of the 
Office is veiled in them ; they were alfo incorporated generally by 
Charter of the nth of Charles the III, with Power to ufe a Com- 
mon Seal, &.c. they were alfo incorporated by Queen Elizabeth 
with the Three Clerks of the Petty Bag, by the Name of " The 
Clerks of the Inrolment," which Office is executed according to 
the Directions of the Charter of Incorportion, in a Part of the 
Building belonging to the Six Clerks, denominated the Inrolment 
Office, where divers Inflruments are inrolled by Two Deputies or 
Sworn Clerks, prefented bv the Clerks of the Inrolments under 
their Common Seal. On the Equity Side of the Court, all Bills, 
Anfwers, and Replications are brought to the Six Clerks to be filled, 
and if properly ingroffed, and the Anfwers appear to be correftly 
taken, they enter them in Books kept for that Purpofe, called The 
Six Clerks Books, from which they certify to the Court the State 
of the Proceedings in Caufes. They alfo fign all Copies of Plead- 
ings made by the Sixty Clerks, obferving that the Originals are 
regularly filed. They likewife fet down Caufes for hearing before 
the Lord Chancellor and Mailer of the Rolls, and attend at Weft- 
minder Hall in Term Time to read the Evidence; and they exa- 
mine and fign Docquets of Decrees, for the Purpofe of Inrolment, 
which they certify previoufly to their Prefentation to the Lord 
Chancellor and Mailer of the Rolls for their Signature. They have 
the Care of all the Records in their Office, which they fort and 
lay up in their Record Room in Bundles, making Indexes or Ka- 
lendars, tor the more ready Refort to them when wanted. They 
have alfo various other Duties incident to their Office, particularly 
as Comptrollers of the Hanaper, and as inrolling all Crown Grants 
and other Inflruments which pafs the Great Seal ; making out She- 
riff's Patents, Writs of Afhftance, and Writs of Difcharge ; all 
which Duties before mentioned, they perfonally do with the Affift- 
ance of an Agent.

Courts may iffue, and after the Petitions are figned, in preparing 
the Commiffions for the Great Seal. The Emoluments are, for 
prefenting each Petition One Guinea, and for preparing the Com- 
miffion £\. is. §d.

From January iff to December 31(11797, there were Nine Com- 
miffions of Appeals fealed, and no more, the clear Profits of which, 
according to the above Rule, amounted to £iq. is. gd.

General Bufinefs of the Office.'] This is an ancient Office of 
the Court of Chancery. The Duty of the Officer is to make 
Indexes or Calendars to Grants and other Records, as they are 
brought to the Rolls Chapel Annually, from various Offices, in 
order that thofe who have Occafion to fearch may more readily find 
the Grants or other Inftruments wanted. To make Office Copies 
of Records; to write to the Great Seal Exemplifications, &c. to 
attend the two Houles of Parliament and the Courts of Judicature 
occafionally with Records; to attend the Mailer of the Rolls, on 
Cancellation ol Recognizances, Deeds, and Letters Patent, and to 
inrol fome Inftruments upon Record. 

Upon Reference to my Accounts for the Year 1782, and the 
fubfequent Years, I do not perceive any material Variation in the 
Emoluments ol my Office, upon Average of Three Years taken 
together; but the Average of Three or Four Years after my Ap- 
pointment to the Office in 1775, exceeded the fubfequent Averages 
by about £.150 a Year, and the Average Amount in the Time of 
mv late Predeceffor, Mr. Rooke, exceeded, as 1 have Reafon to 
believe, my prefent Average by about ^.400 a Year. Notwith- 
ftanding the Fees of Office are fixed, yet in many Cafes much mult 
depend upon the different Sentiments of Officers executing the 
fame Office. I have generally thought it right to allow gratuitous 
Accefs to the Records to Gentlemen of the Profeflion of the Law, 
and others defiious of coniulting the Records for Affiftance in their 
Studies, and alfo to Authors who appeared to me engaged in 
ufeful Publications, a Privilege which my Predeceffor was ac- 
cuftomed (as I have been informed) to grant in very few inftances, 
perhaps from the Inconvenience and Abufe which he had expe- 
rienced it. to be liable to. He had certainly great and acknowledged 
Merit, in reftoiing many of the Records to order, and in making 
them ufeful to the Public, and his Record Knowledge and Atten- 
tion to the Duties of his Office were univerfally allowed ; and as 
he was entitled to no Salary for his Care of the Records and 

making 
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making Indexes, and had been at confiderable Expenfe in the Col- 
lection of various Manufcript Books (fince purchafed by me at a 
great Price of his Executors ? which were of Importance to him by 
Way ot Affiftance in Searches, he thought it reafonable to expeft 
a proportionate Advantage in the Execution of his Office, but many 
ot thofe who applied to learch the Records, not taking thefe Cir- 
cumftances into Confideration, confidered his Claims for Fees a$ 
too high. The Fees of Office for fearching are One Shilling each 
Year, and under every Letter of the Alphabet in which a Search is 
made; it is therefore obvious, that Perfons, not pofiefled of exaft 
References, may often be put to very confiderable ExjSenfe and 
Trouble in Searches, much of which Trouble may be faved by a 
perfonal Search of the Officer, and upon thefe Occafions my Pre- 
deceffor often received large Sums by Way of Compofition for the 
Fees, according to his Difcretion; and other Cafes frequently 
occurred, in which Differences of Opinion arofe on the Propriety 
of his Charges, which fometimes occafioned Applications to the 
Court, in which Counfel were heard on both Sides ; yet it is but 
Juflice to him to fay, that I never heard of any Inftance in which 
his Conduct was either cenfured by the Court or not juftihed. 
Altercations on Account of Fees are, however, fo unpleafant, that 
I have in moft Cafes been accuftomed to limit my Compofition for 
Fees on Searches of this Sort to Five Guineas, and have endea- 
voured, in other Inftances, to avoid as much as I could every Occa- 
fion of Difagreement ; but the Confequence has been, that the 
Profits of my Office are (as I humbly conceive) much below the 
Truft and the Duties of it. Yet I ftill continue to pay / 3a a Year 
for Land Tax, although the Income has been reduced fo as to 
make my Proportion confiderablv higher than that of other Officers 
afleffed in the fame Diftricl;; and it may be obferved, that the Bufi- 
nefs of the Office is very fluctuating and uncertain, requiring at 
Times Attendance out of Office Hours, yet as I cannot have any 
occafional Affiftance (the old Hands being familiar only to very 
few) I am under the Neceffity of breeding up young Clerks, to 
whom I pay conftant Salaries, which (though higher than the 
Profits of my Office may be thought to allow) are inadequate, con- 
fidering that thefe Clerks devote their Youth to an Employment of 
little Ufe to them in other Situations of Life.

The Increafe or Diminution in the Salaries or Emoluments in 
thefe Offices fince 1782.] The Marfhal fubmits, that /\ 1,300 a 
Year, is by no Means fufficient, confidering the Eflablifhment he 
is under the Neceffity of keeping, and the immenfe Rifles that he 
is hourly liable to, having upon an Average 600 Prisoners in his 
Cullody, charged with at leaft £ 150,000. It is fuppofed that no 
Infurance Office in London would take £.500 a Year to infure the 
Marfhal againM all the Rifks that he runs. 

Previous to the Year 1791, the Profits of the Office feldom 
amounted to lefs than £.1 ,000 per Annum; but fince the making 
of the Rules of Court for curtailing the Limits of the Rules of the 
Prifon, and for reducing the Number of Day Rules to Three only 
in each Term, the Profits of the Office are now reduced to under 
£. 1,300, and the Execution of the Marfhal's Office is rendered ftill 
more difficult, on Account of the Difcontents that prevail among 
the Prifoners on that Account. The Warden of the Fleet reaps 
the Benefit of thofe Rules in the King's Bench, as all thofe who 
are able to pay, remove themfelves from the King's Bench into the 
Fleet Prifon, where they are allowed Day Rules every Day in 
Term as ufual. It is humbly fubmitted that no good Reafon can 
be afligncd why the Prifoners in the Fleet Prifon fhould have greater 
Privileges allowed them than thofe in the King's Bench.

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The Diminution in the Offices of Deputy'Marfhal and Clerk of 
the Papers, as well as the Tipflaffs, have been in 1 roportion to the 
MarlhaPs, fince the making of the Rules of Court before 
mentioned.

The Select Committee on Finance having, upon Application of the 
Sworn Clerks, been pleafed to permit an Infpeclion of the Return made by 
the Trcr.furci''s Remembrancer, in obedience to a former Order cf the 
Commi'tre, it is with great Concern that they feel thcmfclves under the 
Ncceflity, from a Duty which they owe to the Offices they hold, to make 
lonie Remarks upon his Return, and particularly to controvert a recent 
Claim on the Part of the Remembrancer, of -varying the Number of Sworn 
Clerks at his Difcretion. The Office of Trcafurer's Remembrancey

is of a very antient Eftablimment in the Court of Exchequer, is a public 
Office concerned in the Revenue of the Crown, and in the Adminiftration 
of Juftice, and not the private Office of the Remembrancer. During the 
Exiftence of the Military Tenures, the Bufinefs of the Office was very 
confiderable, but by the Abolition of thofe Tenures more than Half of the 
Bufinefs was annihilated, and it followed of Courfe that the Number of Sworn 
Clerks became diminifhed, but their Number has continued the fame as it 
now is for about a Century pair, and, as is humbly contended, cannot be 
altered without the Sanction of the Court of Exchequer ; and they beg 
Leave to remark, in Support of this Opinion, that upon a late Attempt of 
the Remembrancer to increaie the Number, the Court was pleafed to direft, 
that no fuch Alteration fhould be made without their Authority, and it was 
thereupon abandoned by the Remembrancer. The Remembrancer and the 
Two Secondaries receive very antient Salaries from his Majefty, and they 
and the Sworn Clerks receive antient Fees proportionate to the refpedtive 
Duties of the Remembrancer and the Sworn Clerks (which are perfe&ly 
dillinft from each other) from the public Accountants and Suitors of the 
Court. The Remembrancer is acknowledged to be the Superior, or as he 
is filled, the Maftcr of the Office, a Name very ufually given to Heads of 
Colleges and other Public Institutions, as was the Name of Clerk to various 
Officers in the Courts of Juftice, to the Remembrancer, who was formerly 
ftiled Clerk of the Remembrance, and (as is well known) to other Officers 
of fuperior Rank. 

The Secondaries and other Sworn Clerks in the fame Office (who alfo 
aft as Attornies there for Suitors, and are fo named in the Pleadings en- 
tered of Record) as well as the Remembrancer, have Freeholds in their 
Offices, are each and every of them Officers of the Court of Exchequer, 
are alike bound by its Orders, and have an equal Claim to its Protection. 
The Inquiries of the Committee do not, as the Secondaries and other Sworn 
Clerks numbly conceive, call for a particular Difcuffion of the relative 
Situation of the feveral Officers, but they hope for Indulgence in having 
ftated what they have done by Way of Remark on the Return of the Re-

Appofals of Sheriffs, and at other Times when the Court is pleafed to call 
for their Attendance.

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EXTRACT from the REPORT of the Principal Commiffioners 
for taking a Survey of the Courts of Justice throughout 
England and Wales, and inquiring into their Fees, to His Ma- 
jefty, on the Officers o[ the Court of Chancery ; dated the 8th 
of November, 1740. 

AND purfuant to the Direction of the Commiffion, to prove by 
what juft and honourable Ways and Means the Abufes may be 
reformed, and what Remedies may, be applied thereto, the Sub- 
Commiffioners have laid before us feveral Propofals, in order to 
the making Regulations, as lollow : 

That the Fees left doubtful by the Prefentments of the Juries be 
fettled, and fixed, and when that is done, 

That fuch Fees as on this Enquiry fhall be found lawful and rea- 
fonable be eflablilhed, fuch as are illegal abolifhed ; and if any Fees 
fhall be found exorbitant, or higher than is reafonable, with regard 
to the Service performed, and the Qualification to be required in 
the Officers, thofe Fees, though ancient, to be reduced within due 
Bound*, for the Eafe of the Subject, after the Determination of 
the Imerefts of the prefent Officers, on due Satisfaction made to 
them. 

That for preventing the Increafe of Fees, and the Exactions of 
Officers for the future, the Court, and thofe who prefide therein, 
will be pleafed to take the mod effectual Care, by fuch Methods as 
they fhall think mod proper, to confine all the Officers to the Fees 
to be eftablifhed, and to hinder the Increafe of them under any 
Pretence whatfoever, and in order thereunto, to make fuch Iuqui- 
ries, from Time to Time, into the Obfervance of the Regulations 
which (hall be eftablifhed on this Occafion with refpeft to Fees, 
and to give fuch Directions therein as fhall be neceffary. 

That it is, they humbly conceive, mofl neceffary, for the effectual 
preventing the Increafe of Fees, to eftablifh" an expeditious and 
eafy Method, with as little Expence as may be, whereby the Sui. 
tors and others may obtain Juftice again ft fuch Officers who 
demand, or fhall take more or higher Fees than fhall be allowed.

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That a Lift or Lifts of Fees belonging to all the Officers of the 
Court, when eftablifhed, be (igned by the Lord High Chancellor, 
Lord Keeper or Commiffioners of the Great Seal, and by his 
Honour the Matter of the Rolls, and be entered on Record, and 
kept among the Rolls and Records of the faid Court. 

That a Lift of all thofe Fees, when eftablifhed, be alfo printed, 
that all Officers and others concerned may furiifh themfelves here- 
with, which may alfo be the Means of preferving them to future 
Ages, and of making any future Inquiry of this Kind far lefs 
difficult than the prefent. 

That a Lift or Table of the Fees of every Office be hung up 
therein in fome confpicuous Place, where it may be moft eafily 
feen ; and that there be alfo kept in each Office a Book fairly 
written or printed, to contain all the Fees belonging to that Office, 
according to the Eftablifhment of the fame, fuch Book to be figned 
by the principal Officer or Officers, and always lie open lor the 
Infpeftion of the Suitors and others concerned. 

That no Expedition Money be demanded or taken on any 
Pretence whatfoever, but that every Officer be obliged, either by 
himfelf or by a fufficient Number of Clerks to be kept by him, to 
difpatch the Duty and Service of this Office in due Form, for the 
eftablifhed Fees, without further Expectation or Reward. 

That no Office belonging to the Court, or concerning the Ad- 
miniftration of Juftice therein, be for the future allowed to be 
bought or fold, the Sale of Offices being, as they apprehend, one 
of the principal Caufes of the Increale ot Fees, the Purchafcrs 
generally finding themfelves under the ftrongeft Temptations, by 
all Ways and Means, to increafe their Profits (which muft be at 
the Expence of the Suitors) in order to make their Offices worth 
the Money they pay for them ; and where the Offices are held for 
Life only, or other uncertain Eftate, the Temptation is flill the 
ftrongcr, as the Hazard is greater. 

That the Execution of tbefe Offices by Deputies may be alfo 
prevented as far as is practicable.

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That the Number of Officer or Officers be not permitted to en- 
creafe in regard to the fplitting and multiplying of them, which 
may probably tend to the Increafe of the Fees, befides oiher In- 
conveniences to the Suitors, in rendering the Bufinefsof the Court 
more difficult and troublefome. 

That proper Penalties be added, where neceffary, to enforce the 
Obfeivance of thefe Regulations. 

And they further obferved, that in the Courfe of their Inquiry 
it had appeared to them, that a great Part of the Expence of the 
Suitors in manv Offices arofe from the Copies of Proceedings, &c. 
How this great Expence to the Suitors may be lefTened, whether 
by reducing the Length of fuch Proceedings, by leaving out the 
immaterial and unneceffary Parts of them, or by inferring more 
Words in a Line, or more Lines in a Sheet (for which there is 
more than fufficient Room in every Sheet) or by reducing the Fee 
ufually taken for fuch Copies, or by what other Ways or Means, 
they humbly fubmit to the Confideration of thofe who may be 
better able to judge, and who have Authority to provide fuitable 
Expedients and Remedies, and to eftablifh proper Regulations, 
whereby Juftice may be adminiltered to Your Majefty's Subjects 
with as much Difpatch and as little Expehce as conveniently may 
be. 

We, having taken the Propofals above mentioned into our Con- 
fideration, beg Leave to obferve to Your Mejefty, that as to fcveral 
of the Matters therein contained, and which come within our 
Commiffion, we have in the Courfe of the Proceedings given our 
Opinion thereon, and made fuch Regulations as we comprehended 
ourfelves to be warranted to do. 

And as to the Refidue of the Matters therein propofed, we think 
they well deferve to be confidered, and that many Parts thereof 
may be very beneficial to the Suitors ; but divers of them appear 
to us to be of fuch a Nature as can be only effeftually eftablilhed 
by the Authority ot Parliament.
